AJid  in  tliat  case  I  he  medieval  '*  ptiblic 
ifChool  fry  item  *'  did  not  *'  open  the  world  of  England 
to  tjir>  tnk'ul*  oJ  the  poorest^''  even  if  we  altogether 
I  eJtrJudc  gJrlfl  trom  eonfcider«lion* 
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ENGLISH  SCHOOLS  AT  THE  REFORMATION. 

1.   Edward  VI. :  Spoiler  of  Schools. 

Nkveb  was  a  great  reputation  more  easily  gaiaed  and  less 
deeerved  than  that  of  King  Edward  \L  as  a  founder  of  i^chools. 

If  the  ordkiary  educated  person  were  asked  to  whom  our 
system  of  secondary  education  was  mainly  due,  and  who  was 
the  founder  of  most  of  the  Grammar  Schools  on  which  it  chiefly 
wets,  he  would  answer,  without  hesitation,  Edward  VI.  The 
nutgnifioent  foundations  of  Christ's  Hospital  aud  Birmingham 
Qnmmar  School,  and  the  numerous  Edward  VI.  Cxrammar 
Schools  which  stud  the  country,  would  rise  up  before  his  mind, 
Mid  he  would  give  the  credit  of  them  to  their  reputed  founder* 
Even  to  those  people  who  credit  William  of  Wykeham  with  the 
foondation  of  our  public  school  sj^stem  in  founding  Winchester^ 
ftod  credit  Henry  VIII.  with  the  cathedral  schools,  such  as  the 
King's  School,  Canterbury,  Edward  VL  still  stands  out  as  par 
txedlence  the  founder  of  schools  and  patron  saint  of  bdustrious 
schoolboys- 

So  widespread  is  this  reputation  that  even  stich  an  authority 
as  Mr.  J.  R.  Ghi'een,  in  his  famous  Short  Ilistort/  of  the  EngliMh 
People,  bums  incense  before  the  shrines  of  E^iward  VI.  and 
of  his  father  and  sister,  as  the  founders  of  English  education. 
Summing  up  the  state  of  learning  in  the  reign  of  Edward  VI., 
be  says:— 

"  Ail  teaching  ceased  at  the  Universities ;  the  students,  in- 
deed, had  fallen  off  in  number,  the  libraries  were  in  part 
scattered  or  burnt,  the  intellectual  impulse  of  the  New  Learn- 
ing had  died  away.  One  noble  measure  indeed,  the  foundation 
of  18  Grammar  Schools,  was  destined  to  throw  a  lustre  over

the  name  of  Edward,  bat  it  had  not  time  to  bear  fruit  in  his 
reign." 

Again,  apropos  of  Dean  Colet's  Foundation  of  St.  Paul's 
School  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VUI.,  we 
read:— 

'*  But  the  example  of  Colet  was  followed  by  a  crowd  of  imita- 
tors. More  Ghrammar  Schools,  it  has  been  said,  were  founded 
in  the  latter  years  of  Henry  than  in  the  three  centuries  before. 
The  impulse  grew,  happily,  stronger  as  the  direct  influence  of 
the  new  learning  passed  away.  The  Ghrammar  Schools  of 
Edward  VL  and  of  Eliasabeth— in  a  word,  the  system  of  middle- 
class  education,  which  by  the  close  of  the  century  had  changed 
the  very  &ce  of  England — were  the  direct  resists  of  Colet's 
foundation  of  St  Paul's." 

These  statements  are  an  amazing  reversal  of  the  real  facts. 
The  authority  for  Green's  '*  it  has  been  said  "  seems  to  be  a 
passage  in  flight's  Life  of  Colet  (p.  100,  ed.  1724).  "  Within 
thirty  years  before  it"  (the  Reformation)  'Hhere  were  more 
Grammar  Schools  erected  and  endowed  in  England  than  had 
been  in  800  years  before."  But  by  "  the  Reformation  "  Elnight 
meant  the  whole  movement  which  began  with  the  Dissolution 
of  the  Monadteries  in  1535 ;  that  is  the  earlier,  and  not  the 
latter  years  of  Henry  Vlll.  Knight's  own  statement  is  of 
questionable  accuracy,  but  Knight's  statement,  as  altered  by 
Green,  is  unquestionably  quite  inaccurate.  Even  on  Knight's 
statement  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  Colet  came  to  be  looked  on  by 
Green  as  the  originator  of  a  Ghrammar  School  movement,  since 
Colet's  foundation  was  long  after  many  of  the  14  schools  in- 
stanced by  Knight,  several  of  which  indeed  do  not  fall  within 
his  80  years  at  all.  Elnight,  it  is  clear  (and  in  this  he  is 
perfectly  right),  did  not  consider  that  Colet  originated  the 
movement  for  founding  schools,  but,  on  the  contrary,  that  he 
was  himself  following,  if  also  imfuroving  on,  the  example  of 
others,  and  partaking  in  a  general  movement  already  begun. 

If  Green  was  wrong  as  to  Colet,  he  was  also  wrong  as  to 
Edward  VI.  What  Green  meant  by  18  Ghrammar  Schools 
founded  by  Edward  VI.  it  is  hard  to  say.    The  number  may

be  derived  from  Strype's  EcclesuMHcal  Memorials  (11.  part 
iL  p.  178),  where  a  list  is  given  of  Schools  founded  by  Edward 
VL  Oreen  has,  howeveri  variegated  his  Strype.  Strype's  list 
gives  22  schools.  But  it  includes  Macclesfield,  which  Qreen 
had  just  read  of  in  Knight  as  having  been  founded  45  years 
before  Edward's  accession ;  Tonbridge,  which  he  no  doubt  knew 
wiB  founded  by  Sir  Andrew  Judd ;  St  Alban's,  which  he  im- 
paled to  the  Abbey ;  and  Shakespeare's  School  at  Stratford-on- 
kiooj  which  is  well  known  to  have  been  kept  by  the  Guild 
there  long  before,  as  its  so-called  foundation  charter  by  Edward 
VL  shows.  It  is  greatly  to  Gh[^een's  credit,  and  shows  with 
what  care  he  used  his  authorities,  that  he  did  not  swallow  the 
22  Edwardian  Sdiools  whole,  as  Canon  Perry  has  done  in  his 
Bttory  of  the  Church  of  England^  repeated  in  divers  editions, 
eveo  80  late  as  1891.  Strype,  however,  did  not  profess  to  give 
Vk  exhaustive  list,  and  it  is  strange  that  Oreen  should  not  have 
pooeivedthi& 

^Oraen  is,  of  course,  not  alone  in  his  error.  He  is  only  sheeted 
far  aiumadversion,  because  he  is  the  most  brilliant  and  best 
faKiwa  (rf  its  propagators. 

OiDon  Dizim,  in  his  History  of  the  Church  of  England 
(IIL,  458,  ed«  1885),  though  in  a  note  he  points  out  three  cases 
where  schools  existed  before  Edward  which  were  continued 
or  destroyed,  repeats  the  common  cry :  *'  Not  less  than  in 
Hoepttals,"  (of  which  also  a  word  could  be  said,)  "  in  schools, 
the  xitme  of  Edward  VL  is  famous  for  the  great  foundations 
that  he  planted  in  the  nation :  in  the  number  of  them  he  ex- 
o^ttled  any  of  his  predecessors."  The  learned  Canon  then  pro- 
eeeds  to  quote  the  inevitable  Strype,  and  also,  as  he  supposes,  a 
^^>niier  headmaster  of  Birmingham ;  but  the  latter  quotation  is 
i^lly  the  passage  already  cited  from  Knight's  Life  of  Colet. 

la  Social  Ei^glandj  edited  by  Dr.  H.  D.  Traill,  we  were  pro- 
i^M  the  latest  light  on  all  English  history,  and  '*  a  combined 
^^*tory  <A  research  and  education."  Besearch  on  education  has 
««bled  Ur.  J.  Bass  MuUinger  (voL  iii.,  p.  229)  to  raise  the 
>uber  of  Edwardian  Schoola  <'  Upwards  of  80  Free  Ghrammar 
^^^1*»''  he  saySy  ''founded  at  this  time  have  permanently 
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associated  the  reign  of  Edward  VI.  with  popular  education." 
He  mentions  23  by  name  (including  Christ's  Hospital,  which 
whatever  it  was  founded  as,  was  certainly  not  founded  as  a  Free 
Grammar  School)  with  '^  and  others  "  at  the  end.  He  has  added 
to  Strype's  list  no  less  than  11,  thus  bringing  the  total  to 
"  upwards  of  30,"  or,  to  be  precise,  to  33. 

But  this  list  includes  Crediton,  which  appears  on  the  &ce  of 
its  charter  to  have  existed  before  Henry  VIU.,  and  to  have 
been  in  course  of  re-foundation  by  him  ;  Buckingham,  of  which 
the  earliest  document  printed  states  it  to  have  been  founded 
before  Edward  VI. ;  and  Pontefract,  which  in  the  printed  official 
source  of  information  appears  in  an  order  of  the  Duchy  Court 
reciting  an  order  temp.  Edward  VI.  for  its  continuance. 

Since  this  was  written,  a  French  writer,  M.  Jacques  Par- 
mentier,  a  Professor  of  Letters,  has  entered  the  field  with  a 
Histoire  de  VEducation  en  Angleterre  (Perrin  A  Cie.,  Paris, 
1896).  This  author  still  believes  that  Alfred  the  Great  founded 
Oxford  University,  but,  at  the  same  time,  that  the  English  before 
the  Norman  Conquest  were  merely  a  drunken  lot  of  dissolute 
barbarians,  that  York  Minster  was  tenanted  by  monks,  and  so 
forth.  However,  he  at  least  goes,  not  one,  but  eleven  better  than 
Mr.  J.  B.  Mullinger,  though  attributing  to  Edward,  or  the 
government,  a  more  active  share  than  some  other  writers  have 
done.  "  The  amour  propre,*^  he  says,  "  of  the  schismatic  or 
Anglican  sovereigns  mingled  in  it "  (a  movement  for  education). 
''  Catholic  England,  united  to  Rome,  had  had  schools ;  it  was 
necessary  that  Protestant  England,  separated  from  Rome, 
should  have  them  too.  If  the  reckoning  is  correct,  there  were 
founded  49  under  Henry  Vm.,  44  under  Edward  VI.,  and  160 
under  Elizabeth." 

The  '^  true  truth"  about  the  matter  is  that  all  these  attempts 
to  assign  a  particular  number  of  Schools  to  the  creation  of 
Edijrard  VI.  are  waste  labour  and  beside  the  mark.  With 
Edward  VI.  personally,  of  course,  we  are  not  concerned.  The 
only  foundation  with  which  he  is  even  reported  to  have  had  any 
personal  connection  is  Christ's  Hospital,  and  that  was  not 
founded  as  a  Grammar  School,  but  as  a  Foundling  Hospital, 
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and,  as  I  have  shown  elsewhere,  he  gave  it  little  but  his 
name.  Even  in  that,  he  was  bat  the  mouthpiece  of  Eidley. 
The  expression  "  Edward  VI."  is,  it  must  be  understood,  only  a 
short  farm  for  the  predominant  protector  of  the  moment.  The 
poor,  rickety,  over-educated  boy,  who  was  only  16  when  he  died, 
was  not  responsible  for  either  the  good  or  the  evil  that  was  done 
in  his  time.  Edward  VI.  means  first  the  Protector  Somerset, 
then  Dudley,  Duke  of  Northumberland,  and  under  them  Paget, 
Sir  Walter  Mildmay,  Lord  Chancellors  Audley  and  Eich,  and 
others. 

With  this  explanation,  we  may  say  that  in  point  of  fact 
Edward  VL  either  did  not  found  a  single  Grammar  School, 
(ff ,  if  he  did,  he  founded  (Grammar  Schools,  not  by  units  or 
tens,  but  by  scores.  61  is  the  number  attributed  to  him  in  the 
report  of  the  Schools  Inquiry  Commission,  which  in  this  respect 
is  almost  entirely  a  compilation  from  the  Report  of  Lord 
Bitmgham's  Commission  of  Inquiry  into  Charities,  published 
between  1818  and  18B7.  But  this  list  is  by  no  means  com- 
pete. 82  appear  as  continued  or  re-founded  by  him  in  the 
ncocds  now  printed,  most  of  which  are  not  contained  in  the 
lirt  referred  to ;  and  there  are  quite  as  many  more  which  do  not 
ippearhere. 

To  thoroughly  appreciate  how  very  little  Edward  VI.  or  his 
father  really  did  for  education,  we  have  first  to  realize  the 
extraordinary  antiquity  of  many  of  our  Abating  schools.  Oram* 
nur  SchoolB,  instead  of  being  comparatively  modem,  post- 
Baformation  inventions,  are  among  our  most  ancient  institutions, 
some  of  them  &r  older  than  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London  or  the 
Boose  of  Commons. 

The  recOTds  app^ded  to  this  book,  show  that  close  on  200  • 
Granmiar  Schools  (and  the  Schools  of  Winchester  and  Eton 
are  indoded  in  the  term  Grammar  Schools),  existed  in  England 
Wore  the  reign  of  Edward  VI.,  which  were,  for  the  most  part, 
•Wished  or  crippled  under  him.  It  will  appear,  however,  that 
*k«e  records  are  defective.  They  are  only  the  survivors  of  a 
moch  larger  host  which  have  been  lost  in  the  storms  of  the 
pMt,  and  drowned  in  the  seas  of  destruction.     They  do  not 
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and  others  from  the  age  immediately  succeeding  it,  do  not  figure 
largely  here.  Indeed,  they  ought  not  to  appear  at  alL  That  of 
Lincoln  appears  incidentally  as  the  place  at  which  divers  scholar- 
ships, founded  by  divers  Bishops  of  Lincoln,  were  held.  Thus 
Bishop  Burghershe,  temp.  Edward  11.,  founded  a  Chantry  for 
five  chaplains  at  the  altar  of  St.  Katherine,  and  '^  for  the  main- 
tenance of  6  poor  boys  professing  the  art  of  grammar,  from  the 
age  of  7  years  till  they  have  completed  16  years."  They  got 
£10  among  them  for  their  commons  and  liveries.  A  further  part 
of  the  foundation  was  the  distribution  of  £8  6$.  8d.  a  year  in 
pennies  to  the  astounding  number  of  2,000  poor  people  present 
at  his  Obits.  Bishop  Qynwell,  called  by  an  error  in  the  record 
Hymwell,  about  1350,  provided  an  unspecified  number  of  scholar- 
ships for  boys  "  at  the  Qrammar  School  in  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  Lincoln  " ;  and  Bishop  Buckingham,  between  1362  and  1397, 
founded  still  other  scholarships  for  ''  2  poor  boys  at  the  Ghrammar 
School."  These  were  all  being  maintained  in  1548,  except  that 
there  was  only  one  boy  instead  of  two  on  Buckingham's  founda- 
tion. A  subsequent  Bishop,  Smith,  had  founded  other  exhibi- 
tions for  choristers  in  the  Song  School.  The  Lincoln  Cathedral 
(Grammar  School  has  a  long  and  interesting  history  ht>m  the 
11th  century.  '^  But  that  is  another  story,"  and  not  to  be  told 
here. 

Wells  and  Chichester  Cathedral  Grammar  Schools  are  included 
in  the  returns  here  given,  and  the  account  of  them  is  not  re- 
markable for  official  accuracy,  that  of  Wells  being  inaccurate  in 
a  very  essential  particular. 

As  to  Chichester  the  account  given  is:  *' Anthony  Clarke, 
Schoolmaster,  Prebendary  in  the  said  church  of  the  prebend 
called  Vyley  "—a  mistake  for  Highleigh — "  impropriated  for  a 
Grammar  School  for  ever ;  whereof  the  said  Prebendary,  of  his 
benevolence,  alloweth  towards  the  finding  of  an  usher,  yearly, 
£4.  Also  the  Dean  and  Chapter  have  granted  and  paid  since 
Michaelmas,  1547,  to  the  finding  of  an  usher,  £2  128.  4<2.,  and 
have  granted  to  continue  the  same  accordingly  out  of  the  livings 
of  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  for  ever."  A  note  adds,  ap- 
parently as  to  the  £4,  ''Not  thought  within  the  compass  of  the 
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Act/'  t.e.,  the  Act  for  the  Dissolution  of  Colleges  and  Chantries. 
As  the  Cathedral  Churches  were  exempt  from  the  Act,  the 
whole  endowment  being  a  prebend  of  the  Cathedral  must  surely 
have  been  excluded  also.  This  School  is  one  quoted  by  Knight 
in  his  life  of  CoUt  as  founded  by  Story,  Bishop  of  Chichester, 
who  gave  a  bequest  to  it  in  his  will  in  1502.  What  Story  did, 
m  fact,  was  to  procure  the  annexation  to  the  School,  which 
existed  long  before,  of  a  canonry  and  prebend  in  the  Cathedral, 
in  February,  1496,  and  it  is  therefore  still  called  the  Prebendal 
SchooL  An  usher  was  contemplated  by  him  in  his  statutes, 
and  it  does  not  quite  appear  where  the  benevolence  of  the 
master  came  in. 

Wells  has  a  bnger  ascertained  history,  with  a  sad  conclusion, 
the  sadness  of  which  is  largely  due  to  the  Chantry  Commissioners 
having  been  led  to  report  the  thing  that  was  not.  They  said, 
"The  Dean  and  Chapter,  of  their  free  will,  keep  and  maintain  a 
Free  Orammar  School,  and  do  pay  to  the  master  yearly  for  his 
stipend  and  wages  £13  68.  8(2.,  and  to  the  usher  £6  IBs.  4dJ' 

lliat  Wells,  in  common  with  other  Cathedral  Churches,  was 
boond  to  maJTitAin  a  (Grammar  School,  appears  from  its  earliest 
statutes  in  the  12th  century.  In  1229  there  occurs  a  deed 
among  the  muniments  of  Wells  Cathedral,  for  lending  which 
I  most  express  my  thanks  to  Canon  Church,  whose  excellent 
book  on  the  early  history  of  Wells  Cathedral  is  well  known. 
Hie  deed  is  made  by  Boger  of  Chjrnton,  Chaplain  of  Jocelyn, 
Bishop  of  Bath,  Thomas  Lock  and  Agnes  his  mother,  and  appar- 
ently reproBonta  what  is  now  called  an  ^'  equitable  mortgage." 
The  Chaplain  having  purchased  the  house  from  Lock  as  executor 
of  his  father,  Adam  Lock,  mason,  for  10  marks,  and  paid  half 
the  purchase  money,  it  was  provided  that  the  title  deeds  should 
remain  on  deposit  in  the  Treasury  of  Wells  Cathedral,  and  be 
delivered  to  the  purchaser,  when  he  had  paid  the  other  5 
maiks.  This  house  was  by  another  deed  conveyed  by  Boger, 
DOW  described  as  Canon  of  Wells  and  Bector  of  Chynton,  <<  to 
Ood  and  the  Church  of  St.  Andrew,  and  the  Chancellor  of 
Wells,  for  the  use  of  the  School  of  Wells,  so  that  the  Chancellor 
nay  confer  it,  together  with  the  mastership  {regimine)  of  the 
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School  (acholarumj  plund  as  usoalX  on  the  Schoolmaster  for  the 
time  being." 

This  hoase  was  confirmed  as  part  of  the  Chapter  property, 
<<  for  the  use  of  the  School,"  by  Archbishop  Peckham,  in  1281. 
Li  1410  it  became  the  College  of  the  Vicars-Choral,  called 
Moontery,  which  still  exists ;  another  house  in  Torrelane  being 
provided  in  exchange,  for  the  use  of  the  master  of  the  Orammar 
School  {eo  nomine).  The  << commons"  ct  the  Schoolmaster, 
£1  108.  4d,j  appear  in  the  Commnnar's  or  Bursar's  accounts  for 
1827.  In  1457  the  Fabric  Bolls  show  an  expenditure  of  £3, 
a  considerable  sum,  in  repairs  at  the  school  house. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  therefore,  that  the  Chi^>ter  maiD- 
tained  a  School  and  that  they  held  endowments  for  it.  Nor 
was  this  School  a  mere  Choristers'  School.  There  was  a 
Choristers'  School,  but  it  was  a  distinct  institution.  The 
Choristers'  Master  was  appointed  not  by  the  Chancellor,  bat 
by  the  Precentor ;  and  they  had  a  separate  School  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  Close,  and  a  boarding  house,  the  statutes 
of  which  were  confirmed  by  Bishop  Beckington  in  1457. ' 
Very  quaint  are  these  statutes,  showing  that  the  boys  slept 
three  in  a  bed,  two  smaller  ones  with  their  heads  to  the 
head  of  the  bed,  and  an  older  one  with  his  head  to  the 
foot  of  the  bed,  and  his  feet  between  the  others'  heads; 
that  their  play-time  was  only  half  an  hour,  or  at  the  meet 
an  hour,  before  supper  in  winter,  after  it  in  summer.  Minute 
directions  are  given  that  the  boys  were  to  out  their  bread  at 
dinner,  not  gnaw  it  with  their  teeth  or  tear  it  with  their  nails ; 
drink  with  their  mouths  empty,  not  full,  and  not  pick  their  teeth 
with  their  kniyes;  and  to  take  up  their  meat  like  gentlemen,  not 
ravenously.  But  this  is  an  excursus.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  there 
was  no  justification  for  the  statement  that  the  Ghrammar  School 
was  kept  by  the  '^  freewill "  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  It  is  pos- 
sible indeed,  nay,  probaUe,  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the 
masters  was  a  matter  of  discretion,  and  so  far  of  free-will.  But 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  Gbrammar  School,  and  an  adeqfuate 
Grammar  School,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  were  bound  to  maintain. 

In  the  time  of  Elizabeth  the  same  master  seems  to  have  been 
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mfHoyed  to  teach  the  (Grammar  School  and  the  Choristers' 
School,  and  then  the  two  became  fused ;  with  the  result  that  in 
1%2  there  were  thirty  boys  in  it  besides  the  ei^t  choristers, 
aod  in  1876  it  ceased  to  exist :  which  sad  ending  is  related 
by  the  Chapter  themselyes  in  one  of  the  Cathedral  Commission 
Reports. 

^  3.  Early  College  Schools. 

The  next  class  of  Schools  was  that  of  the  Grammar  Schools 
of  the  Collegiate  Churches  or  Colleges,  which  figure  largely  in 
the  records  under  examination.  They  would  figure  still  more 
largely  than  they  do,  had  not  many  of  them  been  suppressed  at* 
the  tune  of  the  suppression  of  the  monasteries — ''daily  devoured 
aptce  and  nothing  said." 

Some  of  these  Colleges  were  amongst  the  mos^  ancient  and 

important  of  ecclesiastical  institutions,  when  ecclesiastical  in- 

stltations  were  the  most  important  institutions  in  the  country. 

The  Colleges,  for  instance,  of  S.  John  of  Beverley;  S.  John 

Baptist,  Chaster;  of  S.  Cross  or  Holyrood,  Crediton ;  of  S. 

Wilfrid,  Ripon;  of  S.  Mary,  Shrewsbury,  and  S.  Chad,  Shrews- 

hary;  of  S.  Mary  of  Southwell;  S.  Mary  of  Stafford ;  S.  Edith 

of  Tamworth ;  S.  Maryof  Warwick ;  S.  Mary  of  Wimbome — to 

nime  some  of  those  which  appear  in  these  records — all  appear 

in  Domesday,  and  are  so  ancient  as  to  be  of  unknown  legendary, 

prehistoric,  or  only  semi-historic  origin  in  Early  English,  i,e. 

pr»-Nonnan  times.    They  were,  in  fact,  the  same  in  constitu- 

tioii,  and  hardly  distinguishable  in  purpose  from  Cathedral 

Churches,  and   some  of  them  were,  perhaps,  founded  to  be 

Cathedral  Churches.    Crediton  was  actually  a  Cathedral  till  the 

Me  was  removed  to  Exeter  by  Edward  the  Confessor.    But  as 

these  colleges  did  not  remain  in  direct  connection  with  Bishops, 

or  become  the  principal  seats  of  Bishops,  they  were  not  reckoned 

tf  Cathedrals.    They  were  staffed,  however,  by  the  same  class 

of  peoj^  as  the  Cathedrals,  the  secular  canons;  that  is,  ordinary 

cbrgymen,  who,  like  the  canons  of  our  Cathedrals  now,  married 

^  gave  in  marriag6i  and  did  not  find  domestic  life  inconsistent 

with  the  worohip  of  Gkxi  or  the  service  of  man.    For  their  oon- 
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stitatiQii  in  detailf  I  am  fain  to  refer  to  my  VUxUxHonn  and 
Memoriala  of  Southwell  Minster  (Camden  Society,  1891),  or  to 
my  paper  on  The  InmateB  'of  Beverley  Minster  (Transactions 
of  the  East  Biding  Antiquarian  Society,  1894).  Suffice  it  here 
;  to  say  that  a  primary  duty  and  an  essential  attribute  of  these 
Colleges  were  the  maintenance  of  a  Ghrammar  School.  In 
j  ancient  da3r8  their  principal  officer,  after  the  Dean — and  in  many 
places  he  existed  before  there  was  a  Dean — was  the  Schoolmaster, 
in  later  da3r8  called  Chancellor,  and,  when  so  called,  devolving 
his  duty  of  grammar  teaching  on  a  deputy  commonly  called 
the  Schoolmaster  (Magist-er  Scholarum),  or,  in  full,  ''The 
Master  of  the  Grammar  School  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of 
N.,"  or  sometimes  "  of  the  town  of  N." 

This  College  School  was  open  to  all  lay  folk,  as  well  as  church 
folk.  The  College  of  Southwell,  commonly  called  Southwell 
Minster,  one  of  the  oldest  and  largest  of  these  collegiate  churches, 
which  survived  as  such  even  down  to  1848,  has  been  discussed  at 
length  in  the  book  above  mentioned.  Its  record  in  the  present 
book  (pp.  101-4)  has  therefore  been  cut  down  so  as  merely  to  show 
that  part  of  the  possessions  of  the  Church,  out  of  which  any 
payment  was  made  for  the  Ghrammar  School,  viz.,  the  Common 
Fund,  divisible  among  the  Besidentiary  Canons,  in  addition  to 
their  separate  prebends,  and  the  prebend  of  Normanton  annexed 
tO'the  Chancellorship.  The  common  lands  produced  an  income 
of  £83  net,  applicable  to  certain  wages  of  deacons,  choristers, 
incense-bearers,  and  ''  for  the  relieving  of  poor  scholars  thither 
resorting  for  their  erudition  either  in  grammar  or  song."  The 
prebend  of  Normanton  was  worth  £27  a  year  net,  out  of  which 
was  paid  the  Prebendary's  Vicar  or  deputy,  ''besides  40^.  given 
to  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  Free  School  there."  In  a  second 
document  the  Song  Schoolmaster  appears  separately  as  the 
''Master  of  the  Queristers,"  receiving  209.  wages,  while  the 
Ghrammar  Schoolmaster  is  called  simply  the  Schoolmaster.  The 
parishioners  "  present  that  the  said  Parish  Church  of  Southwell 
standeth  in  the  middle  of  the  shire,  aooompted  as  a  chief 
church  "  ("  Archbishop's  see  "  Henry's  commissioners  called  it), 
"  wherein  is  and  hath  been  kept  a  Ghrammar  School  most  apt 
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lor  the  same  time  oat  of  mind,  and  towards  the  maintenance 
thereof  is  giyen  40».  by  year  out  of  the  Prebend  of  Norman- 
taa.^    So  they  beg  ''  that  oar  Parish  Charch  may  stand.    Also 
that  oar  Grammar  School  may  also  stand,  with  sach  stipend  as 
appertaineth  the  like,  wherein  oar  poor  yonth  may  be  instracted, 
and  that  also  by  the  resort  of  their  pai*ents,  we,  His  Grace's 
poor  tenants  and    inhabitants  there,  may  have  some  relief, 
▼hereby  we  shall  be  the  better  able  to  serve  His  Ghrace  at  time 
appointed.^    Whence  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  School  was  a 
Boirding  School,  and  the  boarders  (in  those  days  when  there 
WIS  no  Civil  Service  or  Axmy  and  Navy  Stores)  profitable  to 
the  town  and  neighbonrhood  by  the  money  spent  on  food  and 
other  necessaries.    This  is  farther  evidenced  from  the  delight- 
fol  eomplaint  made  at  a  visitation  in  1484,  that ''  the  Gk*ammar 
School  master  does  not  attend  to  the  teaching  of  his  scholars  in 
Sehod  at  the  proper  hours,  and  gives  his  scholars  indiscriminate 
remedies  (holidays)  on  ordinary  week-days,  so  that  they  learn 
oothmg  as  it  were  in  time,  spending  their  parents'  money  for 
iwyiing.    And  they  do  not  talk  Latin  in  school,  but  English." 
Thd  master  at  this  time,  John  Barre,  had  been  admitted  master 
o&  the  presentation  of  the  Prebendary  of  Normanton  in  1476. 
The  earliest  mention  of  the  Grammar  School  master  in  the  only 
tvo  Soathwell  documents  which    survive   is  1415,  when  he 
▼ttneeeed  a  chapter  document.     There  is  a  statute  of    the 
^Coster  in  1248,  providing  that  Schools  of  Grammar  or  Logic 
ve  not  tO'  be  held  within  the  prebends  of  the  canons,  except 
•ocofding  to  the  custom  of  York.     If  there  were  Grammar 
Schools  in  the  small  dependent  townships  in  Nottinghamshire, 
^h  formed  the  prebends  of  the  canons,  it  may  be  safely  affirmed 
tl*t  there  was  a  Grammar  School  at  the  then  important  town 
>ai  trohieinscopal  seat  of  Southwell  itself.    Again,  in  1238,  the 
^^^•noellor  of  Southwell  asserted  his  right  to  appoint  the  master 
^  Newerk  Grammar  School  against  the  Priory  of  S.  Catharine 
^  linooh,  to  which  Newark  Church  was  apiwDpriated.    Prom 
Regain, we  may  reasonably  iufer  that  the  home- town  had 
iU  Qrammar  School      It   is   certain  that   the  Chapter  felt 
*"^  to  keep  up  the  Grammar  School  properly.    For,  by  a 
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document  of  1504,  when  one  of  the  best  Chantries  in  the  Minster 
(S,  Cuthbert's),  worth  no  less  than  £13  6s.  8<f.,  fell  yacant, 
which  had  been  held  by  a  deputy  Grammar  School  master,  the 
senior  Vicar-Choral  claimed  it,  but  waived  his  claim  at  the 
Chapter's  request,  in  order  that  it  might  be  bestowed  on  another, 
who  undertook  to  teach  the  Grammar  School. 

It  is  owing  to  this  fashion  of  eking  out  what  had,  in  the 
course  of  time,  become  the  inadequate  salary  of  the  Grammar 
School  master,  that  at  Stafford,  Tamworth,  and  Wimbome,  we 
find  the  School  treated  not  as  a  charge  on  the  general  resources 
of  the  Church,  but  on  particular  Chantries.  Both  at  Stafford 
and  Tamworth,  it  was  the  "Morrow-Mass  Priest,"  who  waa 
Schoolmaster,  as  was  the  case  also  at  Southwell  in  the  trans* 
action  quoted  in  1504.  Li  our  records  we  find  very  commonly 
that  the  Schoolmaster  is  also  morrow-mass  priest  The  morrow- 
mass  priest  had  to  say  mass  at  4,  5,  or  6  a.m.,  ior  the  benefit 
of  travellers  and  workmen  before  going  to  their  business.  His 
selection  for  Schoolmaster  waa  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  he 
had  to  get  up  extra  early,  and  therefore  was  on  the  spot  to 
teach  boys,  those  early-rising  abominations,  which  plague  even 
the  modem  household  with  their  unseemly  hours. 

At  Wimbome  a  Chantry  called,  in  1535,  "  the  Schoolmasters' 
Chantry,"  is  said  (p.  56)  to  have  been  founded  by  Margaret 
Countess  of  Eichmond  and  Derby,  mother  of  Heniy  VII.,  well 
known  still  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge  as  the  Lady  Margaret, 
whose  name  is  commemorated  in  Boat  Clubs,  Ladies'  Halls,  and 
Divinity  Professorships.  Eeginald  Pole,  by  the  way,  after- 
wards Cardinal  and  persecutor,  was  Dean  of  this  College  in 
1535.  The  incumbent  of  the  Chantry  waa  to ''  say  mass  for 
the  souls  of  the  founders,  and  to  be  a  Schoolmaster,  to  teach 
freely  all  manner  of  children  grammar  within  the  same  College." 
There  was  in  1548  ''  no  School  kept  now  ...  by  the  death  of 
the  late  master ;  nevertheless  it  is  very  requisite  and  necessary 
to  have  said  School  maintained,  for  the  town  of  Wimboume 
is  a  great  market-town  and  thoroughfare,  and  there  is  no 
(Grammar  School  kept  within  12  miles  "  of  it.  There  ia  added 
a  ''memorandum  for  the  appointment  of    the  Schoolmaster, 
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Symond  Smith,  M.A.,  recommended  by  Mr.  Cheke,"  this  Mr. 
Clieke  being  "Sir  John  Cheke,  Who  first  taught  Cambridge 
and  King  Edward  Ghne^"  and  became  a  Secretary  of  State. 

At  Ripon,  however  (p.  295),  we  still  find  the  "  Scolemaster  of 
Gramer  "  paid  "  yearly,  forth  of  the  common  of  the  said  church," 
that  is  out  of  the  common  fund ;  and  his  stipend  is  the  same  as 
that  at  Southwell,  viz.,  £2  a  year. 

At  Crediton,  in  Devon,  no  less  than  8  out  of  the  13  prebends 
were  used  apparently  as  exhibitions  at  the  Universities,  one  of 
the  three  exhibitioners,  however,  being  described  as  "scholar 
of  Exeter,"  which  may  mean  at  Exeter  Grammar  School.  The 
Orammar  School  master  is  not  mentioned.  He  was  probably 
one  of  the  Vicars-Choral.  The  Song  School  master,  "  teacher  of 
ehildrai  and  queresters  (choristers),"  got  £4  a  year. 

Before  leaving  the  collegiate  churches,  it  should  be  added  that 
it  Warwick  we  find  (pp.  231-2)  a  Guild  selling  lands  at  ten 
Tears'  purchase,  to  find  the  money  to  re-purchase  the  town's 
ptrish  church  and  Grammar  School  from  the  Crown,  which 
Sebool  was  called  "  The  King's  New  School  of  Warwick."  This 
School  was  that  of  the  Collegiate  Church,  in  regard  to  which 
occurs  the  actually  oldest  record  of  post-Conquest  times,  referring 
to  t  schooL  The  church  is  mentioned  in  Domesday  Book.  Li 
1123,  Earl  Boger  purports  to  give  "  to  the  Church  of  St.  Mary 
of  Warwick  the  School  (scolas)  of  the  same  church,  that  the  ser- 
vice of  God  may  be  improved  by  the  attendance  of  scholars." 
Aboat  the  same  date  is  a  writ  of  Henry  I.,  directing  that  "  the 
Clrarch  of  All  Saints  at  Warwick,"  a  college  of  canons  in  the 
castle,  "  should  have  all  its  customs  as  they  (ate)  did  in  the  time 
q(  Edward,  and  in  like  manner  may  have  the  school."  A  few 
T^rg  later  the  establishments  of  these  two  collegiate  churches 
vwe  anited  by  the  same  Earl  Eoger  in  St  Mary's ;  and  to  the 
tndted  churches  is  granted  "  the  School  of  Warwick,"  a  school 
vUch  is  still  in  the  front  rank. 

4.    BohoolB  in  Conneotion  with  Monasteries. 

In  spite  of  the  superior  usefulness  of  the  ooUegiate  churches, 
ior  tome  reason  which  no  Gibbon  has  yet  arisen  to  explain,  the 
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Western  world,  and  England  especially,  was  in  the  10th  owtmy 
seized  with  a  craze,  like  that  under  which  the  Eastern  world  had 
long  lain,  for  celibacy,  fastings,  floggings,  and  other  forms  of 
self-torture  of  the  same  kind  as,  and  perhaps  not  very  much  lees 
in  degree  than,  the  fanatical  performances  of  Indian  fakirs  now. 
Such  things  are  incompatible  with  matrimony  and  a  married 
clergy.  So  in  the  era  of  Dunstan  before  the  Conquest,  and  of 
Lanfranc  after  it,  a  movement  sprang  up  in  favour  of  monks  uid 
the  so-called  regular  canons,  in  preference  to  the  ordinary  dei^gj 
and  the  secular  canons.  In  England  it  went  so  far,  that  in 
many  even  of  the  cathedrals,  as  at  Canterbury,  Winchester,  and 
Worcester,  the  clergy  were  displaced  to  make  way  for  monks, 
and  the  Bishop's  Chapter  became  one  of  monks  instead  of  canons ; 
a  thing  unknown  abroad,  where  from  St.  Peter's  at  Home  to  the 
furthest  comers  of  Norway  and  Spain,  the  cathedrals  always 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  clergy.  For  nearly  two  centuries 
the  creation  of  colleges  in  England  almost  entirely  ceased,  and 
in  many  cases  the  existing  ones  were  suppressed  and  transferred 
to  regulars.  This  happened  at  Bedford,  at  Christchurch,  Hants, 
at  Derby,  at  Leicester,  at  Oxford,  at  Waltham,  and  in  many 
other  places ;  and,  wherever  it  happened,  the  neighbourhood  as 
a  rule  lost,  or  was  in  danger  of  losing,  the  benefit  of  a  school 

Mr.  Mullinger  indeed  in  Social  England  quotes  (from 
Strype)  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons,  telling  Queen 
Elizabeth,  in  1562,  that  "  at  least  100  Schools  were  wanting 
in  England  which  before  that  time  had  been."  *'An  allusion," 
adds  Mr.  Mullinger,  ''which,  we  may  safely  assume  with 
Strype,  had  reference  to  the  Schools  of  the  monasteries."  The 
assumption  would,  however,  be  extremely  unsafe. 

It  is  true  that  several  Schools  are  mentioned  in  our  records  in 
connection  with  monasteries.  Thus,  at  Evesham  "  it  was  pre- 
sented that  since  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  there  hath  been 
paid  by  the  Abbots  of  the  late  monastery  yearly  the  sum  of  £10| 
with  meat  and  drink  freely  within  the  said  late  monastery,  to 
one  Schoolmaster,  for  keeping  a  Free  Ghrammar  School  in  the  said 
town  of  Evesham,  until  the  surrender  of  the  said  late  naonasteiy." 
This  School  has  reached  the  historians,  and  they  generally  tell 
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08  that  it  ceased  with  the  mcNoastery.  Bat  what  says  this 
leoord?  ''Since  which  time  the  king's  majesty's  receiver  of 
his  highness*  revenues  there  for  the  time  being  hath  likewise 
paid  yearly  to  the  said  Schoolmaster  £10  for  his  teaching  of  the 
said  Free  School,  until  the  Feast  of  Annunciation  last  past." 
At  Whitsuntide  the  Schoolmaster  departed  ''  for  lack  of  wages," 
owing  perhaps  to  the  Chantries  Act.  The  inhabitants  ask 
that  the  vicar  should  be  appointed  to  be  Schoolmaster  as 
well  as  vicar,  as  his  income  has  been  diminished  ''by  £4  a 
year,''  through  the  loss  of  the  "  privy  tithes  and  offerings  " 
of "  some  score  and  more "  of  the  hangers-on  of  the  dissolved 
monastery.  Appointed  he  was  accordingly,  in  spite  of  a 
neighbouring  knight  saying  that  h&  was  "  not  so  meet " 
as  the  departed  master,  and  the  stipend  of  £10  a  year  was 
ooQtmued  to  him  and  his  successors  (p.  280).  £10«a  year,  one 
may  as  well  say  here  as  elsewhere,  was  very  good  pay  for  a 
Sehoohnaster  in  those  days^  being  that  of  the  headmaster  of 
Etcm  College  himself. 

Canon  Dixon  plunges,  in  a  note  to  his  history,.  (II.,.  460) 
into  the  matter  of  Evesham  School,  and  makes  the  sweeping 
taBertion:  "A  School  was  now  erected  at  EveshasL  .  .  . 
Evesham  Abbey  School  was  celebrated  in  its  day,  but  it  was 
swq>t  away  at  the  Dissolution,  and  the  place  was  left  without 
a  school  until  the  reign  of  James  I.  and  the  year  1606."  This 
is  quite  unfounded.  The  School  was,  as  we  have  seen,  not 
swept  away  at  the  Dissolution,  and  when  James  I.  gave  a 
charter  to  the  borough  of  Evesham,  confirming  the  corpora- 
tkn  which  they  already  enjoyed,  though  its  rights  had,  it 
seemed,  heesx  disputed,  he  also  confirmed  the  corporation  and 
djovemors  of  the  Gh-ammar  SchooL  While  directing  it  to  be 
called  "The  Free  Ghrammar  School  of  Prince  Henry,"  he  ex- 
pnssly  o(mfirms  as  part  of  its  possessions,  "for  and  towards 
tbe  maintenance  of  the  Master  of  the  School  aforesaid,  for  the 
time  being,  a  certain  annuity  of  £10  by  the  year,  heretofore 
^  us  and  divers  of  our  predeoessors  and  ancestors  allowed 
ttd  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  said  School,  as  appears  to  us 
tram  several  records,  remaining  in  our  Court  of  Exchequer." 
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Canon  Dixon  may  of  course  call  the  School  the  Abbey  School 
if  he  pleases.  Its  endowment,  however,  did  not  come  out  of  the 
general  fnnds  of  the  Abbey,  bat  was  a  special  foundation,  dating 
only,  as  the  record  shows,  from  the  reign  of  Edward  IIL  This 
was  also  the  case  at  Bmton,  in  Somersetshire,  where  it  appears 
(p.  193)  the  School  was  built  on  the  north  side  of  the  monastery, 
but  separated  from  it  by  a  highway,  and  was  endowed  by 
Bishop  Fits-James,  of  London,  in  1520.  The  lands  were  vested 
in  the  monastery  in  trust  for  the  School.  Nevertheless,  in  spite 
of  the  trust,  the  inhabitiuits  had  to  get  a  grant  of  them  from 
the  Grown  in  1549,  and  the  School  was  called  the  Free  Grammar 
School  of  Edward  VI. 

At  Cirencester,  ''till  the  dissolution  of  the  monastery  of 
Winchoombe,  there  was  granted  and  paid  out  of  the  same 
monastery,  one  yearly  pension  of  £10  to  and  for  a  Free  School, 
there  to  be  maintained  and  kept,"  but,  unlike  Evesham,  "  since 
the  Dissolution,  the  same  hath  been  withdrawn  and  not  paid, 
unto  the  great  discommodity  of  the  same  town  of  Cirencester.*' 

At  Lewes,  Agnes  Morley  had  founded  a  Ghrammar  School  in 
1512,  and  given  the  nomination  of  the  master  to  the  Prior. 
This  too  was  in  dcmger  of  perishing  with  the  monastery,  though 
the  monastery  was  only  a  Trustee.  It  was  seemingly  saved  by 
the  Commissioners,  who  ordered  the  School  to  be  continued. 
Again,  the  great  Public  School  of  Sherborne  clearly  existed 
before  1550,  but  it  was  not  maintained  by  the  monastery.  Out 
of  an  endowment  of  some  £1,200  a  year,  the  Abbey  of  Our  Lady 
of  Sherborne  spent,  in  15S5,  just  £5  2$.  Sd.oa  educaticm,  in 
the  ''  Exhibitions  "  of  ''  three  scholars  in  the  Ghrammar  School 
at  Sherborne.*'  At  Bridgwater,  where  ''  the  inhabitants  make 
their  most  humble  petition  to  have  a  Free  Grammar  School 
erected,"  had  been  a  Priory.  This  Priory  had  maintained  and 
educated  13  poor  hays.  Out  of  its  general  revenues?  No; 
but  out  of  two  rectories  appropriated  to  it  by  Robert  Bumell, 
Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  on  that  condition. 

On  the  other  hand,  at  Leominster  and  Launceston,  where  there 
had  been  priories,  there  was  seemingly  no  School  in  connection 
with  them.     At  ^'Leymster,"  which,  we  are  told  (p.  94),  is 
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"  the  greatest  market  town  within  the  county  of  Hereford,  there 
ia  a  Grammar  School,  kept  by  one  Edward  Allen,  being  a  man 
of  honest  behaviour,  and  well  learned,  who  hath  no  other  living 
bat  that  he  hath  of  his  scholars  weekly."  Yet ''  ever  before  this 
time  there  hath  been  School  kept  in  the  same  town/'  The  inhabi- 
tants ask  (p.  102)  ''  that  they  may  have  part  of  the  stipendiaries 
and  Chantry  toward  the  maintenance  of  a  Grammar  School." 
But  they  asked  in  vain,  until  in  Edward  VI's.  last  year,  and  in 
bis  last  month,  20th  June,  1553,  they  paid  £100  to  buy  £10  a  year 
worth  of  lands  of  the  monastery  (which  was  worth  in  all  £500  a 
year),  and  got  an  order  for  the  grant.  Edward  died  on  6th  July, 
and  the  grant  was  not  therefore  completed  till  1554,  so  that 
this  School  is  credited  to  the  Roman  Mary  instead  of  the  Pro- 
testant Edward.  How  far  any  credit  is  to  be  given  to  either, 
more  than  to  any  other  vendor  of  property,  the  reader  may 
decide  for  himself. 

Whether  the  monasteries  themselves  did  an3rthing  for  educa- 
tion and  the  learning  of  others,  however  learned  some  of  their 
iimiates  may  have  been,  is  a  question  the  answer  to  which  again 
"belongs  to  another  story."  The  instances  of  Schools  in  con- 
Mction  with  monasteries  before  us  certainly  do  not  show  that 
they  did.  That  as  ordinaries  in  their  "  peculiars,"  as  rich  land- 
lords,  and  as  trustees  for  other  people,  they  may  have  controlled 
or  even  founded  and  maintained  some  Grammar  Schools,  is 
certain.  The  common  belief  and  often  repeated  assertion,  that 
&I1  the  education  in  the  Middle  Ages  was  done  by  the  monks, 
is  quite  wrong.  Whether  the  monks  ever  aflfected  even  to  keep 
a  Qrammar  School  for  any  but  their  own  novices,  among  whom 
outsiders  were  not  admitted,  is  doubtful.  Is  there  a  single 
iutance  on  record  in  tiie  days  of  reoords  of  a  monk  teaching  an 
wdinaiy  Grammar  School?  There  are  divers  cases  recorded 
where  a  secular  Schoolmaster  was  employed  to  teach  the  novices. 
Certain  it  is,  that  at  the  period  with  which  we  are  concerned 
QKiiks  had  little  to  do  with  general  education,  and  less  with 
learning. 
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6.  Later  College  Schools. 


By  the  middle  of  the  18th  c^tory  the  monastic /urore  had 
spent  its  force,  and  a  new  era  of  Colleges  began.    The  first 
symptom  of  the  awakening  was  the  institution  of  the  orders  of 
friars,  who  were  not,  like  monks,  supposed  to  be  confined  to  thdr 
cloisters,  but  to  be  in  and  of  the  world.    They  took  the  uniTer- 
sities  by  storm,  they  gave  an  enormous  impetus  to  learning,  they 
stayed  the  tide  of  monkery,  and  at  the  same  time  woke  up  the 
secular  clergy — who,  by  this  time,  were  enforced  celibates  like 
the  monks— to  the  need  of  combination  in  corporations,  if  they 
were  to  hold  thar  own  in  the  duties  and  emoluments  of  Church 
and  State.    Hence  a  new  era  of  collegiate  churches,  and  a  mar- 
vellous new  crop  of  Colleges  arose.    Li  modem  parlance,  the 
term  College  is  confined  to  thecoUegiate  church,  or  chapel  rather, 
at  the  Universities;   but  the  corporation  of  canons,  fellows, 
secular  priests,  or  clerks,  which  formed  the  staff  of  the  collegiate 
church  outside  the  Universities,,  was  just  as  much  a  College  as 
the  similar  body  in  the  University,  and  was  very  commonly  so 
called.    The  College  of  S.  Thomas  of  Qlasney,  near  Penrhyn, 
in  Cornwall,  is  a  fairly  early  specimen   of  the   second  crop, 
having  been  founded  (or  perhaps  only  augmented)  in   1271, 
while  Thornton  College,  Lincolnshire,  only  founded  by  Henry 
Vin.  in  1542  out  of  the  suppressed  priory  of  Thornton,  was  ose 
of  the  latest.    Li  this  suppression  and  conversion  Henry,  as  is 
well  known,  was  only  folbwing  excellent  papal  precedents.    His 
Holiness  himself  in  1415  gave  his  sanction  to  the  creation  of 
another  College  on  our  Ust,  that  of  8.  John  the  Baptist  at  Stoke- 
by-Clare,  by  a  similar  conversion  of  the  priory  there ;  to  say 
nothing  of  the  wholesale  suppressions  out  of  which  Winchester 
and  Eton  Colleges,  All  Souls'  and  Magdalen  Colleges  at  Oxford, 
were  founded.    How  far  the  later  Colleges  were  bound  to  keep 
Grammar  Schools  does  not  appear  quite  clear.    From  the  in- 
stance of  Pleshey  it  would  almost  appear  that  they  were  not ;  as 
there  seems  to  be  no  provision  for  any  but  a  Song  School  master. 
Perhaps  the  keeping  of  a  Orammar  School  depended  on  the 
place  where  the  College  was.    If  it  was  populous,  a  (Grammar 
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School  was  kept ;  if  not,  not.  Certain  it  is  that  at  Stoke-by- 
Clare  there  was  kept  not  only  the  Song  School  master  directed 
by  the  statutes  (which  are  given  by  Dogdale),  called  in  our 
records  the  Schoolmaster  in  the  College,  but  also  the  master 
of  the  Free  School,  with  a  salary  of  five  times  as  much,  being 
indeed  more  than  was  paid  to  any  vicar-choral,  and  more  than 
was  paid  to  at  least  one  of  the  prebendaries.  This  College  was 
granted  to  Sir  John  Cheke. 

Of  the  Colleges  mentioned  in  our  records  the  majority,  24, 
excluding  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  or  81  including  them,  belong 
to  the  later  crop.  Oddly  enough,  the  earliest  of  them  is 
one  founded  wholly  for  educational  purposes,  the  College, 
namely,  of  the  "Scholars  de  Vawze"  (p.  265),  i.e.,  the  Valley 
Scholars,  at  Salisbury.  It  does  not  seem  to  have  borne  any 
relation  to  one  of  the  Regular  Orders  called  "  de  Yalle  Schola- 
num,"  who  had  a  convent  at  Paris  about  1260,  as  it  was 
presided  over  by  a  Canon  of  Salisbury,  and  consisted  apparently 
d  secular  clerks,  "  studying  divinity  and  the  liberal  arts."  It 
was  a  very  remarkable  institution,  no  less  than  the  first  re- 
corded University  College  in  England.  Its  foundation  by  Egidius 
(Giles),  of  Bridport,  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  in  1261,  preceded  by 
three  years  that  of  Merton  College,  the  oldest  College  at  Oxford. 

"Its  early  history  was  very  much  the  same.  Morton's  House 
of  Scholars  was  founded  at  Maldon,  in  Surrey,  where  certain 
bulifb  and  priests  were  settled  to  manage  the  property  and 
pray  for  the  founder's  soul,  and  apply  the  income  for  the  support 
of  Bcbolars  living  at  Oxford  University.  By  1274  Merton  House 
VIS  transferred  to  Oxford  itself,  and  became  Merton  College. 
The  College  of  the  Scholars  of  the  Valley  at  Salisbury  was  not 
thtis  divided  at  first ;  for  the  warden,  who  managed  the  pro- 
perty and  the  scholars  in  the  schools  alike,  lived  at  Salisbury, 
i&d  the  Cathedral  records  show  that  in  1278  the  Chancellor  of 
tile  Cathedral  (who  still  maintained  his  statutory  Grammar 
School)  asserted  his  authority  over  them  as  the  Chancellor  of 
Hotre  Dame  at  Paris  asserted  his  over  Paris  University.  In 
U^  the  majority  of  the  scholars  were  sent  to  Oxford,  where 
they  lived  in  Salisbury  Hall.    The  College  at  Salisbury  seems  to 
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have  become  practically  a  nursery  for  a  few  scholars  attending 
the  Cathedral  Qrammar  School  at  Salisbury,  and  so  remained 
until  the  Reformation."  {Winchester  College  1393-1893, 
Contemporary  Review,  Jvly,  1893.) 

This  College  had  already  disappeared  into  the  pockets  of 
Henry  VIII.,  as  it  is  described  as  "  late  College  "  in  the  certificate 
of  his  Commissioners.  It  is  only  mentioned  for  a  Chantry  in 
Salisbury  Cathedral  maintained  out  of  its  former  revenues. 

The  next  College  in  point  of  date  was  also  a  University 
College,  and  was  also  at  Salisbury — the  CoUege  of  St.  Edmund. 
The  certificate  sa3r8,  '*  Who  is  the  founder  of  it  does  not  appear, 
but  many  benefactors."  We  know  better,  thanks  to  the  pub- 
lication of  Sarum  Documents  in  the  Bolls  Series.  It  was 
founded  by  Walter  de  la  Wyle,  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  in  1269, 
for  13  scholars  in  theology,  but  seems  to  have  had  at  the  time 
of  dissolution  only  4  Chaplains  or  Fellows,  a  Barber  and  a 
Laundress,  a  Steward  of  the  Manors,  and  a  Rent-Collector,  with 
an  income  of  £93  16s,  4d. 

Glasney  has  been  already  mentioned.  The  next  oldest  to  it 
was  a  collegiate  church  of  the  ordinary  t3rpe,  that  of  Trinity 
College,  Stratford-on-Avon,  founded,  at  his  native  place,  in 
1331,  by  John  of  Stratford,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  The 
head  here  was  called  not  Dean,  but  Warden.  The  School- 
master was  apparently  a  Song  School  master  only,  as  he  is 
described  as  *'  Schoolmaster  and  Organ-player,"  the  School  of 
the  Ghiild  of  Stratford  maintaining  the  Ghrammar  SchooL 

In  1334  Bishop  Gkandison,  of  Exeter,  purchased  from  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Rouen  the  Manor  and  Church  of  Ottery 
S.  Mary,  which  had  been  appropriated  to  them  at  or  before 
the  Conquest,  and  founded  a  collegiate  church  therewith.  A 
Grammar  School  master  was  a  part  of  the  foundation.  This 
College  was  surrendered  to  Heniy  Vlll.  under  a  special  oom- 
mission  in  1546,  and  among  the  pensions  appointed  to  the 
warden,  prebendaries  and  othws,  duly  appears  ''  to  Sir  John 
Chubbe,  Priest,  being  Schoolmaster  there,  £10."  The  Song 
School  master  was  probably  the  ''chapel  clerk,"  John  Parka, 
who  held  by  patent  under  the  Chapter  seaL 
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In  1384  Willkm  of  Wykeham  laid  out  a  new  line  of 
development  for  these  Colleges  by  constituting  a  Ghrammar 
School,  the  main,  instead  of  a  subsidiary,  object  of  one.  This 
precedent  of  College  Schools  (not  without  plenty  of  pabulum 
derived  from  suppression  of  monasteries)  was  followed  by  Henry 
VI.  in  Eton,  on  an  even  more  gorgeoue  scale  than  Winchester, 
in  1440. 

The  record  of  Eton  reminds  us  that,  rich  as  it  was— -£1,066 
t  year  against  Winchester's  £947,  and  both  may  be  multiplied 
roughly  by  20  times  now — it  had  been  largely  plundered  by 
Edward  IV.  He,  in  a  spirit  we  now  impute  only  to  Celtic 
revolutionaries,  could  not  endure  the  foundations  of  a  deposed 
Hgime^  and  transferred  all  its  possessions  to  ''Windsor  Col- 
lege." Much  was  recovered  by  William  Waynflete's  exertions, 
yet  some  never  was.  The  story  is  told  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Maxwell 
Ljte,  CJB.,  now  head  of  the  Record  Office,  in  his  standard 
Bitiory  of  Eton  College  (Macmillan,  1875,  pp.  60-78).  Hence, 
in  1546,  ihsace  were  only  7  fellows  at  £5  a  year  instead  of  10 
at  double  that  sum ;  5  chaplains  at  £4,  instead  of  10  at  £5 ; 
whik  the  Schoolmaster  only  got  £10  instead  of  £16.  The 
*' Conducts  "  had  £2  a  year  instead  of  £4  a  year.  One  of  the 
Coodocts  was  also  organ-player,  and  his  stipend  should  have 
been  £6  a  year;  in  fact,  he  only  got  £3  6s.  8(2.  The  Usher  was 
the  only  person  who  did  not  suffer,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
gibed,  unless,  as  seems  probable,  there  is  a  mistake  in  the 
record,  for  he  got  £10  a  year  instead  of  £6  13«.  4d.  Apropos 
of  these  Conducts,  as  their  name  still  subsists  at  Eton,  and 
las  been  nus-explained  by  Dr.  Sharpe  in  a  note  in  his  Hust- 
^  WUU  to  mean  a  ''  conductor,"  it  may  be  of  interest  to 
observe  that  they  are  mentioned  several  times  in  these  records. 
TI107  appear,  for  instance,  in  London  (p.  145)  and  at  Winches- 
ter GcdlegB  (p.  87),  whence  they  were  copied  at  Eton  under  the 
•tme  name.  The  name  is  simply  an  Englished  form  of  the 
Lstin  oosadw^itiuij  as  it  appears  in  the  statutes,  meaning  a 
Uriliiig ;  and  was  applied  to  the  chaplains,  who  were  not,  like 
the  iellows,  an  integral  part  of  the  corporation,  and  had  not,  like 
them,  freeholds  in  their  posts  during  good  behaviour,  but  were 
hired  servants  dismissible  at  pleasure. 
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*A  few  years  after  Eton,  in  1448,  but  on  a  much  humbler 
scale,  as  befitted  its  founder,  Spone,  who  was  only  an  Arch- 
deacon instead  of  a  king,  came  Towcester  College,  ''founded 
for  two  priests,  one  a  preacher,  the  other  a  teacher  of  gram- 
mar '' ;  the  former  having  £8  19^.  lOd. ;  and  the  latter,  "well- 
learned,  of  the  age  of  45  years,  and  teacheth  daily  freely," 
£7  13s.  2d.  This  was  re-purchased  by  Spone's  trustees  from 
Edward  VI.,  and  continued,  and  is  the  present  Towcester 
Ghrammar  School. 

A  more  gorgeous  foundation  of  the  Winchester  type  was  the 
Jesus  College  at  Botherham,  founded  by  Archbishop  Bother- 
ham,  an  early  Etonian,  in  1484,  with  a  Proyost,  £14  4s.  Sd. ; 
and  three  Fellows,  who  were  a  Schoolmaster  of  Grammar, 
£10  19s.  4d. ;  a  Schoolmaster  of  Song,  £7  12s.  2d. ;  and  a 
Schoolmaster  of  Writing,  £6  6s. ;  but  instead  of  70  scholars 
boarded,  there  were  only  six.  There  were  a  butler  and  a  cook ; 
and  the  College  paid  for  barber  and  laundress.  Not  far  oft 
in  Yorkshire,  was  the  College  of  St.  Andrew  at  Acaster,  in  the 
parish  of  Stillingfleet,  founded  by  Bishop  Stillington,  of  Bath, 
about  1480;  also  for  a  Provost  and  3  Fellows,  "whereof  one 
doth  keep  a  Free  School  of  Grammar  according  to  the  founda- 
tion." This,  however,  was  not  a  large  foundation,  though 
it  too  had  its  Free  Schools  of  Song  and  of  Writing,  and  the 
Scrivener's  art.  Total  income,  £87  15s.  6\d.  The  Grammar 
master  here,  poor  man,  had  only  £5  a  year,  and  is  described 
(p.  299)  as  *' indifferently  learned  in  grammar."  He  was, 
however  (p.  804),  *'  appointed  to  remain  as  Schoolmaster,  and 
also  to  serve  the  cure  there;  And,  because  he  must  do  both, 
allow  him  £8."  He,  at  least,  could  have  had  little  reason  to 
be  dissatisfied  with  dissolution.  His  clerical  duties  were  not 
heavy,  as  "  the  necessity "  of  the  College  "  is  for  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Acaster,  being  in  number  200 ;  the  river  Ouse,  which 
is  a  great  stream,  running  betwixt  the  said  College  and  the 
parish  church,  and  in  that  place  without  a  bridge."  Even 
far-distant  Cumberland  had  its  College  of  this  kind,  founded 
by  Lord  Dacre,  at  Eirkoswald,  with  a  Provost  and  five 
Brethren,  two  of  whom  were  Schoolmasters,  who  received  £2 
apiece  more  than  the  other  three,  or  £8  18s.  4d.  each. 
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6.  Schools  in  Connection  with  Hospitals. 

Next  to  College  Schools  come  Hospital  Schools,  both  in  regard 
to  antiquity  and  importance.  But  the  subject  of  Hospital 
Schools  is  more  difficult  to  work  out,  as  there  is  less  information 
available  about  Hospitals,  and  the  connection  of  Schools  with 

(tbem  is  somewhat  obscure.  A  99spital  meant  generally  an 
Ahnshouse,  for  the  poor  rather  than  for  the  sick.  Not  very 
^  may  of  the  ancient  Hospitals  appear  in  this  book,  as  they  were 
exempt  from  the  Act  of  Edward  YI.,  and  their  Schools  would 
fiot,  as  a  rule,  be  noted  under  Henry  Vill.  The  oldest  Hos|ntal 
\  mentioned  is  that  of  St  Cross,  by  Winchester.  Our  record  is, 
bf  the  way,  in  this  instance  (as  in  many  others),  very  ignorant 
oa  the  subject  of  the  Founders,  for  it  imputed  the  foundation 
to  "Henry  Bowford,  sometime  Bishop  of  Winchester,  and  Car- 
dinal, for  a  master,  thirteen  brethren,  six  priests,  six  clerks,  and 
lix  quarysters,"  and  also  for  alms  to  100  poor  daily,  and  we  find 
**  the  wages  of  the  Schoolmaster,  46$.  Sd."  But  the  true  foun- 
der was  not  Henry  Beaufort,  uncle  of  Henry  VI. ;  he  was  only  a 
beaehctor,  whose  beneficence  was  greater  in  intention  than  in 
bet  The  real  foander  was  Henry  of  Blois, ''  sometime  Bishop 
of  Winchester,  and  Cardinal,"  and  uncle  of  Henry  11.,  and  the 
dite  of  foundation  was  1132.  The  Schoolmaster  was  probably 
oelj  a  Choristers'  master  in  Henry  VIII.'s  time.  In  Edward 
IIL's  time  it  was  givwi  in  evidence,  before  the  foundation  of 
Wbichester  College,  that  "13  poor  scholars,  named  by  the 
Kilter  of  the  High  School  at  Winchester,"  were  reckoned 
■ooog  the  hundred  poor  who  were  daily  fed  there.  Being  so 
Mtr  Winchester,  however,  it  is  probable  that  there  never  was 
ft  rod  Cbammar  School  at  the  Hospital. 

This  feeding  of  the  poor  scholars  shows  how  natural  it  was  to 
oaaeet  Schools  with  Hospitals.  It  appears  from  Mr.  Bashdall's 
flbCery  of  UnivertitUB^  that  the  oldest  quasi-coUegiate  estab- 
liibiie&ts  in  connection  with  Paris  University  consisted  in  this 
«vt  of  pvvision  for  poor  scholars.  At  Pontefract,  where  the 
&^1  was  confirmed  about  1090  to  the  College  of  Secular 
(Wis  of  a  Clement  in  the  Castle,  it  is  recorded  in  1266  that

26         SCHOOLS  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  HOSPITAI^ 

S.  Nicholas'  Hospital  was  bound  to  find  ''  40  loaves  a  week  for 
scholars  of  the  School  of  Pontefract,"  and  this  was  still  done  in 
tho  15th  century,  subject  to  the  proviso, ''  except  in  vacations." 
None,  however,  of  the  Hospital  Schools  mentioned  in  these 
records  seem  traceable  to  a  very  high  antiquity.  Some  indeed 
have  had  a  very  high  antiquity  attributed  to  them,  not  always 
with  good  reason.  A  remarkable  instance  of  tibis  is  S. 
Anthony's  Hospital  in  Threadneedle  Street,  London,  the  School 
of  which  was  very  famous  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VlU.,  and  Lb 
said  to  have  produced  Sir  Thomas  More,  Dean  Colet,  and  other 
worthies.  It  appears  in  the  records,  both  in  London,  where  it 
stood,  and  in  Berkshire,  because  it  was  approj^'iated  by 
Edward  IV.  to  St.  Qeorge's,  Windsor,  in  that  county.  It  is 
there  said  (p.  8)  to  have  been  ''  founded  to  find  one  master,  two 
priests,  one  Schoolmaster,  and  12  poor  men,"  the  Schoolmaster 
having  for  his  stipend  £16.  Stow,  followed  by  Strype,  and 
other  writers  on  the  History  of  London  since,  have  repeated 
this  statement,  as  if  it  referred  to  the  original  foundation, 
about  1281,  when,  according  to  Stow,  Henry  III.  granted  a 
Jewish  synagogue  for  its  establishment.  The  history  of  this 
Hospital  is  extremely  interesting ;  and  thanks  to  the  facility 
of  access  to  the  documents  afforded  me  by  Canon  Dalton,  of 
S.  Oeorge's,  Windsor,  I  have  worked  it  out  in  detail,  and  hope 
^  some  time  to  tell  it.  It  was  (»nginally  founded  as  a  cell  to  the 
Hospital  of  S.  Anthony  at  Vienne,  in  France  (not  Vienna,  as 
Stow),  served  by  Regular  Canons,  and  was  severed  therefrom 
as  an  Alien  Priory,  in  Henry  VI. 's  time,  and  handed  over  to  the 
secular  clergy.  The  School  is,  in  tact,  a  very  late  incident  in  its 
histoxy,  not  having  been  founded  till  1441,  after  the  transfer  to 
the  secular  clergy,  when  John  Carpenter,  Provost  of  Oriel,  and 
afterwards  Bishop  of  Worcester,  who  was  master  of  the  Hospital, 
procured  for  it  the  appropriation  of  the  church  of  St.  Benet  Fink, 
which  stood  next  door  to  it,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
Free  Grammar  School.  Copies  of  the  deeds  are  extant  at 
Windsor  in  Denton's  Begister. 

Oddly  enough,  the  end  of  this  School  has  been  as  much 
misrepresented  as  its  beginning.    According  to  Strype,  it  was 
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plundered  by  the  Canons  of  Windsor,  and  extinguished  by  its 
own  Schoolmaster,  Edmund  Johnson,  in  1561.  As  the  latter 
was  a  Wykehamist,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  this  is  a 
mere  slander.  The  school  flourished  amazingly  under  Johnson, 
went  on  until  the  reign  of  James  I.,  gradually  declining,  and,  so 
far  as  can  be  gathered,  lingered  on  as  a  poor  sort  of  parochial 
Orammar  School  until  the  reign  of  Charles  11.  The  building  was 
destroyed  in  the  Fire  of  London,  and  it  was  then  it  came  to  an 
end,  the  Windsor  people  probably  not  thinking  it  worth  while  , 
to  rebuild  it.  Yet  over  and  over  again  it  has  been  positively 
MBfflied  that  it  began  in  1231,  and  ceased  in  1661,  thus  adding 
on  200  years  to  its  career  in  front,  and  curtailing  it  by  100 
years  behind.     Such  is  local  history. 

Among  the  few  Schools  recorded  as  attached  to  Hospitals  will 
he  found  that  of  Banbury,  where  the  Hospital  of  S.  John  Baptist 
WIS  said  to  date  from  the  reign  of  King  John.  The  School  was 
&t  one  time  so  famous  that  it  became  a  model  for  others,  and 
from  it  issued  a  (Jrammar  which  became  a  standard  work.  The 
foundation  deeds  of  Manchester  Grammar  School,  in  1515  is 
expreesed  to  be  for  a  master  "  to  teach  and  instruct  children  in 
grimmar,  according  to  the  form  of  grammar  then  taught  in  the 
School  m  the  town  of  Banbury."  This  is  insisted  on  again  in  sta- 
tatee  in  1525.  The  High  Master  shall  be  "  able  to  teach  children 
^^nmmar  after  the  School-use,  manner  and  form  of  the  School 
of  Banbury,  in  Oxfordshire,  now  there  taught,  which  is  called 
&anhridge  Grammar."  In  fact,  then,  as  before  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VL,  when  Eton  was  founded,  and  as  afterwards  when 
^.  Arnold  made  Rugby  the  model  School,  the  model  School- 
^^'^sto:  of  the  age  proceeded  from  Winchester.  John  Stan- 
Wge,  Scholar  of  Winchester  College,  Tellow  of  New  College, 
1^1,  was  the  author  of  this  Grammar.  He  was  first  Usher, 
^  Head-master  of  Magdalen  College  School,  and  in  1501  was 
<^Oated  to  the  mastership  of  the  Hospital  of  S.  John  Baptist  at 
Btnbnry.  He  died  in  1510.  He  was  succeeded,  so  it  is  said, 
M  Schoolmaster,  though  not  as  master  of  the  Hospital,  by  his 
"hrother,  or  near  relative,"  Thomas  Stanbridge,  who  was  an 
^  of  Magdalen  OoUege,  Oxford,  in  1618,  and  died  1622.    He 
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is  spoken  of  by  Wood  in  AtTience  Oxonienses  as  '^  an  eminent 
Ghrammarian,"  and  ''a  noted  Schoolmaster  of  Banbury/'  and 
"  was  much  frequented."  Sir  Thomas  Pope,  founder  of  Trinity 
College,  Oxford,  is  said  to  have  been  educated  there,  and  tlie 
statutes  of  the  College,  in  1556,  gave  Banbury  School  a  second 
preference  for  Scholarships.  The  historian  of  Banbury  (Alfred 
Beesley,  London,  1841,  p.  196),  from  whom  these  particulars 
are  taken,  then  proceeds :  "  It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  no 
subsequent  information  can  be  traced  respecting  Banbury  School 
Its  endowment  and  even  its  site  are  unknown,  and  all  the  advan- 
tages of  this  celebrated  foundation  have  for  ages  been  lost  to 
the  inhabitants.  The  school-house  is  imagined  by  some  to  have 
stood  on  the  north  side  of  the  churchyard,  where  an  old  building 
was  standing  until  1838,  but  then  taken  down  with  the  view 
of  adding  the  site  to  the  burial  ground.  This  building  had 
64  feet  frontage,  and  was  16  feet  in  breadth.  In  1603  this  is 
described  as  having  sometimes  been  called  the  Church-house." 

Our  records  throw  some  light  on  the  disappearance  of  this 
comet  among  Schools,  which  shone  so  brightly  for  so  short 
a  time.  Edward  yi.'s  commissioners  make  a  '*  memorandum, 
that  there  is  a  Free  School  within  the  town  of  Banbury,  called 
St.  John's  School,  or  Hospital ;  the  Schoolmaster,  Nicholas 
Cartwright;  he  having  the  profits  for  his  wages,  and  for  an 
usher  to  teach  children  there  their  grammar.  The  revenue  of 
the  lands  belonging  to  the  same  is  £15.  Item,  it  is  very  meet 
that  the  said  Incumbents  may  abide  there  to  minister  to  the 
people,  and  aid  the  curate  there ;  for  it  is  a  great  town  replenished 
with  people,  and  a  great  market  town."  Then,  later  on  in  the 
Certificate  is  a  special  entry,  that  ''  lands  and  tenements  with 
all  other  commodities  unto  the  said  house  or  hospital  belonging, 
lying  within  the  said  county,  are  now  let  by  the  said  master  by 
Indenture  for  the  sum  of  £6  3».  M,  Sir  Nicholas  Cartwright, 
clerk,  master  of  the  said  Hospital,  a  man  of  honest  behaviour." 
In  another  hand  is  written  ''Pension,  100«."  Then  foUows 
another  memorandum  to  the  effect  that  this  Hospital  was 
not  included  in  the  former  Certificate ;  viz.,  of  Henry's  com- 
missloners. 
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It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  Cartwright  held  the  Hospital  as 
g  Schoolmaster.  It  appears  he  was  presented  in  1541  to  the 
mastership.  His  predecessor  had  been  Dr.  Thomas  Biynknell, 
who  held  the  Hospital  at  the  time  of  the  Valor  Ecdesiasticua 
in  1535.  Now  Brynknell,  like  Stanbiddge  before  him,  had 
been  Head-master  of  Magdalen  College  School,  and  was  ap- 
pomted  master  of  Banbory  after  John  Stanbridge's  death,  in 
1511.  It  would  therefore  appear  that  3  successive  masters 
beld  the  Hospital  for  a  School  endowment,  and  that  their 
sarvioes  were  appreciated,  as  the  commissioners  reported  in 
hwQi  of  their  retention.  However,  Cartwright  took  his 
peonon  and  retired.  He  died,  according  to  Wood,  in  1558,  and 
WBs  baried  at  Banbury.  In  1554  he  was  assigned  to  dispute 
against  Latimer,  so  he  would  appear  to  have  been  of  the  Roman 
persoasion.  Yet  he  must  have  kept  on  the  School,  either  in 
person  or  by  a  deputy  or  usher,  in  1556,  or  Sir  Thomas  Pope 
wodd  not  then  have  coupled  the  School  with  Eton,  and  ranked 
it  before  Bnu^kley  or  Beading  Schools,  as  a  place  from  which 
Trinity  College  was  to  be  recruited.  At  his  death  it  may  have 
oome  to  an  end.  Here,  however,  is  a  gap  to  be  filled  by  the 
Oxfordshire  ArchsBological  Society,  or  some  Banbury  antiquarian. 
I  liave  gone  into  it  chiefly  for  the  reason,  that  it  was  impossible 
to  believe  that  a  town  of  the  importance  of  Banbury  would  have 
bad  no  School  in  the  early  part  of  the  16th  century,  whatever 
g^)s  might  be  left  by  the  carelessness  of  after  times  in  the 
natter  of  education. 

Another  ffingnUr  story  of  the  disappearance  of  an  ancient 
foundation  is  that  of  Heytesbury  School  attached  to  Heytesbury 
Hioqtttal  in  TS^tshiro.  This  was  (pp.  256,  262)  the  ^'Hospital  of 
S.  Jehu  Baptist  of  the  foundation  of  Margaret  Lady  Hungerford, 
^ridoh  she  was  empowered  to  endow  and  incorporate  by  Letters 
Piteat  of  Edward  IV.,  in  1472,  in  pursuance  of  her  husband 
Bobort  Lozd  Hungerford's  wilL"  ''In  which  Hospital,"  say 
HeDry  VUL's  commissioners,  ''yet  remain  12  poor  men  and  a 
VQBum,  for  whose  maintenance  the  said  Margaret  Hungerford 
gnnted  certain  lands,  the  rents  and  profits  of  which,  over  and 
above  the  maintenance  of  the  said  poor,  come  to  the  hands  of  John 
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Benet,  servant  of  William  Sherington,  Esquire."  Worth  by 
year  £43  3«.  7Jcf.  "Abuse  appears,  because  by  the  first  founda- 
tion was  founded  a  Qrammar  School,  beyond  the  maintenance  of 
the  said  12  poor,  the  governor  of  which  School  should  annually 
receive  for  his  salary  £10 ;  and  now  there  remain  neither  School- 
master nor  scholars  in  the  same."  The  report  of  the  second 
commissioners  is  to  the  same  effect.  ''There  hath  be^i  no 
Schoolmaster  by  the  space  of  these  6  or  6  years.  Sir  W. 
Sheryngton  [sic]  perceiveth  the  issue  of  the  same,  but  by  what 
authority  we  know  not.  The  perfect  survey  of  the  premises 
we  have  not  taken,  for  the  cause  afore  declared." 

Somewhat    similar   was    the   report   of    the  oommissionars 
nearly  400  years  afterwards.    "There  has  not  been  a  School- 
master for  many  years.    The  present  Trustees  gave  the  present 
Custos  the  option  of  acting  as  Schoolmaster  or  not.    As  the 
option  was  given  him,  he  declined,  and  no  one  has  since  been 
appointed."    This  last  remark  is  probably  still  true,  as  this 
ancient  School  escaped  notice  in  the  report   of  the  Schools 
Inquiry  Commission  in  1867,  and  of  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Secondary  Education  in  1896.     Yet  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
School  was  an  essential  and  integral  part,  if  not  the  primary 
part,  of  the  trust.     For  there  is  some  reason  to  believe  that 
the  School  existed  before  the  HospitaL     The  Letters  Patent  of 
the  King,  imd  the  foundation  deed  of  Lady  Hungerford,  4th 
April,   1472,  have  been  printed  in  Sir  Bdcbard  Colt  Hoare's 
magnificent    County   History  of    Wiltshire    (I.   "Hejrtesbury 
Hundred,"  p.  128,  ed.  1822).    In  these  the  foundation  is  ex- 
pressed to  be  only  for  "  an  Almshouse  of  one  chaplain,  12  poor 
men  and  one  poor  woman,  of  whom  the  same  chaplain  shall  be 
warden  (jcustoa),  to  pray  for  the  souls  of  the  king,  the  foxinders," 
and  a  long  string  of  other  people,  "and  to  do  certain  other  things 
according  to  the  ordinance  of  Margaret "  and  two  others.    There 
is  here,  as  in  so  many  foundations  of  Chantries  and  Hospitals, 
no  indication  of  any  but  the  "chantry"  purpose  proper  of 
praying  for  souls ;  and  that  is  why  so  many  Schools  perished, 
because  the  foundation  deed  did  not  specify  any  but  a  "  super- 
stitious use."     But  we  might  be  sure  that  Henry's  commis* 
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skmers  would  not  have  reported  the  School  as  a  part  of  the 
foandation  if  it  was  not.  This  inference  has  since  proved  to  be 
in  accordance  with  the  facts.  In  Sir  E.  C.  Hoare's  monumental 
work  the  founders'  statutes,  which  are  extremely  interesting,  are 
not  given ;  they  were  apparently  unknown  to  him,  and  indeed 
said  not  to  exist.  A  copy  of  them,  however,  made  in  1613,  is 
preserved  in  the  Bodleian  Library  (MS.  Rawl.  D.  812),  for  a 
reference  to  which  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Fumivall,  of  Early 
English  Text  Society  (and  many  other  Societies)  fame.  They 
>  appear  to  have  been  in  English,  and  are  full  of  curious  details 
as  to  the  poor  and  their  mode  of  living.  It  plainly  appears  from 
these  statutes  that  the  School  was  as  important  a  part  of  the 
foandation  as  the  Almshouse.  This  is  shown  by  the  statute  as 
to  the  appointment  of  the  warden,  or  keeper,  as  he  is  called.  I 
give  it  in  modem  English,  as  the  Jacobean  spelling  is  not  that 
d  the  original. 

"And  also  we  will  and  ordain  that  the  chancellor  of  the 
cathedral  church  of  Saresbury,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  Dean 
and  Chapter,  he  not  residencer,  shall  do  (sic)  present  an  able 
keeper  and  a  sufficient  teacher  of  grammar  at  every  avoidance. 
Which  shall,  every  f eastf ul  day  in  the  year,  give  his  good  will  to 
be  at  the  parish  church  of  Heytesbury  in  time  of  divine  service- 
laying,  and  to  help  forth  the  choir  to  his  power,  if  there  be  no 
nasonable  cause  to  let  him.  And  all  other  days,  that  he  intend 
and  do  his  diligent  labour  to  teach  and  inform  all  such  children 
and  other  persons  that  shall  come  to  the  place,  which  is  ordained 
and  depate[d]  them,  to  teach  in,  within  Heytesbury.  And  that 
the  said  keeper  and  master  shall  teach  fro  the  beginning  of  learn- 
ing until  Boch  season  as  they  learn  sufficient  or  competent  [know- 
ledge] of  grammar ;  no  School  hire  take  of  no  person  or  persons, 

V  take  [save  of]  such  as  their  friends  may  spend  £10  or  above, 

V  eise  that  will  give  freely.  And  that  he  daily  attend  and 
htff  his  School,  without  any  infirmity  or  other  cause  as  is 
fthove  said  may  be  reasonably  understood. 

^  And  if  it  so  be,  that  an  able  keeper  and  sufficient  teacher  of 
grammar  cannot  be  provided  within  the  space  of  dght  weeks 
after  the  deoeaee  or  avoidanoe  of  any  of  the  forsaid  keepers,  that 
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then  we  will  that  the  chancellor  for  the  time  being,  or  in  his 
absence  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  and  the  dean  be  not  resident, 
then  the  Chapter,  pnt  in  a  conyenable  and  honest  priest  thoe 
to  rest  and  to  abide,  and  to  do  in  all  things  as  it  is  above 
rehearsed,  unto  such  season  that  an  able  keeper  and  a  snfficient 
teacher  of  grammar  may  be  provided  and  had,  according  to  the 
wills  and  ordinances  of  the  founders  of  the  same.'' 

This  is  plain  enough.  Still  more  significant  is  statute  14. 
This  provided  that  if  the  Keeper  is  incapacitated  by  sickness, 
he  should  provide  an  honest  priest  to  say  the  masses  he  had  to 
perform, ''  and  over  that,  provide  an  usher  to  teach  in  the  School, 
and  to  have  the  oversight  to  the  poor  men,  and  to  execute  the 
office  of  the  said  keeper  in  all  things  like  as  he  should  do  him- 
self, except  only  saying  of  mass."  The  School  deputy  was 
clearly  more  important  than  the  clerical  deputy.  Again,  the 
oath  of  the  Keeper  on  admission  was  ''  to  keep  all  the  statutes 
and  ordinances  made  for  the  conservation  and  good  rule  of  the 
said  School  and  Almshouse,"  putting  the  School  first.  The 
reason  for  the  suggestion  that  the  School  was  an  earlier  institu- 
tion than  the  Hospital  is  a  queer  provision  in  statute  48. 
"  Whereas  the  usher  of  the  School,  called  Park  Miles,  now  blind 
and  may  not  see,  is  received  into  the  Almshouse,  and  there  hath 
meat  and  drink  and  other  necessaries  like  as  other  poor  men 
have,  we  will  and  ordain  that  never  hereafter,  whosoever  be 
usher  of  the  said  School,  be  not  received  into  the  said  house ; 
for  by  the  receiving  of  the  usher  into  the  said  house,  the 
Schoolmaster  that  now  is,  or  shall  be  hereafter,  would  think 
that  such  as  be  usher  should  have  meat  and  drink  of  the  said 
Almshouse,  the  which  we  would  in  no  wise  they  never  have." 
If  an  usher  had  already  got  so  old  and  decrepit  as  to  have  been 
a  successful  candidate  for  the  Almshouse,  the  School  must  have 
been  already  going  on  some  time.  It  is  clear  that  the  master 
was  expected  to  supply  an  usher  out  of  his  own  income.  Well 
he  might,  for  his  pay  was  superb.  The  13  poor  received  6a.  9d. 
a  week  among  them  for  ''  bread,  beer,  and  victual,"  if  the  price 
of  wheat  per  bushel  was  under  lOd.  a  bushel,  and  1$.  8d.  if  it 
was  15d.  or  above.     The  Sleeper  was  to  receive  not  only  the 
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£10  a  year  reported  by  the  Chantry  Commissioners,  but  £1  for 
his  servant,  besides  other  yearly  sums  specially  assigned  to 
him,  irrespective  of  the  two  manors  which  formed  the  Hospi- 
tal endowment,  amounting  in  all  to  £5  168.  a  year.  Besides 
this  he  had  two  ^cartloads  [of  wood  out  of  20  provided  for 
the  Almshouse.  He  got  therefore  nearly  as  much  as  all  the 
afansfolk  put  together.  It  was  therefore  an  extremely  good 
berth,  adequate  even  for  Sir  W.  Sheiyngton,  who,  as  master 
of  the  mint  at  Bristol,  robbed  the  Crown  to  the  extent  of 
£4,000.  The  Hospital  was  within  the  Act  of  Henry  Vm., 
bat  not  within  that  of  Edward  VI. ;  and  Sir  W.  Sherington 
would  seem  not  to  have  got  a  grant  of  the  whole  Hospital 
from  Henry,  but  only  of  the  keepership.  At  all  events  Car- 
dioal  Pole,  who  was  much  interested  in  Wiltshire,  interfered 
in  1557  to  effect  its  restoration,  and  then  described  Sheryngton 
as  master  de  facto  sed  nan  de  jure.  He  enjoined  that  the 
warden  should  teach  a  Qrammar  School  there,  and  selected 
John  Lybbe,  B.C.L.,  as  warden,  for  that  object.  During  James 
L*8  reign,  the  usual  attempts  were  made  by  informers, — who 
alleged  "  concealments  "  of  the  lands  of  Colleges,  Hospitals,  and 
Schools,  which  had  survived  the  Edwardian  plunder,  and  got 
grants  from  the  Crown  under  pretext  that  they  ought  not  to 
have  survived, — to  plunder  or  at  least  levy  blackmail  on  the 
Hospital  The  result  was  a  re-foundation  by  James  I.,  in 
which  again  the  teaching  of  a  Grammar  School  was  made  an 
essential  part  of  the  foundation,  though  the  Keeper  was  now 
allowed  to  perform  the  duty  by  deputy,  paying  him  £15  a  year, 
lass  even  than  the  amount  of  the  salary  in  Edward  IV. 's  time. 
The  School,  however,  seems  to  have  flourished  in  1765,  when  the 
free  School,  together  with  the  Hospital  and  its  chapel,  and  65 
houses  were  burnt  down.  It  did  not  exist  when  Sir  R.  C.  Hoare 
wrote,  as  he  expressed  a  hope  that  as  the  Hospital  was  now  so 
rich  the  School  might  be  restored.  Instead  of  which,  as  has  been 
aeeo,  the  Trustees  gave  it,  or  affected  to  give  it,  its  coup  de  grace. 
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7.    Guild  Schools. 

After,  if  not  before,  Hospitals,  Guilds  were  the  most  ancient 
source  of  Schools.  It  is  unnecessary  nowadays  to  explain  what 
a  Guild  is.  Its  simplest,  and  perhaps  most  adequate  definition, 
is  that  it  was  a  corporation  or  association  in  the  nature  of  a 
club.  As  with  clubs,  so  with  Guilds,  their  objects  were  end- 
less, from  governing  the  community  to  giving  soup  to  the  poor. 
In  mediaeval  times  the  corporate  unity  was  generally  expressed 
in  a  religious  form.  At  Beverley,  for  instance,  one  of  the  chief 
signs  and  tests  of  a  Craft  Guild  was  that  it  took  part  in  the 
Corpus  Christi  procession  on  Corpus  Christi  Day,  and  performed, 
either  by  its  members  or  at  its  members'  expense,  a  scene  or  act 
in  the  Corpus  Christi  play. 

Of  the  33  Guilds  mentioned  in  these  records,  excluding  the 
Craft  Guilds  of  London  and  Shrewsbury,  and  the  Merchants^ 
Guild  at  York,  28  kept  Ghrammar  Schools ;  and  to  them  may  be 
added  the  Drapers  of  Shrewsbury,  who  kept  a  Grammar  School ; 
while  the  Mercers  of  London  were  trustees  for  three  Schools 
mentioned,  and  the  Goldsmiths  for  two. 

It  is  difl&cult  to  hunt  down  the  real  date  of  these  Guild 
Schools.  There  would  seem  to  have  been  no  actual  foundation 
of  them  as  such.  But  a  Guild  being  established,  and  maintain- 
ing, as  it  almost  invariably  did,  one  or  more  priests  or  chaplains 
to  say  grace  and  to  pray  for  the  souls  of  its  members,  which  office, 
like  that  of  burial  of  their  bodies,  was  one  of  the  chief  objects  of 
Guilds,  the  priest,  either  propria  motu  or  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Guild,  kept  a  School.  Afterwards  the  maintenance  of  a 
School,  free  for  members'  sons  or  the  community  at  large,  became 
part  of  the  regular  duties  of  the  priest,  or  one  of  the  priests, 
or  special  benefactions  were  given  for  that  purpose. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  case  of  Ashburton,  in  Devonshire,  the 
Grammar  School  of  which  is  given  by  the  Schools  Inquiry  Com- 
mission as  of  the  date  1593,  but  historically  reputed  to  date 
from  1314.  Here,  we  are  told  by  Henry's  Commission,  is  the 
Guild  called  S.  Lawrence's  Guild,  "  founded  by  [blank  in  ihe 
original]  For  the  continual  finding  of  a  priest,  as  well  to 
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pray  for  the  donors  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  Guild 
and  other  benefactors  of  the  same,  as  also  to  keep  a  School 
for  the  erudition  of  children  freely  for  ever  ;  which  hath  for  his 
iwagee  or  salary  £6  135. 4d.y  going  out  of  the  lands.''  The  lands 
tre  valued  in  all  at  £10  lbs.  Sd,  "  The  remainder  and  overplus 
of  the  lands,"  we  are  told, ''  is  bestowed  upon  the  reparation  and 
maintenance  of  leads"  (ledes^  a  translation  apparently  of  con- 
ductus f  or  conduits)  "  for  the  conduction  of  wholesome  water  to 
the  town  of  Ashburton,"  and  upon  the  relief  of  people  stricken 
in  time  of  plague.  Dr.  Oliver,  in  his  ifonos^icon  Dioccesis 
Exoniensis,  published  in  1846,  prints  an  abstract  of  this 
Chantry  Certificate,  with  notes,  and  in  the  margin  fills  the 
blank  of  tbe  founder's  name,  with  the  statement:  *' Bishop 
Stapledon  was  the  founder.  See  his  deed  dated  Monday  after 
the  Feast  of  S.  Lawrence  (August),  1314,  copied  into  Bishop 
Brantyngham's  Register,  L,  p.  12."  This  statement,  so  specific, 
tod  appearing  to  be  based  on  the  actual  document,  appeared 
tbsolutely  trustworthy,  and  I  ventured  to  assert  this  School  to 
be  <Mie  of  the  models  which  might  have  guided  William  of  Wyke- 
him  in  founding  Winchester  College. 

Dr.  Oliver  having  proved  untrustworthy  in  other  historical 
matters,  it  seemed  desirable  not  to  trust  him,  without  verifica- 
tkai,  on  the  question  of  Ashburton.  Liformation  kindly  given 
hy  Hr.  H.  B.  Burch  rendered  Oliver's  statement  more  than 
•Qspect.  Now,  with  special  kindness,  the  Bev.  Canon  Hingeston- 
fiandolph,  whose  editions  of  the  Begisters  of  the  Bishops  of 
Exeter  are  marvels  of  research  and  editorial  accuracy,  has  let 
me  have  a  full  copy  of  the  document  in  question.  And  behold 
there  is  not  a  word  about  any  School  in  it ;  nor,  which  is 
more  unexpected,  is  there  a  word  about  the  Guild  of  S.  Law- 
rence. The  document  is  headed  "  Confirmation  of  a  Chantry  in 
the  Chapel  of  Our  Lady"  {Beatce  MarioB)  "in  Aschpertone." 
Bishop  Brantingham  recites  and  confirms  in  1371  a  Patent  of  his 
predecessor,  Bishop  Walter  Stapledon,  and  the  Chapter  of  Exeter, 
dated  Monday  before  S.  Lawrence's  Day  (10th  August),  1314. 
Stapledon  says  :  "  At  the  instance  (jexcitati)  of  the  Bailiff  and 
Commonalty  (Prapositum  et  Communitatem)  of  the  Burgesses 
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of  our  town  of  Aslipertone,  and  after  careful  and  adequate  discus- 
sion with  our  Chapter  of  Exeter  and  their  consent,  we  grant  and 
assign  all  the  oblations  and  obventions ''  {i.e.  contributions  such 
as  Easter  offerings  and  Whitsuntide  pennies,  and  the  like)  ''  of 
the  Chapel  of  S.  Lawrence,  situate  within  our  manor  (curiai)  d 
Ashpertone,  to  a  Priest  celebrating  divine  service  for  ever  in 
the  same  Chapel  (viz.,  of  S.  Lawrence)  for  our  good  weal,  and 
for  our  soul  when  we  are  taken  from  this  light,  and  for  the  souls 
of  all  our  predecessors  and  successors,  Bishops  of  Exeter ;  on 
condition  (ita)  that  the  same  Priest  be  under  bond  to  the  Bailiff 
and  Commonalty  to  that  service,  and  be  presented  every  year  to 
the  official  of  the  Peculiar  of  the  same  town,  and  be  admitted 
(by  him)  if  he  be  fit,  having  sworn  obedience  and  that  he  will 
not  diminish  the  rights  of  the  Rector  or  Vicar ;  but  he  is  to 
obtain  no  title  of  his  own  in  the  said  office,"  t.e.,  it  is  to  be  a 
yearly  appointment  only,  not  a  freehold;  "and  on  the  condi- 
tion that  the  said  Bailiff  and  Commonalty  of  the  Burgesses  be 
bound  to  supply  the  maintenance,  support,  and  yearly  stipends 
of  the  said  Priest,  so  far  as  the  said  obventions  and  oblations 
are  not  enough,  and  to  repair,  and  keep  in  good  repair,  the 
chapel,  books,  and  ornaments,  and  to  give  a  sufficient  bond  tcff 
the  same  on  presenting  the  said  Priest  every  year.    The  Priest 
is  to  be  present  in  the  Parish  Church  every  Sunday  and  feast  of 
nine  Lessons,  or  when  the  choir  is  ruled  "  (i.e.,  on  the  greater 
feasts,  and  when  there  is  an  elaborate  musical  service),  "at 
Matins,  High  Mass,  and  Vespers,  singing  and  intoning  (psalms, 
etc.)  with  others  there ;  nor  on  such  days  may  he  celebrate  or 
begin  Mass  till  after  the  Gospel  has  been  read  and  the  Offertoiy 
sung  at  High  Mass  in  the  Parish  Church,  unless  for  some  special 
reason,  with  leave  of  the  Vicar,  he  has  to  celebrate  Mass  sooner.'' 
Now  it  is  clear  from  this  that  both  the  Chapel  of  S.  Lawrence 
— and  if  the  Ghiild  of  S.  Lawrence  was  a  merchants'  Guild,  and 
the  same  thing  with  the  Bailiff  and  Burgesses'  Corporation, 
which  is  not  only  possible  but  probable — then  the  Guild  of  S. 
Lawrence,  existed  before  Stapledon's  time.    The  chapel  appears 
in  a  visitation  made  at  Ashburton  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
(Ashburton  being  appropriated  to  them)  in  the  time  of  Bishop 
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Byttoiif  hk  predecessor,  on  1st  July,  1801  {Stapledon's  Eegister, 
edL  HmgestoD-Randolph,  p.  185),  where  it  appears  that  in  the 
parish  church  there  was  ''  a  chalice  too  small,  scarcely  weighing 
half  a  mark,  and  another  still  smaller,  belonging  to  the  Chapel 
of  St  Lawrence." 

Why  our  document  is  headed  '*  a  confirmation  of  the  Chantry 
in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary  "  it  is  difficolt  to  say.  It  looks  like 
a  mere  error,  as  it  seems  quite  clear  from  the  terms  of  the  docu- 
ment that  the  Chantry  priest  was  to  perform  his  service,  in  the 
Chapel  of  S.  Lawrence,  which  was  in  the  Bishop's  manor,  and 
is  a  considerable  distance,  for  the  size  of  the  place,  from  the 
parish  church. 

Anyhow,  there  is  nothing  to  show  that  Bishop  Stapledon 
bonded  the  Ghiild  or  the  School,  or  when  the  School  began. 
Ashburton  being  a  Bishop's  manor,  it  is  quite  possible  that  the 
priest  in  question  was  intended  to  and  did  keep  a  Orammar 
Sebool,  in,  or  before,  Stapledon's  time.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is 
also  quite  possibly  a  fifteenth  or  sixteenth  century  adaptation  of 
the  oH  endowment.  All  that  can  be  concluded  with  certainty 
is  that  the  people  (probably  the  inhabitants)  who  made  the  Cer- 
tificate said  'Hhat  the  priest  was  founded  to  keep  a  Free  School," 
ind  that  John  Predyaux,  deputy  of  the  Particular  Surveyor  of 
the  Court  of  Augmentations  in  Devonshire,  continued  the 
Schod;  that  the  inhabitants  bought  back  the  lands  from  the 
Aown  in  1698  and  that  it  glows  with  all  the  latest  lights  of 
Tedmical  and  Agricultural  education  on  the  site,  and  under  the 
shadow  of  the  tower  of  the  old  chapel.  A  somewhat  lame  and 
inpotent  conclusion  historically ! 

At  Burford,  in  Oxfordshire,  where  there  is  an  existing  and 
flovishing  Orammar  School,  credited  to  Simon  Wisdom  in  1671, 
«e  find  the  entry :  '*  The  Gkdld  of  our  Lady  in  the  parish 
charch.  Certain  lands  and  tenements  given  by  divers  persons 
to  the  finding  of  a  priest,  and  to  give  to  poor  people  of  the  town 
fBarly,  and  to  the  mending  of  highways,  and  of  the  common 
Wiges  of  the  same  town  ;  and  the  said  priest  to  pray  and  sing 
far  the  founders  and  all  Christian  souls  for  ever.  Thomas 
Phnatree  (Plomtre),  incumbent  there,  of  the  age  of  40  years,  a 
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man  well  learned,  able  to  keep  a  corei  had  for  his  salary  yearly 
£7,  and  hath  none  other  living  or  promotion,  but  only  this 
stipend.    The  value  of  all  the  lands,  £16  106.  lOd." 

Then  come  some  "  Memoranda :  That  the  said  town  of  Burford 
is  a  very  great  market  town  replenished  with  much  people,  and 
needful  to  have  a  School  there.      Item  that  the  Brethren  of 
the  said  Guild  at  their  cost  and  charge  did  build  a  chap^  of 
our  Lady  annexed  to  the  parish  church  there,  of  their  devotion^ 
and  did  find  a  priest  to  minister  there  and  to  teach  children 
freely.    And  after  that  at  certain  times  certain  men  of  their 
devotions  did  give  by  will  and  feoffment  unto  the  said  Guild 
the  lands  and  tenements  aforesaid,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
£16  10«.  10(2.,  to  find  a  priest  and  to  help  poor  people  [iStc.],  and 
so  it  hath  been  alwajrs  used."    Now  this  Guild,  according  to 
Gross  {The  Ouild  Merchant^  i.  5),  is  one  of  the  two  merchant 
Guilds  (the  Chapman's  Gxdld,  Canterbury,  being  the  other)  to 
which  the  earliest  known  references  are  made.    In  the  Guild 
Certificate  at  the  Eecord  Office  is  a  fragment  of  what  purpcnts 
to  be  a  copy  of  the  Charter  of  Robert  FitzHamon,  who  is  said 
(on  the  authority  of  Dugdal^s  Baronage)  to  have  died  between 
1087  and  1107,  and  to  have  granted  the  burgesses  of  Burford 
the  Guild.     As  the  grant  gives  Burford  its  privileges  by  re- 
ference to  the  Gkdld  of  Oxford,  it  of  course  establishes  the 
Oxford  Guild  as  still  earlier. 

The  Burford  Gkdld  only  perished,  by  a  combination  oifeUhde- 
se  and  murder,  under  a  private  Act  of  Parliament  in  1863. 
The  Lady  Chapel,  built  by  the  Guild,  stiU  stands  at  the  &E. 
comer  of  the  church.  It  contains  many  traoes  in  its  archi- 
tecture of  Early  EngUsh  work,  and  is  therefore  as  old  as 
the  Idth  century.  It  was,  in  all  probability,  not  at  first  struc- 
turally connected  with  the  church,  though  standing  in  the 
churchyard.  But  the  church  was  much  enlarged  in  the  time 
of  Warwick  the  King-maker,  who  was  lord  of  Burford ;  and  in 
Henry  VIII.'s  time  the  Lady  Chapel  was  perpendiculariaed,  and 
joined  bodily  to  the  church,  the  symmetry  of  which  it  spoilt, 
being  a  monstrous  wart  growing  out  of  the  nave^  and  concealing 
a  lovely  Perpendicular  south  porch. 
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A  vast  mass  of  deeds  belonging  to  the  Ghiild,  rudis  indiges- 
iaque  moles ^  are  still  in  the  possession  of  Dr.  Cheatle,  the  son 
of  the  last  alderman  of  the  Gkdld,  and  he  kindly  allowed  me 
to  look  at  them.  Tbnid  was  limited,  and  I  cannot  be  snre  that 
there  is  nothing  earlier;  bat  the  earliest  deed  in  which  the 
Guild  priest  is  mentioned,  so  far  as  I  conld  see,  was  a  deed 
of  9th  November,  23  Henry  Vll.,  t.6.,  1507,  whereby  lands  were 
ooQvejed  from  one  set  of  persons  to  another  by  a  Latin  deed, 
under  which  is  written  a  declaration  of  trust  in  English  to  the 
ebct  that  the  proctors  of  Oar  Lady  Chapel  should  take  the 
profits  and  apply  11  marks  to  the  support  of  an  honest  priest 
to  do  service  in  the  chapel.  This  11  marks,  or  £7  Qs.  8d.,  corre- 
sponds 80  nearly  with  the  £7  specified  in  the  Certificate,  that 
tboe  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  priest  is  the  Schoolmaster. 
Judging  from  the  analogy  of  other  deeds,  this  deed  was  only 
^  convejunce  on  the  appointments  of  new  f eofiPees. 

For  with  the  deeds  of  another  charity  there  is  a  deed  of  7th 

Fehmary,  7  Henry  VII.  (1493),  by  which  John  Hyll  conveys 

^  messuages  in  S.  John  Street  to  four  persons,  described  as 

''chamberlains  of  Burford,"  the  rents  to  be  applied  '^  to  the  profit 

'^f  the  town,  when  taxes  or  fifteenths  of  the  king  are  called  for.'' 

At  first  sight  it  would  appear  that  this  was  a  foundation  deed, 

*nd  as  guch  it  is  recorded  in  the  report  of  Lord  Brougham's 

^^^^'nuiusaion.     Bat  quite  by  chance  I  happened  on  another  deed 

tied  up  in  a  bundle  of  leases  belonging  to  different  property,  in 

which  John  Winrych  and  Thomas  Spyoer,  "  seniors  of  the  Guild 

^  Borford,"  with  consent  of  their  brethren,  grant  two  cottages 

is  8.  John  Street  on  the  very  same  trusts ;  and  this  deed  is 

^ted  m  August,  16  Richard  II.,  or  1392.    So  that  more  than 

IW  years  before  the  deed,  hitherto  regarded  as  the  foundation 

^  this  charity,  the  property  was  held  by  the  Ghiild  on  the 

««ae  trust ;  and  its  origin  may  well  be  another  hundred  years 

^"rther  back  again,    llie  curious  thing  is  that  the  commis- 

■wwre  report  that  the  charity  had  not  been  applied  because  no 

^^^•cntbs  were  now  levied ;  but  as  the  trust  was  to  meet  any 

tuee,  the  reason  seems  hardly  a  good  one.    Oonsidering,  then, 

^^t  the  priest's  deed  of  1507  is  a  transfer  from  one  body  of 
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persons  to  another  body,  we  may  safely  infer  that  this  too  was 
not  the  original  foundation,  bat  only  a  conveyance  on  the 
appointment  of  new  trustees ;  and  the  priest  and  his  School  may 
be  as  old  as  the  Lady  Chapel  or  the  Qxdld  itself.  Certain  it  ifl 
that  in  the  present  Grammar  School  building  on  the  Church 
Green  there  is  a  buttress  of  eariy  Perpendicular  date,  perhaps 
of  the  latter  part  of  the  14th  century. 

Moreover,  if  the  origin  of  priest  and  School  had  been  of  later 
date,  it  is  probable  it  would  be  still  extant.  There  is  still  in 
evidence,  for  instance,  the  Letters  Patent  of  Warwick  the 
Eling-maker  granting  a  licence  to  Henry  Bishop  to  <' erect, 
build  and  maintain  an  almshouse  on  Church  Green,"  opposite 
the  Grammar  School,  on  condition  that  he  and  Anne  his  wife 
are  called  founders.  The  deed  is  dated  in  London,  26th  of 
February,  34  Henry  VI.,  t.c,  1456,  and  is  sealed  with  a 
magnificent  armorial  seal,  and  signed,  apparently,  in  the  King- 
maker's own  hand.  This  signature  is,  according  to  Mr.  Oman, 
his  biographer,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  a  knowledge  of  this 
document,  only  the  second  specimen  of  his  handwriting  extant 
The  deed  evidencing  a  grant  of  lands  by  the  real  founder, 
Henry  Bishop,  of  Burford,  is  also  extant.  My  Lord  of  Warwick 
had  his  desire,  for  he  is  duly  writ  down  as  founder  of  the 
Alm8house,[known  as  the  Great  Almshouse,  which  still  exists,— 
with  windows  and  doorways  of  the  16th  century,  though  largely 
rebuilt  in  1828,— by  the  latest  historian  of  Burford,  Mr.  W. 
J.  Monk.  True,  Warwick  did  found  it,  precisely  as  much  as 
Edward  VI.  founded  Tonbridge  Grammar  School ;  but  no  more. 

Simon  Wisdom  had  possibly  rather  more  actual  share  in  re- 
founding  Burford  School  in  1571,  but  he  has  certainly  had  far 
more  credit  than  he  was  entitled  to.  The  first  deed  of  re-found- 
ation is  not  Wisdom's  at  all.  His  deed  is  dated  20th  October, 
1571.  On  24th  May,  nearly  6  months  before,  the  two  bailifSs 
of  the  borough,  three  of  the  burgesses,  and  William  Sylvester, 
'<  alderman,''  and  Thomas  Appar,  ^'  taillour,"  co-feofifees  of  Uie 
parish  lands,  ''have  had  consideration,  and  yet  do  consider, 
what  great  number  of  youth  and  young  children  have  been,  and 
yet  are,  and  in  time  to  come  may  be  within  the  said  town 
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of  Bixrford,  whereof  many  of  their  parents  have  not  been,  nor  at 
this  present  time  are,  of  ability  to  find  them  at  school,  whereby 
the  most  part  of  their  youth  hath  idly  spent  their  time  and  have 
been  traded  and  brought  up  in  no  order  of  learning  or  know- 
ledge, whereby  they  might  better  apply  their  selves  to  know 
their  duties  as  well  towards  Otod  as  their  parents,  and  obtain  in- 
crease of  virtue  in  themselves.  Which  thing  hath  much  moved 
the  consciences  of  the  said  "  persons  ^'  To  have  a  Free  School 
orected  within  the  sidd  town  of  Burford,  and  to  have  some  order 
towards  the  stipend  or  salary  of  such  persons  as  shall  be  School- 
master or  usher  there."  They  therefore  conveyed  to  10  other 
persons,  5  of  whom  are  described  as  burgesses,  certain  houses 
and  pbts  of  land,  including  the  significant  item  of  "  the  Clerks' 
chamber,"  for  the  purpose  of  the  "  stipend  or  salary  of  a  School- 
master to  teach  a  School  within  the  town  of  Burford."  The 
yeariy  value  of  the  lands  conveyed  was  £3  12^.  Bules  are  said 
to  be  annexed,  but  they  have  disappeared. 

Simon  Wisdom's  deed  begins  with  a  recital  in  precisely  the 
same  terms  as  the  earlier  deed;  and  be  it  observed  he  was  alder- 
man, that  is,  of  the  Ghiild.  He  conveyed  lands,  including  three 
hovses  by  the  bridge,  (which  still  have  a  stone  which  says  that 
he  gave  them  to  the  Free  School,)  of  the  value  of  £5  a  year  in 
all;  but  the  deed  was  to  be  void  if  a  Free  School  and  master's 
boQse  was  not  erected  within  two  years.  The  rules  attached  are 
mid  to  be  made  ''by  the  advice  of  the  said  Simon  Wisdom, 
being  one  of  the  first  founders,  and  by  his  learned  counseL" 
Hia  does  not  therefore  even  affect  to  claim  to  be  founder,  but 
Quij  one  among  others,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  he  oon- 
vejed  in  reality  as  alderman,  and  not  in  his  private  capacity. 
Oertain  it  is  that  he  was  a  tenant  of  the  Guild  in  1549.  The 
two  School-wardens,  who  were  to  govern  the  School,  were  to  be 
one  a  burgess  and  the  other  a  commoner,  to  be  elected  yearly 
by  the  alderman,  steward,  burgesses,  and  four  of  the  best  and 
aoit  ancient  commoners  nominated  by  the  alderman,  steward, 
and  two  bailiffs.  This  surely  shows  that  it  was  a  joint  town 
ra>ibimdation  and  not  the  foundation  of  an  individual 

Another    Ghiild    School    which    still  flourishes  is  that  of 
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Wisbech  in  Cambridgeshire,  the  only  place  in  that  county 
which  appears  in  our  records.     This  is  an  interesting  case 
becaose  it  is  the  only  specimen  of  its  kind  preserved.    In  all 
other  cases  we  have  the  return  of  the  Commissioners,  prepared 
from  papers  presented  to  them  by  the  various  parishes.     In 
this  case  we  have  the  actual  paper  presented  to  the  com- 
missioners of  Henry  Vlll.  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of 
the  parish.    In  Wisbech  they  say  there  was  only  one  foundation 
within  the  Chantries  Act,  the  Trinity  Gbild.    This  was  founded 
in  the  second  year  of  Richard  II.  by  divers  persons  named, 
aU  of  whom  were  clerks.    There  were  four  stipendiary  priests 
attached  to  it  headed  by  "  Master  Henry  Ogle,  being  School- 
master."   The  Guild,  they  say,  was  founded  for  the  maintenance 
of    Gtxl's    service  in  the  parish  church  of  S.  Peter  and  S. 
Paul  (which  had  been  appropriated  to  the  monks  of  Ely,  and 
so  deprived  of  due  service),  and  also  to  pray  for  the  souls  of 
the  "  brutheme  and  susteme  "  of  the  Guild.     Wherefore  they 
kept  "  one  priest,  being  learned,  to  preach,"  whereby  the  in- 
habitants "  and  others  doth  better  know  their  duty  towards 
God  and  their  true  and  faithful  obedience  towards  the  king's 
majesty.     And  also  keep  a  GFrammar  School  freely  to  teach 
and  instruct  children  continually  in  godly  and  virtuous  learn- 
ing, so  many  as  doth  or  will  repair  to  him  for  such  purpose.'* 

Now  in  this  case  the  antiquity  of  the  Guild  was  perhaps 
understated.  Li  William  Watson's  Historical  Account  of 
Wisbech  (Wisbech,  1827)— for  reference  to  which  I  am  in- 
debted to  the  Head-master,  Mr.  A.  W.  Poyser— it  appears 
that  there  is  an  account  book  of  the  Ghiild  beginning  in  the 
year  1879,  the  existence  of  which  no  doubt  led  to  the  belief 
that  the  Guild  began  in  that  year.  The  first  year's  accounts 
suggest  that  the  Guild  was  going  on  before.  Among  the 
receipts  are  26«.  8d.  from  64  brethren,  and  46«.  8d.  from  14 
newly-admitted  brethren.  This  does  not  look  like  a  new 
foundation.  Nor  does  the  item  of  26«.  8d.  for  ''  mending  the 
image  of  the  Trinity."  A  new  Trinity  Ghiild  would  have  had 
a  new  image  of  the  Trinity,  not  mended  up  an  old  one.  The 
historian  is  not  implicitly  to  be  trusted,  as  he  makes  fearful 
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liavoc  of  the  Latin.  He  even  transforms  what,  according  to 
his  mangled  version  of  the  original,  is  clearly  a  payment  of 
8d.  ^for  boiying  a  man  who  was  hanged,"  into  the  payment 
of  that  amount  (whioh  was  more  than  a  full  day's  wages  for 
skilled  workmen)  to  a  man  Hot  hanging  np  the  burial  things," 
whatever  he  may  have  thought  that  to  mean.  This  historian 
nys  in  <me  place,  under  date  1508,  and,  in  another,  under 
date  1506,  that  in  that  year  occurs  the  first  mention  of  the 
Schoolmaster  in  the  entry.  "The  Schoolmaster  shall  have 
from  Midsummer  next  8  marks  for  his  wages,"  an  entry  which, 
is  he  justly  remarks,  does  not  look  like  a  new  foundation. 
A  Schoolmaster,  he  also  8a3rs,  is  mentioned  by  name  in  1446 
ia  G(^-s  MSS.  in  the  British  Museum ;  and  so  it  is.  A  survey 
vu  made  when  the  Gnild  possessions  were  bought  back  by  the 
town  from  Edward  VI.  at  twenty  years'  purchase  of  the  net 
nat ;  the  town  undertaking  to  maintain  the  Schoolmaster,  the 
poor,  and  the  sea  bbnks;  all  of  which  are  mentioned  in  our 
raoocds.  The  Sdioolmaster  then  received  £10  a  year.  As  he 
wu  the  chief  and  l)est  paid  of  the  four  priests  of  the  Ghiild,  it  is 
ak>  probable  that  he  was  the  earliest ;  and  so  the  School  may 
well  date  at  least  from  1379. 

Oddly  enoQ^  the  Gtiild  out  of  which  came  the  richest  and 
Itfgest  ofaM  existing  Grtlmmar  Schools,  that  of  Birmingham,  is 
tike  only  one  given  in  detail  in  our  records  which  is  not  stated 
to  have  kej>t  a'  Grammar  School  The  Gkdld  of  the  Holy  Gross 
of  Stratford  did  keep  a  School;  but  the  Guild  of  Stratford,  at 
bMt  in  ^bat  form,  is  not  a  very  ancient  one,  purporting,  as  it 
^oes,  to  have  been  founded  by  Henry  IV.  Li  fact,  it  was  much 
cUer,  as  the '  GKiild  returns^  under  Biohard  11.  in  1389,  show 
it  then  existing  under  the  same  name.  Its  accounts  show 
t  rant  fit>m  John  Schoolmaster,  in  1402»  for  his  chamber. 
The  neat  step  was  to  give  him  a  chamber  ri^nt-free,  and  in 
1427  a  School— still  part  of  the  present  School— was  built  for 
^  in  the  yard  behind  the  chapel*  and  almshouses;  It  was 
KMt,  however,  nntil  1482  that  a  chaplain  of  the  Guild  endowed 
tU  School  as  a  Free  Grammar  School.  In  1552,  the  people  of 
Scmford  had  to  buy  back  from  the  Grown  their  Guild,  with  its 
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School  and  AhnBhouses^  and  so  Edward  VI.  has  the  glory  d 
having  f onnded  Shakespeare's  School  at  Stratford-on-Avon. 

The  Ghuld  of  Birmin^am,  according  to  the  Certificates,  daims 
a  high  antiquity  :  the  16th  year  of  Heniy  IL,  aooording  to  one 
Certificate ;  of  Edward  IL,  according  to  another.  Bnt  in  the 
docnmente  published  in  Tonlmin  Smith's  English  Guilds  (Early 
English  Text  Society,  No.  40,  1870)  it  appears  as  founded 
in  the  same  year  of  Bichard  11.,  and  this  is  the  real  data,  as 
there  was  a  patent  granted  in  that  year  for  the  fonndatiDiL 
If  it  did  not  keep  a  School,  it  kept  most  other  objects  ol 
public  utility;  an  almshouse,  two  great  stone  bridges,  and 
divers  foul  and  dangerous  highways ;  wine,  wax,  oil,  and  other 
necessaries  for  the  church,  including  three  chaplains  and  an 
organ-player,  a  keeper  of  the  clock  and  chimes.  The  Ghiild  was 
prepared  to  usher  its  members  into  the  worid  through  its 
"  common  midwife,"  to  ring  them  out  of  it  with  its  ''  commoa 
bellman,"  and  bring  them  to  an  end  with  dirge  and  mass. 

It  seems  probable  that  for  a  School  the  people  of  Birminghan 
relied  on  a  Chantry  or  Guild  at  ''  Deritend  in  the  parish  of 
Aston  and  Lordship  of  Birmingham,"  which  kept  two  priests, 
"  whereof  the  one  serving  the  cure,  and  the  other  teaching  a 
Grammar  School."  Thereby  hangs  a  tale.  Mr.  Toulmin  Smith, 
like  other  writers  on  the  dissolution  of  Chantries,  has,  througk 
ignorance,  wasted  much  good  wrath  on  this  matter.  "So 
entirely  unprincipled  were  the  proceedings  "  of  the  Comnuasiont 
"  that  the  property  of  the  old  Ghiild  of  Deritend  and  that  of  the 
chapel  Midowment  were  mixed  up  together,  and  were  both 
described  as  belonging  to  a  Chantry,"  and  so  perished,  whereas, 
he  says,  in  the  chapel  foundation  nothing  is  said  about  maaset 
for  the  dead.  Again,  in  a  note,  "It  is  interesting  to  catcb 
unprincipled  people  tripping.  In  one  document  I  find  thi 
words,  *  Sive  Gilda.'  Thus  the  truth  got  blurted  out 
in  a  moment  of  inadvertence,  or  conscience-smiting."  Yi 
in  Edward  VT.'s  Chantry  Certificate,  not  printed  here, 
Chantry  of  Deritend  is  simply  described  as  "  a  Chapel  of  ead 
for  the  same  town  of  Deritend,  being  divided  from  their  PariM 
Church  with  a  great  river."     The  attack,  too,  is  beside  tU 
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marie  Chapd  of  eaae,  Ghiild,  dumtry^  or  stipendiary  priest, 
ill  ware  included  in  the  Chantries  Act,  and  it  made  no  sort  o£ 
difinence  which  it  was  called. 

Mr.  IVmlmin.  Smith  goes  on  in  the  same  sort  of  way  about 
tiie  Guild  of  Worcester,  ^w^iich  kept  a  Ghrammar  School    This 
was  in  tiie  ''Trinity  HaU,"  a  Ghiildhall,  "time  out  of  mind  a 
Free  SchooL"     Edward  VI.'s  commissioners  remarked,  "The 
Sdiool  may  cease,  for  there  is  one  other  in  the  town  of  the 
£ing^a  foundation,  and  this  is  no  School  of  any  purpose,  as  it  is 
erediUy  said."  The  other  School  was,  of  course,,  the  Cathedral 
Sehooi,  founded  by  Henry  on  the  re-foundation  of  the  Cathedral. 
Ihe  disparaging  remark  was  perhaps  true,  thoug)i  the  Guild 
Oertifieate  had  said  that  Oliver  had  "above  a  hundred  scholars." 
Xr.  Toulmin  Smith,  however,  flies  offl    "  This  was*  pat  in  order 
to  gkts  over  the  intended  seicare  of  the  property  o£this  Gtxild. 
Tlie  teaching  of  the  youth  of  Worcester  was,  of  course,  a  matter 
of  too  small  importance  to  be>  allowed   to  interfere  with  the 
^mgoB  of  those  needy  men  who  were  bent  on  seiieing  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Ghiild  to  their  own  uses.    .    .    The  plunder  of  the 
Gaild  seems  to  have  been  entire.    So  far  as  I  can  learn,  not  a 
tnfis  or  tradition  of  this  great  School  of  the  Guild  of  S.  Nicholas 
kd  rBmained.'^ 

Did  Mr.  Toulmin  Smith  really  suppose  that  the  commis- 
aoDsrs,  Sir  John  Pakington,  Sir  Bobert  Acton,  and   others, 

■sttly  country  gentlemen,  whose  names  he  gives,  were  going 
I  to  pocket  the  Guild  lands  themselves  ?  Besides,  what  are  the 
1  bets?    The  officers  of  the  Court  disregarded  the  remark  of  the 

•mmissionars ;  and  under  the  Act  continued  the  Schoolmaster 
I  mi  ha  salary.    And  what  is  more,  the  School  continues  to  this 

The  Palmers'  Guild  of  Ludlow  is  of  great  antiquity.  It  is 
^ftted  to  have  been  "  founded  by  the  most  valiant  and  victorious 
txB^  oi  'famous'  memory,  King  Edward,  grandfather  to 
&karl  IL,  and  afterwards  augmented  (' aftemented  0  by 
Richard  IL,  and  also  by  now  our  most  sovereign  lord  Henry 
^nL*'  Ita  formal  foundation  may  only  date  from  Letters 
htent,  17  November,  S  Edward  III.,  yet  it  does  in  reality  date 
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from  before  1284  This  latter  is  the  year  of  foundation  given 
in  the  Ghiild's  retnm  to  Bichard  11.,  bnt  in  the  same  return  it 
is  said,  as  Mr.  Toulmin  Smith  pointed  out,  that  it  had  lands 
before  the  Statute  of  Mortmain,  which  was  passed  in  1279.  But 
nan  conaUtt  when  the  SchooLoaaster  appears.  He  may  be  in 
those  early  times  as  unsubstantial  as  the  ghosts  that  Mr.  Toul- 
min Smith,  by  a  most  amusing  blunder,  has  raised.  The  Ouild, 
it  seems,  kept  ''  wakes  "  {vigilias)  at  the  death  of  its  members, 
and  these  *'  wakes "  were  of  the  Lrish  order,  for  among  the 
ordinances  is  one  prohibiting  women  from  taking  part  in 
them,  though  any  male  is  allowed  to  do  so  ''so  long  as  he 
neither  calls  up  ghosts,  nor  makes  sport  of  the  corpse  or  its 
good  fame,  or  plays  any  other  indecent  games.''  Apropos  of 
these  ghosts,  the  learned  editor  gives  a  long  disquisition,  and 
refers  to  Icelandic  sagas  in  illustrati<m.  But  the  original  Latin 
is  indiccere  monatra  larvarum,  or  ^  put  on  monstrous  masks.*" 
It  was  horse-play,  not  witches  of  Endor,  the  good  Palmers 
wished  to  put  down.  Perhaps  they  did  not  even  believe  in 
ghosts ;  the  result  of  a  sound  Grammar  School  education. 

Another  Guild,  dating,  if  not  from  Edward  I.,  yet  from 
Edward  II.'s  time,  was  the  Bablake  Guild,  sometimes  called  a 
college,  and  now  called  the  Bablake  Hospital,  at  Ooventry. 
This  Trinity  GuMd  kept  eight  chaplains,  two  singing  clerks, 
two  singing  boys,  and^'  a  Schoolmaster  of  a  certain  School  called 
a  Grammar  School."  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Schoolmaster 
got  £6  ISs.  Ad,  a  year,  while  the  chaplains  only  got  £4  13«.  4jL 
In  March,  150f,  John  Bond,  of  Coventry,  draper,  added  to 
this  ''  a  substantial  almshouse,  with  a  chapel "  for  ten  poor  men 
and  one  woman,  to  dress  their  meat  and  drink,  and  also  one 
priest,  "  being  a  D.D.  or  else  M.A.,  bound  yearly  to  preach  forty 
sermons  within  the  city,  or  ten  miles  compass  of  the  same/' 
Sermons  were  then  a  rarity,  and  the  excellent  draper  may  be 
strongly  suspected  of  Wicliffite  opinions  for  thus  insisting  on 
sermons.  The  beautiful  almshouse  which  still  adorns  Coventry 
is  no  doubt  that  which  he  built.  Here  again  there  is  nothing 
to  show  when  the  Schoolmaster  began  to  be,  or  whether  he  was 
always  there,  an  integral  part  of  the  Guild  as  one  of  the 
chaplains. 
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It  is  strange  that  with  all  this  wealth  of  Guild  Schools 
the  only  Ghiilds  mentioned  in  Chantry  Certificates,  in  which  I 
have  definitely  been  able  to  establish  a  Grammar  School  before 
1400,  are  Nottingham  and  Northallerton  in  Yorkshi^ ;  and  singu- 
larly enough,  the  early  mentions  of  these  are  not  in  connection 
with  the  Guilds.  I  have  put  together  elsewhere  the  references  to 
Nottingham  School  from  the  town  archives  and  those  of  South- 
well Minster.  They  do  not  begin  earlier  than  1882;  and  though 
thej  show  both  a  Schoolmaster  and  usher,  seem  to  point  to  a 
ccmnection  rather  with  S.  John's  Hospital  than  the  Guild, 
tboogh  the  two  are  not  of  course  incompatible;  As  regards 
Northallerton,  a  series  of  entries  in  the  Prior  of  Durham's 
Letter  Books  from  1821  contain  appointments  of  the  master 
of  the  Grammar  School  there  by  the  Prior  as  ''  Ordinary  of 
the  sinritualities  of  S.  Cathbert  in  Yorkshire."  There  is  no 
aeotion  of  pay,  and  the  Guild  may  weU  have  paid  the  master, 
K>  far  aa  he  did  not  live  on  fees.  But  the  GKiild  is  not  men- 
tkmed. 


8.    Chantry  Schools. 

We  now  come  to  the  latest  and  largest  class  of  institutions  in 
ooimaction  with  Schools,  the  Chantries.  A  Chantry  {caniaria) 
was  an  endowment  for  a  priest  to  sing  for  the  soul  of  some  dead 
pecina.  In  a  sense  all  the  monasteries  were  nothing  but  large 
Chantries.  It  is  almost  invariably  one  of  the  expressed  and 
pnmary  objects  of  the  founder  of  a  monastery  that  the  monks  or 
eaaoQs  regular  should  pray  for  him.  Thus,  as  we  learn  in  the 
Meauz  Chronicle  (Bolls  Series,  I.  90),  William  Crassus  or  Le 
Oroos,  otherwise  the  fat.  Earl  of  Albemarle,  "had  founded 
St  ICartin  D'Auchy,  or  D'Aumale,  in  Normandy,  of  the  Cluniac 
Ordflr ;  and  St  Mary  of  Thornton  of  regular  canons  of  the  Order 
«f  St  Augustine ;  and  two  monasteries  of  Vaudry  and  Meauz,  of 
tiieCSstercian  order."  ''  When  he  crossed  the  sea,  and  met,  as  he 
ctftan  did,  with  sadden  storms  at  night,  threatening  shipwreck 
to  him  and  his,"  he  had  a  sleepless  time  till  midnight.  "  But 
then  as  his  monks  of  St  Martin  and  canons  of  Thornton  were 
locQStomed  to  get  up  to  matins,  confiding  in  their  prayers,  he 
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despised  the  storm  and  slept  soundly.  Then  abont  oockcrowi 
the  vigils  of  the  monks  and  canons  being  over,  if  he  woke  np, 
confiding  in  the  prayers  of  the  monks  de  VaUe  Dei  and  of 
Meaoz,  who  hastened  to  wake  up  at  that  very  hoar  of  the 
night,  again  despising  l^e  storm,  whether  sleeping  or  waking, 
he  awaited  the  daylight  without  anxiety."  From  wUoh  secu- 
rity doubtless  he  was  able  to  acquire  his  title  to  his  cognomen. 

In  the  same  way  a  Deynoourt  founded  ^urgarton  Prioiy 
in  Nottinghamshire,  by  the  advice  of  Thurstan,  Archbishop  of 
York,  for  the  souls  of  himself  and  his  mistress  (muUere). 

The  term  Chantry  is,  however,  usually  confined  to  an  endow- 
ment, generally  of  one  or  two  priests  only,  to  pray  for  the  soul 
of  an  individual,  his  family,  and  friends.  If  there  were  more 
than  two  priests  on  the  same  foundation,  the  foundation  was 
often  called  a  College.  In  common  parlance,  the  word  Chantry 
is  used  as  if  a  building,  a  chapel,  or  at  least  a  separate  c(»d- 
partment  of  a  chapel  or  church,  were  the  essence  of  it.  Bnt 
it  is  by  no  means  necessarily  the  case  that  a  Chantry  should 
be  attached  to  or  located  in  any  specific  or  special  building. 
The  earliest  Chantries  seem  to  have  been  in  those  cathedral 
churches  which  were  not  monastic,  and  there  might  be  several 
founded  at  the  same  altar.  They  were  also  founded  in  monastic 
churches,  as  the  Nine  Altars  at  Durham  show,  the  Ohantriee 
being  served  sometimes  by  monks,  but  more  often  by  secular 
priests.  As  a  rule,  however,  in  later  times,  each  Chantzy  wis 
founded  at  a  particular  altar,  and  in  many  cases,  but  not  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  a  separate  chapel  was  built  for  the  8^)arate 
Chantry— either  an  actual  annex  to  the  main  building,  as  in 
many  pariah  churches,  or,  as  in  the  case  of  William  of  Wyke- 
ham's,  Edingdon's,  and  other  bishops'  tombs  in  'Winchester 
Cathedral,  merely  a  separate  partition  in  the  main  building. 

How  early  Chantries  began  it  is  not  easy  to  say.  Included 
in  the  present  book  is  an  entry  of  a  Chantry  said  to  have  been 
founded  before  t^e  Conquest.  At  Ajahton  Keynes,  in  Wiltshire^ 
Adam  de  Purton,  Et.,  is  said  to  hav«  given,  '^  by  his  deed  made 
before  the  Conquest,"  all  his  lands  in  Crudwell  to  the  Vkar  of 
Ashton  Kejmes, ''  to  the  intent  the  said  vicar  for  the  time  being 
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ahoold&id  a  priest  to  sing  for  the  soul  of  the  said  Adam,  Cicely, 
nd  Sarah,  his  wives,  within  the  said  chnroh  for  ever."  The 
knds  wore  said  to  be  worth  85«.  a  year ;  bat  the  vicar  denied 
the  Chantry,  and  said  that  he  was  charged  with  that  sum  as 
part  of  his  vicarage. 

Theire  is,  of  course,  no  impossibility  in  this  date;  but  in 
etrly  days,  before  and  after  the  Conquest,  before  the  land  was 
fxdiy  occupied,  when  it  was  still  a  drug  in  the  market,  and 
popvlatiotn  was  scanty,  foundations  were  ordinarily  made  for 
commnnitiee  like  Colleges  and  monasteries  rather  than  for  in- 
dividnal  Chantry  priests.  It  seems  hardly  likely  that  lands 
given  before  the  Conquest  should  only  have  been  worth  She.  at 
oor  date ;  for  the  land  which  would  have  been  only  an  adequate 
okdowment  for  a  single  priest  in  the  days  of  Edward  the  Con- 
fessor would,  through  the  progress  of  population,  have  been 
eooQgh  for  a  rich  College  in  the  days  of  Edward  VI. 

However  that  may  be.  Chantries  are  known  to  have  been 
branded  in  Chichester  XJcocdn,  St.  Paul's,  Wells,  and  York  in 
the  12th  century,  by  bishops  and  other  great  folk.  At  South- 
well IQnster  10  out  of  13  Chantries  were  founded  before  1372. 
The  great  bulk  of  the  Chantries  recorded  here  seem  to  have 
ban  founded  in  the  14th,  15th,  and  16th  centuries,  and  went 
OQ  in  increasing  crowds,  with  the  spread  of  wealth  among  the 
tnding  classes,  right  up  to  the  Eeformation.  It  is  well  known 
that  Henry  Vlil.  himself  directed  in  his  will  the  foundation  of 
eiiantries  for  his  own  souL 

As  one  specimen  of  a  Chantry  foimdation  conveys  more  in- 
ftrmation  about  Chantries  than  much  talk  around  them,  I  give, 
eaDed  from  the  archives  of  All  Souls'  College,  the  found- 
fttion  of  Barton's  Chantry  at  Thornton,  Bucks  (p.  14),  in  1440, 
the  merit  of  which  is  that  it  is  in  English  and  not  Latin. 
Iti  origin  is  rather  peculiar.  Its  full  history  appears  in  a 
latin  deed  of  two  years  later,  4th  May,  1442.  In  the  course 
of  endowing  All  Souls'  College,  the  founder,  Henry  Chicheley, 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  bought  some  settled  estates  at 
Oreodon,  Morton,  and  Fozcote,  from  John  Baarton,  the  husband 
of  Isabel  Barton,  to  whom  they  bebnged.     They  were  duly 
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conveyed  to  the  king  by  the  trosteee  of  the  Bartons'  marriage 
settlement,  and  the  king  conveyed  to  the  first  warden,  Bichaid 
Andrewes,  this  being  the  method  by  which  All  Souls'  became 
entitled  to  be  called  a  royal  foundation.  The  estates  waie 
conveyed  subject  to  the  life  interest  of  Isabel,  who  survived 
her  husband.  The  price  paid  was  200  marks,  and  the  provision 
for  a  Chantry  is  set  out  in  the  deed  of  1440  in  English,  and  of 
1442  in  Latin.  The  Chantry  was  further  secured  by  a  grant 
by  the  College  of  an  annuity  of  £20  a  year,  to  be  paid  only  in 
the  event  of  the  Chantry  not  being  duly  maintained.  The 
Chantry  therefore  formed  the  best  part  of  the  consideration, 
as,  valuing  the  annuity  at  twenty  years'  purchase,  the  usual 
number  in  those  days,  it  was  worth  £400  as  against  £182  IS$,  4d, 
paid  down  in  cash. 

"  This  endenture,  made  at  London,  the  3***  day  of  Juyll,  in  the 
xviii.  yeer  of  the  regno  of  Kyng  Henry  the  Sext,  after  Uie 
conquest  of  Ligland  [1440],  betwixt  the  right  worshipfull  fader 
in  God,  Henry,  Archebishopp  of  Caunterbury,  and  Bichard 
Andrewe,  Wardeyn,  and  the  College  of  AUe  Soules  inOxenfcHrd, 
on  that  oon  partie.  And  Isabell,  late  the  wife  of  John  Barton,  of 
the  counte  of  Buk[ingham],  on  that  other  partie. 

'' Witnesseth "  (the  deed  then  recites  the  circumstances 
already  stated).  "  And  the  seyd  Archebisshop,  Wardeyn,  and 
College,  will  and  graunten  be  this  endenture  that  they  by  the 
said  feste  of  Sainte  Andrewe  next  oomyng  shall  fynde  and 
make  sufficient  securte,  by  the  avys  of  John  Vampage  and 
William  Tresham,  thereto  named  indifferently  for  both  parties, 
to  the  said  Isabell,  for  to  fynde  3  prestes  dailly  and  perpetually 
to  synge  for  the  soules  of  the  said  John  Barton  and  Isabell, 
and  for  the  soules  of  their  fadres  and  modres,  and  for  aUe  their 
frendes,  and  for  all  cristen  soules. 

'^  Of  the  whiche  3  prestes  two  shall  S3nige  in  the  said  college 
of  Alle  Soules,  and  the  thridde  in  the  chapell  of  Our  Lady, 
withyn  the  chirche  of  Thometon,  in  the  said  countie  of 
Buk[ingham],  where  the  said  John  Barton  liyth. 

"  Of  the  whiche  two  prestes  that  shall  so  synge  in  the  said 
college,  oon  shall  dailly  seye  for  the  soules  aforesaid  masse,  that 
is  to  wit^ : — 
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^'  On  the  sonday,  of  the  Trinite, 
the  monday,  of  Eequiem, 
the  Tuysday,  of  the  holy  gost, 
the  Wednesday,  of  the  angeles, 
the  thnrsday,  of  Corpus  Christ!, 
the  friday,  of  the  holy  crosse, 
and  the  saterday,  of  oure  lady,  yf  thay  or  oon  of  hem  be  dis^v 
posed  therto. 

''And  in  their  said  masses  they  shall  seye  Placebo  and 
IXrige  with  commendation. 

''And  that  the  said  Warde3m  and  College  shall  yeerly  kepe 
and  observe  the  ob3rte  of  the  seid  John  Barton  and  Isabell  in 
the  said  College,  the  last  day,  sanf  oon,  of  Janyver,  with  2 
tapree  weyeng  6  lb.,  brennyng  dur3nig  Placebo  and  Dirige,  and 
the  masse  of  Beqoiem  atte  same  obyte,  the  whiche  Placebo 
ind  Dirige  and  masse  of  Requiem  shall  be  said  by  note  in  the 
Md  College  by  a  felowe  of  the  College,  the  Wardeyn  or  his 
depute,  and  the  felowes  of  the  same  College. 

"  And  the  said  preest  that  shall  synge  in  the  seid  chapell  of 
oor  lady  in  the  said  chirche  of  Thometon  shall  dailly  kepe  alle 
the  same  observaunces  aforewritten  in  the  fourme  aforesaid, 
except  the  lymytacion  of  the  said  masses,  and  moreover  he 
•hall  every  wike  sey  the  sauter  of  seint  David,  except  the 
tjme  of  lenton  yeerly. 

"And  in  his  masses  he  shall  seye  the  2  Collets  aforeseid,  and 
«vwy  yeer  keep  the  obyte  of  the  seid  John  Barton  and  Isabell 
wxthoute  note,  in  the  seid  chapell  at  the  seid  day,  and  if  he 
have  help  he  shall  do  hit  by  note,  wyth  2  tapres  weyeing  6  lb., 
and  brennjnig  in  the  forme  aboveseid. 

"  And  that  the  seid  Warde3m  and  College  and  her  successours 
•hall  every  yere  in  the  day  of  the  said  obyte  dispose,  or  do  be 
dispoeed,  vi*-  viij^  amonge  pore  folk  at  Thornton  aboveseid  to 
pny  for  the  soulee  aforeseid." 

The  deed  concluded  with  a  proviso  that  if  the  College  lost  the 
huidB,  or  the  lands  became  of  less  value  without  their  fault, 
"that  tiianne  so  moche  of  the  seid  charges  and  suffrages  after 
the  rate  of  the  seid  dymminycion  be  abbregged  and  dymminute. 
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by  the  discrecion  of  the  archebiashop  of  Caonterbary  that  tyme 
beyng." 

This  is  a  veiy  good  instance  of  a  Chantry  foundation.  It 
shows  how  entirely  the  thing  was  a  matter  of  bargain  and 
quid  pro  quo.  The  land  was  bought  cheaper  in  consequence 
of  the  obit  and  the  Chantry.  The  excellent  Isabel  laid  herself 
up  treasure  in  the  other  world,  besides  getting  200  marks 
and  retaining  her  estate  for  life  in  this.  The  two  provisoes 
at  the  end  show  how  the  amount  of  spiritual  assistance  oat 
of  purgatory  was  measured  with  "  a  nicely  calculated  less  hsA 
more  "  by  the  amount  of  temporal  l)enefit  conferred ;  and  how 
if  the  one  was  by  any  accident  reduced,  ^e  other  would  be 
cut  down  proportionately.  When  it  required  so  much  money 
to  get  out  of  purgatory,  one  cannot  but  reflect  on  what  a 
select  place  the  mediaeval  heaven  was  thought  to  be.  Nobody 
would  be  there  under  a  lord  of  a  manor,  or  a  merchant  who  had 
''  thriven  to  thane  right,"  and  could  afford  his  Chantry  like  a 
lord.    The  poor  would  be  left  to  "  lie  howling." 

The  Indenture,  it  is  satisfactory  to  say,  was  duly  observed 
by  the  College.  In  the  College  Accounts,  in  1546,  the  chaplain 
at  Thornton  duly  appears  undef  the  heading  of  annuities  as 
receiving  £6  a  year ;  while  68.  6d.  is  spent  for  alms  at  Thorn- 
ton, and  3^.  4ef.  for  wax  there,  for  the  candles.  In  1547-8  the 
amount  is  paid  to  the  chaplain  at  Thornton  ''  and  the  collectors 
of  the  king,  for  the  Chantry  lately  come  to  the  king's  hands. 
There  appears  in  the  same  account  ''  Ad,  for  sweeping  up  and 
cleaning  the  choir  after  the  last  deportation  of  images."  In 
1550  the  alms  and  wax  at  Thornton  no  longer  appear  in  the 
accounts,  so  that  the  College  gained  at  least  ld«.  4d.  a  year  by 
the  cessation  of  the  Chantry. 

How  early  the  Chantries  began  to  be  utilized  as  endowments 
for  Ghrammar  Schools,  it  is  hard  to  say.  The  foundation  deeds, 
and  licences  in  mortmain — even  when  it  is  known  from  the 
statutes,  where  extant,  that  a  School  was  intended — do  not, 
as  a  rule,  mention  a  School. 

In  1414  Thomas  Langley,  Bishop  of  Durham,  founded  two 
Schools — one  of  Grammar,  the  other  of  Song,  to  be  kept  on  the 
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Palace  Green,  in  Durham,  the  open  space  between  the  Bishop's 
Castle  and  the  Cathedral  Abbey  Choroh.  The  masters  were  to 
be  Chantry  priests  singing  at  the  altar  of  our  Lady  and  S. 
Onthbert  in  ihe  exquisite  late  Norman  Chapel,  at  the  west  end 
of  the  Cathedral,  called  the  Ghililee,  whidi  Langley  had  at  great 
expense  jost  restored,  and  in  restoring  given  ns  one  of  the  few 
mediseval  specimens  of  deliberate  imitation  of  older  work.  As 
Bishop  he  had  to  give  two  licences  to  himself,  through  two  of 
bis  chaplains,  in  a  doable  capacity :  first,  in  his  ecclesiastical 
capacity  as  Ordinary ;  second,  in  his  temporal  capacity  as  Earl  of 
a  Coonty  Palatine,  exercising  the  royal  rights  and  powers.  The 
episoopal  licence  merely  empowers  the  founding  of  two  Chantry 
priests  to  pray  for  his  soul,  the  king's  and  others,  and  to  make 
ordinances  for  them.  The  Palatine  licence,  by  the  hands  of  his 
temporal  chancellor,  is  a  licence  in  mortmain  with  the  usual 
powers  to  grant  lands  to  the  Chantiy  and  to  make  the  Chantry 
priests  a  corporation.  In  neither  licence  is  there  a  word  about 
the  Schools  which  the  Chantry  priests  were  to  maintain,  and 
far  which  they  were  created  and  endowed.  But  a  lengthy  deed^ 
dated  14th  June,  1414,  the  day  after  these  two  licences,  sets  out 
m  elaborate  detail  the  emoluments,  position,  and  duties  of  the  two 
priests ;  and  discloses  that  their  main  duty  was  to  keep  the  two 
Schools,  of  Grammar  and  of  Song,  ''  teaching  gratis  the  poor 
iriio  ask  it  humbly  for  the  love  of  Ood,  but  charging  the  rest 
moderate  ^es,  such  as  are  usually  paid  in  other  Grammar  or 
SoDg  Schools." 

It  is  typical,  by  the  way,  of  the  little  care  with  which,  in  local 
ffistaries.  Schools  have  been  treated  that  in  the  face  of  the  deeds, 
^uch  plainly  show  that  the  ostensible  founders  were  only 
liuigfe/s  chaplains  and  agents,  they  have  been  by  several 
local  htttorians  treated  as  the  real  founders  to  the  exclusion  of 
poor  Langley  himself. 

Now  if,  as  is  usually  the  case  with  Chantry  Grammar  Schools 
in  oidinary  towns,  the  foundation  deed  has  disappeared  and  no 
copy  has  been  preserved,  and  we  are  thrown  back  on  the  licence 
m  mortmain  enrolled  on  the  Patent  Rolls  or  dose  Rolls,  we 
cm  never  know  whether  the  Chantry  was  really  founded  as  a 
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School  or  not.  As  it  was  to  the  interest  of  the  town  that  a 
Chantry  should  not  be  held  to  have  been  founded  for  a  Orammar 
School,  and  the  returns  were  very  carefully  scrutinized  by  the 
Crown  officials,  we  may  feel  pretty  sure  that  wherever  a  Chantry 
priest  is  reported  as  keeping  a  Grammar  School  ''  according  to 
the  foundation  "  or  "  from  time  immemorial "  the  Chantry  was 
'  really  founded  for  that  purpose,  and  not  merely  applied  to  it  in 
later  times. 

With  Chantries  may  be  ranked  such  foundations  as  "the 
Service  of  our  Lady,"  or  "  So-and-so's  stipendiary,"  which  are 
plentifully  distributed  through  our  pages  as  Grammar  Schools 
or  Grammar  School  mastere.  The  line  between  a  Chantry,  or  a 
service  and  a  stipendiary  is  rather  hard  to  draw.  It  would  seem 
that ''  a  service  "  of  a  particular  saint,  commonly  of  Our  Lady, 
was  an  endowment  not  so  much  for  the  benefit  of  a  particular 
person's  soul  as  for  the  maintenance  of  services  subsidiary  or 
additional  to  the  main  services  of  the  Churoh.  Saturday  was 
specially  devoted  to  Our  Lady's  service,  and  Our  Lady  was,  from 
the  12th  century  onwards,  by  far  the  most  popular  saint  m 
the  "  company  of  heaven,"  as  is  shown  by  the  immense  prepon- 
derance of  dedications  to  her  of  Colleges,  Guilds,  Chantries 
and  services ;  while  a  Lady  chapel  became  a  necessary  appfflid- 
age  to  every  large  churoh  and  almost  every  small  one.  The 
great  rise  in  Virgin-worsh^  was  coincident  with  the  enforce- 
ment of  celibacy  on  the  clergy  at  large.  Perhaps  they  took  to 
the  worship  of  the  Virgin,  as  ideal  woman,  when  the  domestic 
worehip  of  a  real  woman  was  denied  them.  The  stipendiary 
was  the  same  foundation  as  the  service,  looked  at  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  agent  instead  of  the  object.  The  priest 
who  performed  the  service  was  the  stipendiary,  and  he  might 
either  be  called  Our  Lady's  priest,  from  the  name  of  the  service, 
or  Smith's  stipendiary  (as  at  Saltash),  from  the  name  of  the 
founder.  Perhaps,  also,  a  technical  difference  may  be  found 
in  that  a  Chantry  priest  was  a  corporation  created  under  a 
licence  in  mortmain,  and  was,  like  a  rector  or  vicar,  his  own 
governing  body;  while  a  stipendiary  drew  his  stipend  from 
lands  placed  in  the  hands  of  trustees,  who  were  the  governors 
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of  the  goods  and  possessions  of  the  foondatioDf  and  sometimes 
of  the  priest  himself|  over  whom  they  were  given  a  power  of 
dismissal.  We  may  illustrate  the  difference  from  ''  onr  Lady 
Chantry  "  at  Wokingham,  "  founded  by  Adam  Mullen,  late  dean 
of  Sarum,'*  1441-5,  *'  to  maintain  a  priest  for  ever,"  compared 
with  "A  stipendiary  priest,  called  our  Lady  priest,  founded 
within  the  town  "  of  Newbury,  "perpetually  to  celebrate  in  an 
aisle  there,  called  our  Lady  chapel,  to  the  maintenance  of  which, 
iod  for  reparation  of  the  said  aisle,  certain  lands  and  tenements 
were  given  unto  a  corporation  there,  called  the  corporation  of 
DOT  Lady  chapeL"  A  later  stage  of  the  stipendiary  is  seen  at 
Einnersley,  in  Herefordshire.  "Certain  lands  and  tenements 
given  by  Ann  Delabore,  widow,  and  enfeoffed  to  Thomas  Mony- 
ington,  Esquire,  and  other  co-feoffees,  to  maintain  a  priest's 
•ervice  to  sing  at  the  altar  of  our  Lady  there."  The  founder  of 
the  stipendiary,  who  kept  the  Grammar  School  at  Newbury, 
called  Heniy  Wormestalls'  priest,  in  1466,  actually  anticipated 
modem  ideas  so  much  as  to  empower  his  feoffees  "  to  alter  and 
change  the  same  foundation  from  time  to  time  as  to  their 
<ii8cretion  should  seem  good." 

0.    Independent  Schools. 

The  foundations  of  stipendiary  priests  prepared  the  way  and 
were  the  immediate  precedents  for  foundations  like  Dean  Colet's 
and  Archbishop  Holgate's,  where  the  School  was  the  expressed 
object ;  and  it  was  not  thought  necessary  to  conjoin  it  with  a 
•ervice  or  Chantry,  or  any  other  purely  ecclesiastical  function, 
or  even  to  demand  that  the  teacher  should  be  a  priest.  Such 
bondations  were,  of  course,  comparatively  modem.  Perhaps 
the  earliest  specimen  in  these  records  is  Chipping  Campden 
Grammar  School  in  Worcestershire,  if  it  be  correctly  reported, 
tod  has  not  been  incorrectly  reported  for  the  purpose  of 
Baying  it  from  the  Chantries  Act.  This  was ''  the  Schoolmaster 
eervice,  aliai  Ferby's  service,  founded  by  one  John  Ferby  and 
Vu-gery  his  wife,  and  the  lands  put  in  feoffment  to  the  intent 
to  find  a  priest  to  maintain  a  Free  School  in  the  said  parish  for 
ever."   The  words, ''to  finds  priest,"  have  been  stmck  through. 
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and  then  the  whole  entry  cancelled  with  oroes-lines.  The 
foundation  deed  wae  lost,  ae  so  many  others  have  been.  It  got 
into  the  hands  of  the  lawyers  in  the  course  of  a  Chancery  sdt, 
and  has  not  been  seen  since.  Still  the  excision  of  the  reference 
to  a  priest,  tiie  cancelling,  in  consequence,  of  the  whole  mitiy, 
and  the  retention  by  the  School  of  its  property  till  plundered  in 
the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Charles  I.,  may  be  taken  as  very 
elttong  primAfa/cie  evidence  that  this  master  was  not  required 
to  be  a  priest,  or  perform  any  ecclesiastical  functions,  but  to  be 
a  Schoolmaster  only. 

It  is  possible  that  Oswestry  School,  a  School  of  Public-Schod 
rank  in  Shropshire,  may  be  another  and  earlier  instance,  bat 
there  is  no  direct  authority  for  it.  It  is  said  to  have  been 
founded  in  1407  by  David  Holbeach,  a  Welshman  and  a  lawyer, 
credited  also  by  Leland  with  the  foundation  of  Davies  or  Dav/s 
Inn,  one  of  the  old  Tnns  of  Chancery  in  Holbom. 

I  have  tried,  but  failed,  to  find  the  Letters  Patent  for  the 
foundation^  It  is  quite  possible  there  was  no  patent;  and  if 
there  were  none,  it  would  go  some  way  to  proving  that  th^e 
was  no  Chantry  business  about  the  foundation,  and  that  it  was 
merely  and  sincerely  for  a  Schoolmaster,  who  was  no  priest 
Unfortunately  the  earliest  evidence  extant  is  a  very  corrupt 
17th  century  copy  of  ui  undated  deed  in  Latin.  This  deed 
witnesses  that  Guinevere,  as  we  may  spell  her  in  Tennysonese, 
or  Ghvenwhyvar,  as  she  is  spelt  in  the  Welsh  Latin,  widow  of 
David  Holbadge,  has  granted  the  com  mill  of  Measbury  and  all 
property  which  she  had  in  the  manor  of  Two  Parts  (a  part  of 
Oswestry)  to  certain  trustees,  clerks  and  laymen  mixed,  and 
mostly  Welsh.  They  covenant  that  therewith  "  the  intent  <rf 
David  Holbeach  shall  be  observed,"  viz.,  that  the  profits  "shall 
be  applied  to  the  maintenance  and  sustenance  of  a  Schoolmaster 
in  the  town  of  Oswestry  yearly  for  ever."  With  scant  reason, 
in  face  of  the  explicit  declaration  that  Quinevece's  grant  was 
for  the  purpose  of  the  husband's  will,  she  has  been  erected  into 
a  co*founder.  The  deed  is  said,  in  the  School  book,  which  tke 
Head-master,  the  Bev.  J.  Lloyd  Williams,  kindly  lent  me,  to 
have  been  made  about  9  Henry  IV.,  t.e.,  1409.    But  it  appears 
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that  David  Hblbeadi's  will  was  dated  Wednesday  after  Sep- 
tember 8,  1^1,  the  last  year  o£  Henry  V.  This  deed,  therer 
fan,  cannot  be  earlier.  In  the  same  School  book  is  a  statement 
of "  the  names  of  the  feoffees  that  were  put  in  trost  by  Dayid 
Hblbadge  for  the  School  lands,  6  Henry  IV."  This,  if  correct, 
wodd  make  the  School  earlier,  1404-6.  In  oar  records  there 
appear  two  priests  of  the  service  of  onr  Lady,  founded  by 
Thomas,  Earl  of  Arundel,  in  Oswestry  parish  church.  The 
School  is  only  mentioned  in  the  words,  "  To  the  augmentation 
of  a  Free  School  there,  besides  £6  by  tiie  foundation,  40«.,"  the 
ferty  shillings  being  apparently  paid  out  of  Our  Lady's  service. 
As  usual, '.the  details  of  the  property  in  the  Henrician  and 
Edwardian  Certificates  differ.  As  the  School  is  menticmed  and 
not  included  in  the  Certificate,  the  presumption  certainly  arises 
that  the  Schoolmaster  was  not  to  be  a  priest,  or  he  would  have 
been  a  stipendiary  within  the  Act 

It  is,  of  course,  not  at  all  impossible  that  in  those  days,  when 
Wiekliffism  was  still  strong,  that  a  Welshman  and  a  lawyer 
may  have  had  views  in  favour  of  lay  education*  He  is  recorded, 
it  is  troe,  as  founder  of  "  the  stipendiane  of  David  Holbache 
to  celelebrate  mass  with  other  divine  service  at  the  altar 
of  oar  Lady  within  the  paririi  church  of  S.  Mertin's,"  now 
cdled  Saint  Martin's.  This  is  not,  however,  against  his  having 
fanaded  a  lay  SchooL  He  may  have  changed  his  views  when 
<dd  and  sick,  or  he  may  have  objected  to  priests  in  education, 
bat  not  in  priestly  functions. 

The  foonder  of  Sevenoaks  Grammar  School,  in  1482,  said, 
point  blank,  that  the  Schoolmaster  was  not  to  be  a  priest  in 
9ocri$  ordinibui  minime  consttltUtu^  It  has  been  shown  else- 
wliere  how  three  successive  Head-masters  of  York  Cathedral 
Oiammar  School  in  the  16th  centory  w^re  la3rmen,  and  how 
the  Head-master  of  Winchester  College  in  1586  was  one  also. 

O^t,  it  is  well  known,  in  founding  S.  Paul's  School,  said 
that  his  Head-master  was  to  be  a  layman,  ^  a  wedded  man  or  a 
■ingle  man,  or  a  priest  that  hath  no  benefice  with  cure  " ;  and 
lilj,  the  Head-master  he  appointed,  was  a  layman  and  married. 
At  Uancbester,  in  1625,  the  Master  was  to  be  "  a  single  man, 
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priest  or  not  priest,  so  that  lie  be  no  religious  man.''  So,  too, 
Archbishop  Holgate,  for  his  three  Schools  in  Yorkshire,  only 
one  of  which — that  of  Malton — appears  here,  provided  that  the 
master  might  be  married  and  a  layman. 

Fortunate,  indeed,  were  those  Schools  in  which  their  founders 
had  so  provided,  for  they  escaped  the  meshes  of  the  Chantries 
Act,  and  retained  their  endowments  unassailed. 

10.    The  Chantries  Act  of  Henry  VIIL 

Such,  then,  was  the  provision  for  Schools  when  the  Reforma- 
tion swept  like  a  deluge  against  all  ecclesiastical  foundations. 
At    its    beginning,    and    in    its    intention,  the    Reformatioa 
was   certainly  not    hostile  either  to    learning    at    large,  or 
to  Grammar  Schools-  in  particular.     Still  less  was  its  par- 
ticular manifestation  in  the  dissolution  of  religious   houses 
hostile  to  education.    As  we  have  cursorily  noticed,  the  sup- 
pression of  religious-  houses  was  largely  connected  with  the 
founding  of  educational  institutions;    and  Wolsey,  as  papal 
legate,  gave  Henry,  with  the  full  benediction  of  the  Pope,  his 
first  lesson  in  the  dissohition  of  monasteries.    Nor  is  there  any 
doubt  that  Henry  did  not  intend  to  damage  education.    There 
is  proof  enough  of  this  in  his  re-foundations  of  the  cathedral 
churches  of  Canterbury  and  Durham,  and  of  other  cathedrals 
of  the  '*new  foundation,"  and  his  conversion  into  cathedral 
churches,   with    Grammar    Schools    attached,    of    Gloucester, 
Bristol,  and  Peterborough.     He  distinctly  improved  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Cathedral  Schools.    At  Durham,  for  instance,  the 
Grammar  School  master  was  converted  from  the  Chantry  priest 
of  S.  Cuthbert  in  the  Galilee,  an  outsider,  into  an  integral  part 
of  the  foundation,  with  the  position  and  pay  equal,  or  almost 
equal,  to  that  of  a  residentiary  canon. 

So,  too,  in  regard  to  the  collegiate  churches  which  H^iry 
founded  or  refounded.  There  may,  or  may  not,  have  been  a 
School  at  Thornton  Abbey,  in  Lincolnshire,  before  Henry  con- 
verted it  into  a  collegiate  church.  He  certainly  gave  a  very 
prominent  position  to  learning  in  the  collegiate  church.  So, 
too,  at  Westminster ;  for  the  present  School  was,  it  must  not 
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bd  forgotten,  originally  his  foundation.  Farther,  in  the  year 
tlykt  witnessed  the  dissolution  of  the  smaller  monasteries,  the 
Universities,  and  the  Colleges  of  Eton  and  Winchester,  which 
'^ecdesiasticar'  foundations  were  inclnded  in  the  Valor  Ec- 
dfisiastknis  and  the  Act  lor  payment  of  first-fmits  and  tenths, 
were  exonerated  bom  such  payments — an  exoneration  which, 
no  donbt,  paved  the  way  for  the  snhseqaent  convenient  and 
beneficial  decision  in  James  I.'s  reign,  in  the  teeth  of  all 
histoiy,  that  they  were  not  ecclesiastical  foundations. 

While  the  dissolution  of  the  smaller  monasteries  damaged 
baming  to  a  very  'small  extent,  if  at  all,  the  Act  confirming 
the  dissolution  of  the  larger  monasteries  unfortunately  included 
Cdleges  and  Hospitals,  and  other  ^'ecclesiastical "  institutions, 
as  well  as  "religious''  institutions  strictly  so-called.  In 
the  dissolution  of  Colleges  and  Hospitals  many  Schools  were 
therewith  destroyed.  Southwell  Minster  was  dissolved  and 
refounded  with  its  School,  but  Chioheley's  College,  of  Higham 
Ferrers,  a  smaller  Winchester,  fell,  as  did  Cardinal  College 
tt  l^pswich,  and  many  more  with  them.  However  virtuous 
Henry's  intentions  may  have  been,  the  lack  of  money,  which 
is  the  root  of  all  evil,  was  too  much  for  him  and  them.  Besides, 
thd  ttinmple  set  by  the  Crown  had  private  imitators.  The 
■esoe  lords  took  to  following  the  lord  paramount,  and  sup- 
ptCMing  Colleges  and  Chantries  on  their  own  account. 

Hence  came  the  Chantries  Act  of  Henry  Vlll.  In  the 
ftheence  of  reports  of  debates  in  Parliament  in  those  days, 
we  are  thrown  back  for  an  explanation  of  it  on  the  statutes 
themselves.  As  this  statute  has  been  the  subject  of  much 
writing  without  reading,  and  is  only  to  be  found  in  the  Statutes 
^  the  Beahn  (m.  968),  not  in  the  Statutes  at  Large,  a  full 
tocount  of  it  may  not  be  amiss. 

It  is  chapter  4  of  87  Henry  Vtll.,  i.e.,  was  passed  fairly 
early  in  the  Parliament  which  began  in  November,  1545.  It  is 
10  curiously  compounded  in  compartments  that  it  would  almost 
Mem  to  have  been  the  result  of  a  compromise,  or  else  to  repre- 
NBt  the  consolidation  of  two  distinct  Acts  into  one.  It  is 
entitled  on  the  Parliament  Bolls,  <<  An  Aote  for  Colleges,  Chan- 
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tries,  etc.,"  and  so  it  may  have  begun.  It  is  entitled  on  tiie 
Chancery  Bolls,  ''An  Acte  for  the  Dissolution  of  Colleges,  \ 
Chantries,  and  Free  Chapels,  at  the  king's  pleasure  " ;  and,  as  i 
such,  it  certainly  ended.  ^ 

It  began  by  reciting :  ''  That  where  there  have  been  diverse     ! 
Colleges,    Freechapelles,    Chantries,  Hospitalles,  Fraternities, 
Brotherhedds,  Quilds,  and  Stipendarie  Priests  having  perpetuity 
for  ever  within  this  your  Realm. 

"  Sithens  which  time  divers  and  many  of  the  Donors,  founders 
or  patrons,  or  such  as  pretend  to  be,  of  their  own  avaikioos 
and  covetous  minds,  and  of  their  own  authority,  without  your 
gracious  licence,  have  of  late  entered  into  the  same  and  have  ex- 
pulsed  the  Priests,  Wardens,  Masters,  Ministers,  Rulers,  Gover- 
nors, and  Incumbents  of  the  same,  and  do  occupy  the  Masters' 
houses,  and  do  convert  the  rents  to  their  own  proper  uses. 

"  And  some  of  the  said  Incumbents  by  agreement  between 
them  and  the  Patrons  have  also  sold  all  or  part  of  their  lands, 
belonging  to  their  said  Colleges  [<&c] ;  and  some  by  the  assent 
and  consent  of  the  Patrons  [&c.]j  and  some  without,  have  now 
of  late  made  leases  for  lives  or  for  terms  of  years,  and  have 
not  reserved  the  accustomable  rent;  and  some  of  them  by 
entries  have  made  conveyances  of  all  or  part  of  their  said 
possessions ;  by  reason  whereof  divers  of  the  said  Freechapeb 
[Ac]  ben  clearly  estincted  or  determined,  contrary  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Founders,  and  to  the  great  contempt  of  your 
Majesty  and  of  your  authority  royal. 

''And  we,  your  (trace's  subjects,  right  well  knowing  and 
perceiving  the  great  and  inestimable  charges  which  your 
Majesty  hath  had  and  sustained,  and  daily  doth  sustain,  as 
well  for  the  maintenance  of  these  present  wars  against  the 
realms  of  France  and  Scotland,  and  for  the  preservation  and 
defence  of  us,  your  said  subjects,  against  the  invasions  and 
malice  of  your  enemies,  the  French  and  Scots ;  as  also  for  the 
maintenance  of  your  most  royal  estate,  honour,  dignity,  and 
estimation,  which  all  your  said  loving  subjects  of  natural  duty 
ben  bound  to  conserve  and  increase  by  all  such  ways  and 
means  as  they  can  devise. 
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''  Do  therefore  beseech  your  Majesty  that  it  may  be  enacted 
in  manner  following/' 

Accordingly  it  was  enacted:  ''That  all  the  said  Colleges 
{&e,]j  by  what  name  soever  they  were  founded  or  known,  and 
All  the  mansion  houses,  Ac.,  belcmging  to  any  of  such  Colleges 
{Ac.]  which  between  4th  February,  27th  year  of  the  King,  and 
25ih  December,  S7th  year,  by  reason  of  any  such  entry,  ex- 
pulsion, lease,  or  other  convejrance  thereof  had  or  made  ben 
dissolved,  other  than  such  as  now  be  in  the  possession  of  the 
king,  or  that  ben  granted  by  his  Highness  to  any  other  person, 
and  have  been  lawfully  obtained  by  any  former  title  without 
Imud,  or  by  license,  shall  from  heno^orth  be  in  the  possession 
tad  seisin  of  the  King,  and  of  his  heirs  and  successors  for 
ever;  the  said  entries  or  other  assurances  notwithstanding.'' 

I  have  given  the  exact  words  of  the  Act,  merely  omitting 
tke  legal  verbiage  and  vain  repetitions.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  reasons  for  the  Act  are:  firstly,  that  other  people 
are  devouring  the  Chantries  without  licence ;  and  secondly, 
that  the  king's  wars  are  devouring  his  substance,  and  there- 
fan  the  plunder  may  as  wdl  go  into  the  pockets  of  the  king  for 
die  benefit  of'all,  instead  of  the  pockets  of  a  few  for  the  benefit 
ef  themselves.  That  other  people  were  devouring  the  Chantries 
irae  not  a  mare  idle  pretext,  as  some  historians  have  insinuated, 
u  certain*  There  are  four  Certificates  of  unlicensed  dissolu- 
lioDs  in  as  many  di£Eerent  counties  still  preserved.  All  such 
OiistrieB  are,  therefore,  absolutely  vested  in  the  king  without 
reserve.  Sections  2  to  5  of  the  Act  are  merely  amplifications 
<'  the  saving  words,  and  confirmatory  of  surrenders  to  and 
grants  out  again  by  the  king,  and  need  not  be  discussed. 

The  sixth  clause  begins  the  second  part  of  the  Act,  and 
fiooeeds  to  deal,  not  with  the  Chantries  which  have  been 
suppressed,  but  with  those  that  survive.  ^  And  where  also  at 
tUs  pvesent  time  there  are  a  great  number  of  Chantries  "  [<j^., 
ia  the  same  words  as  before], ''  having  perpetuity  for  ever,  and 
Ung  charged  or  chargeable  to  the  payment  of  First  Fruits 
MMd  Tenths  according  to  the  statute,  and  all  Colleges  as  wdl 
^kttgeaUe  or  not  chargeable  to  the  payment,  having  divers 
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manors  [<l^.]  to  the  same  annexed  by  the  Patrons  of  them, 
to  the  intent  that  alms  to  the  poor  people  and  other  virtuoos 
and  charitable  deeds  might  be  done. 

''And  for  so  much  as  it  is  well  knowen  that  the  said  Governors^ 
or  the  greatest  number  of  them,  hitherto  have  not,  ne  yet  do 
use  their  said  Chantries,  ne  yet  bestow  the  rents  of  the  same 
in  alms  and  other  deeds  of  charity,  according  to  such  yirtaouft 
and  godly  intents  and  purposes  as  the  said  Chantries  were  first 
founded,  to  the  great  displeasure  of  Almighty  Gkxi  and  to  the 
discontentation  of  the  King. 

''And  for  that  the  King's  IB^hness,  of  his  most  godly  and 
blessed  disposition,  entendeth  to  have  the  premises  used  to  more 
godly  and  virtuous  purposes,  and  to  bring  them  into  a  more 
decent  and  convenient  order  for  the  commodity  and  wealth  of 
this  his  realm,  and  for  the  surety  of  his  subjects. 

"Be  it  further  enacted  that  the  King's  Majesty  shall  and 
may  during  his  life  make  his  Gbtu^'s  Commission  under  his 
great  seal  upon  a  warrant  signed  with  his  Grace's  hand,  to 
such  number  of  persons  and  into  such  counties,  shires,  and 
places  as  shall  be  thought  expedient,  giving  unto  the  said 
commissioners,  or  two  of  them  at  the  least,  full  power  to  enter 
into  all  chantries,  [etc.],  named  in  the  said  commission,  and  to 
seize  and  take  the  same  chantries  unto  the  £ang's  hands  To 
hold  to  the  King's  Highness  his  heirs  and  successors  for  ever. 

"  And  that  the  said  Commissioners  or  any  two  of  them  after 
such  entry  shall  certify  and  return  the  said  ConmiissioQs 
making  mention  in  writing  of  their  doings  in  the  same,  intc» 
the  chancery,  at  such  day,  as  shall  be  limited  in  the  said 
commissions,  there  to  remain  of  record  for  ever." 

The  rest  of  the  Act  is  merely  ministerial. 

This  second  part  of  the  Act,  be  it  observed,  does  not  give  Uia 
Colleges  and  Chantries  to  the  king  out  and  out  instanter^  as 
the  former  part  did.  It  only  gives  him  power  to  issue  com- 
missions and  take  what  he  pleased.  Presumably  the  form  in- 
tended to  be  followed  was  that  of  the  commission  tmder  which 
Crediton  and  Ottery  S.  Mary  Coll^jes  were  dissolved  before  the 
Act  (p.  47),  7th  May.    But  Crediton  was  certainly,  and  Ottery 
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S.  Maiy  most  probably,  intended  to  be  re-foonded,  the  School 
and  Church  being  granted  to  the  inhabitants  in  the  same  way 
as  Warwick  was.  The  actual  money  (£200)  which  the  people 
d  Crediton  had  to  pay  for  the  re-fonndation  was  paid  to  Henry, 
though  the  Letters  Patent  were  in  fact  only  issued  in  Edward's 
reign. 

The  most  striking  thing  about  this  part  of  the  Act  is  that 
▼hile,  as  regards  Chantries,  Hospitals,  Brotherhoods  and  Ghiilds^ 
<ml7  those  that  were  liable  to  first-fruits  might  be  dissolved ; 
as  r^;ards  Colleges,  all  might  be  destroyed,  whether  they  paid 
^nt-fmits  or  not.  That  is  to  say,  almshouses  or  hospitals 
—the  terms  were  coterminous — which  were  under  purely  lay 
cantrol,  such  as,  for  instance,  those  under  municipal  corporations, 
wooki  be  exempt,  as  would  also  all  craft  or  municipal  guilds, 
as  SQch.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Colleges  in  the  Universities, 
aod  Winchester  and  Eton,  which  only  ten  years  before  had  been 
espressly  treated  as  non-ecclesiastical,  were  deliberately  swept 
into  the  net.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  intention  was  only  to 
De-foimd  the  Colleges,  sweeping  away  the  "  superstitious  uses," 
«^.  Chantries,  like  Barton's  Chantry  at  All  Souls'.  But  in 
view  of  the  results  of  Henry's  virtuous  intentions  with  the 
aoBJsteries,  the  Colleges  were  none  too  safe. 

When  exactly  the  Act  was  passed  is  not  known.  The  com- 
i&iflnons  under  it  seem  to  have  all  been  issued  on  the  same  day, 
14th  F^bmaiy,  37  Henry  VIII.,  ue.  1546,  according  to  our 
nckonmg.  As  a  specimen  of  the  commission  itself,  that  for 
Toriohire  is  given.  These  commissions  were  as  a  rule  for  the 
ooaaties  in  couples,  thus :  Bedford  and  Buckinghamshire,  Berk- 
aUre  axnl  Hampshire,  Devon  and  Cornwall,  Cumberland  and 
Wflitmorlaiid,  Durham  and  Northumberland,  Oxford  and  North- 
aspAoDshire  (with  Rutland  thrown  in),  Warwickshire  and 
Utcestershire ;  but  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  Essex  and  Kent, 
enjoyed  commissions  to  themselves  separately. 

Hie  oonmiisBions  did  not  authorize  the  commissioners  to  enter 
CB  the  Chantries,  but  only  to  survey  them  and  report  what  there 
vere. 

The  Certificates  thus  made  furnish  the  first  part  of  the  records 
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with  which  we  are  now  concerned.  Unfortunately  only  a  iew 
are  preserved;  and  most  nnfortonately  those  for  Oxford  aod 
Cambridge  are  not  preserved.  From  the  specimen  of  a  paro- 
chial return  given  at  Wisbech  (p.  20),  it  appears  that  as  late 
as  17th  May  the  returns  were  not  sent  in  to  the  commissioners; 
and  it  would  no  doubt  take  some  time  for  the  commissionere. 
to  draw  up  their  certificates  from  the  parochial  returns  and 
local  inquiries,  and  to  send  them  on  to  the  Court  of  Augmen- 
tations of  the  revenues  of  the  Crown. 

Canon  Dixon  says  (II.  p.  381) :  "  Before  the  end  of  the  year. 
Colleges,  Hospitals,  Chantries,  and  Free  Chapels  were  falling 
rapidly  to  the  king."  He  gives  a  list ;  but  the  list  does  not 
contain  a  single  College,  Hospital,  Chantry,  or  Free  Chapel 
which  fell  under  the  Act.  All  but  three,  on  his  own  showing, 
fell  before  it.  Of  these  three,  two  were  Thornton  College  and 
Fotheringhay  College,  which  appear  in  our  records,  and  were 
still  flourishing  in  1547.  Had  the  Canon  taken  the  trouble  to 
read  Rymer,  whom  he  quotes  as  his  authority,  he  would  have 
seen  that  those  two  Colleges  merely  granted  to  the  Mug- 
Thornton  one,  and  Fotheringhay  two— out-lying  rectories.  Kie 
third  institution,  a  Hospital  at  Arundel,  did  not  fall  under  the 
Chantries  Act,  but  was  surrendered  under  the  second  Act  for 
the  dissolution  of  monasteries,  which  specifically  included  Col- 
leges and  Hospitals. 

Rymer  does  (xv.  99)  give  one  veritable  instance  of  a  founda- 
tion which  was  seized  under  the  Chantries  Act.  This  the 
Canon  has  omitted.  It  was  S.  Edmund's  College,  Salisbuiy, 
and  the  return  in  the  case  expressly  refers  to  the  Statute.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Page,  in  his  Introduction  to  Yorkshire  ChanJtries 
(Surtees  Society,  1895),  doubts  whether  any  Chantries  fell  under 
the  Act.  The  only  instances  known — and  very  likely  there  are 
no  more — of  entry  under  the  Act,  besides  the  one  mentioned,  are 
the  Colleges  of  Tong,  Shropshire ;  Fleshy ;  Hastings ;  the  Hos- 
pital of  S.  Bartholomew  the  Cb:'eat ;  and  Chantries  at  Aid- 
winckle  and  Lufwick,  Northants;  and  Bakewell,  Derbyshire. 
These  were  not  taken  till  the  last  three  months  of  1546. 

They  appear  among  the  MisceUaTieous  Jiolls  of  Chancery 
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(Bnndld  xiii.,  File  5) ;  and  for  knowledge  of  them  I  am  indebted 
to  Mr.  E.  Salisbury  of  the  Record  Office. 

.Bat  apparently  Henry  had  a  fit  of  reaction  after  the  Chantries 
Act  was  passed.  He  is  reported  to  have  dissolved  Parliam^it 
with  a  speech  in  which  he  said  he  was  going  to  peform  Chan- 
tries, not  destroy  them.  Dr.  Crome  was  nearly  burnt  for 
abasing  Chantries  in  a  sermon.  If  any  were  seized  beyond  the 
few  mentioned,  they  were  very  few. 

Henry  died  in  January,  1547.  With  him  died  the  power 
t9  seiie  the  Chantries,  the  power  to  issue  a  commission  to  enter 
being,  as  we  have  seen,  limited  to  his  life  and  to  a  warranty 
imder  his  hand.    The  Chantries  were  thus  respited. 

IL  The  Chantries  Act  of  Edward  VI. 

One  of  the  first  Acts  of  Edward  VI.'s  first  Parliaments 
(I  Edward  VI.  c  14)  was  a  new  Chantries  Act.  This  went 
OQ  qmte  a  different  basis.  At  the  very  time  Henry  was  dissolv- 
ing the  Chantries  he  was  prosecuting  people  for  not  believing 
in  Purgatory.  The  Parliament  of  the  Protector  Somerset 
plioed  their  action  on  religious  grounds.  They  dissolved  the 
Chantries  because  they  condemned  the  objects  of  Chantries. 
They  considered  ^  that  a  great  part  of  superstition  and  errors  in 
Christian  religion  has  been  brought  into  the  minds  and  estimation 
of  men,  by  reason  of  their  ignorance  of  the  very  true  and  perfect 
nlntion  through  Christ  Jesus,  and  by  devising  and  fancying 
Ttin  opinions  of  purgatory  and  masses  satisfactory  to  be  done  for 
them  which  be  departed,  the  which  doctrine  and  vain  opinion 
hj  nothing  more  is  maintained  and  upholden  than  by  the  abuse 
of  trentals,  Chantries,  and  other  provisions  made  for  the  con- 
tinumce  of  the  said  blindness  and  ignorance.''  They  also 
ooondered  '^  that  the  alteration,  change  and  amendment  of  the 
aune,  and  converting  to  good  and  godly  uses,  as  in  erecting  of 
(huunar  Schools  to  the  education  of  youths  in  virtue  and 
Kodlinees,  the  further  augmenting  of  the  Universities,  and 
better  provision  for  the  poor  and  needy,  cannot  in  this  present 
PvUament  be  done,"  and  can  only  properly  be  done  by  the 
hing, "  with  and  by  the  advice  of  his  most  prudent  council.'' 
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They  also  remembered  luid  recited  the  two  chief  clauses  of  the 
Act  of  Henry.    They,  thereforei  vested  in  the  Crown  as  from 

•  Easter,  1648,  <'  All  Colleges,  Free  Chapels  and  Chantries,"  ''  Af 
Lands  given  for  the  finding  of  a  Stipendiary  Priest  for  ever," 
*^  All  rents  and  annuities  for  the  maintenance  of  any  Stipendiary 
Priest  for  ever,"  if  within  5  years  before  the  first  day  of 
Parliament  they  existed  or  were  so  applied.  All  these  weie 
included  in  the  former  Act.    By  other  sections  were  now  added 

^  lands  given  for  anniversaries,  obits,  lights  or  lamps,  kept  with- 
in 5  years  before.  As  regards  fraternities  and  brotherhoodi 
the  Act  is  difficult  to  construe.  It  gave  the  Crown  all  pay- 
ments, made  by  '^  corporations,  gtdlds,  fraternities,  companies 
or  fellowships  of  mysteries  or  crafts,"  for  priests,  obits,  etc ; 
and  also  ''  all  fraternities,  brotherhoods  and  guilds— other  than 
such  corporations,  etc.,  of  m3rst6ries  or  crafts  above  mentioned." 
The  words  are  not  very  well  put,  but  the  intention  ¥F0ald 
appear  to  have  been  to  exempt  from  the  Act  all  Craft  Guilds 
and  Town  Corporations. 

Hospitals  are  not  mentioned  in  the  Act.  Hence  such  as 
had  not  fallen  as  monasteries  through  being  served  by  canons 
regular,  or  had  not  been  surrendered,  escaped  further  moles- 
tation, though  a  good  many  of  them  appear  in  the  Certi- 
ficates. There  were  also  specially  exempted  from  the  Act, 
Colleges,  hostels,  and  halls  of  the  Universities,  and  Chantries 
therein ;  the  Free  Chapel  of  St.  G^rge  the  Martyr  in  the 
Castle  of  Windsor;  S.  Marie's  College  of  Winchester  by 
Winchester  of  the  foundation  of  Bishop  Wickham  ;  the  College 
of  Eaton;  the  parish  church  called  *' Chapel  in  the  Sea"  in 
Newton,  Isle  of  Ely.  Then  comes  a  very  big  exception  of 
'^  any  chapel  of  ease  "  or  '^  such  like,"  ''  whereunto  no  more  lands 
or  tenements  than  the  churchyard  or  a  little  house  or  close  door 
belong,"  and  lastly,  "  any  Cathedral  Churches  or  Colleges  where 
a  Bishop's  see  is."  The  Chantries  in  Cathedrals  are,  however, 
confiscated,  not  "  to  be  altered,"  as  in  the  Universities.  A  com- 
mission was  to  be  issued  under  the  (}reat  Seal  to  survey  all  lay 
corporations,  etc.,  "as  all  other  the  said  fraternities,  brother- 
hoods, or  Guilds,"  to  know  what  money  was  paid  for  priests, 
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oUts,  and  alao  to  inquire  wliat  lands  were  given  to  the  king  by 
tlieAct. 

Ji8  regazds  Schools,  section  2  of  the  Act  said  that  the  '^  Com- 
mifldonerB,  or  two  of  them  at  the  least,  shall  have  full  power 
to  assign,  and  shall  appoint,  in  every  place  where  a  Guild  or 
fraternity,  or  the  priest  or  incumbent  of  any  Chantry,  by  the 
&andati<m  ordinance,  or  the  first  institution  thereof,  should  or 
ought  to  have  kept  a  Grammar  School,"  and  has  done  so  since 
Michaelmafl  last,  ''lands,  tenements,  and  other  hereditaments 
of  any  such  chantry,  to  remain  and  continue  in  succession  to 
a  Schoolmaster  for  ever,  for  and  towards  the  keeping  of  a 
Grammar  School,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  appoint."  To 
meet  this  clause  in  the  Act,  the  Commissioners  of  Edward  VI. 
took  special  note  of  all  Grammar  Schools,  and  in  some  cases  of 
other  Schools  as  welL 

Preachers  were  included  with  Schools ;  while  other  special 
fhusoa  provided  that  a  vicar  should  be  endowed  sufficiently 
in  every  parish  church  which  was  a  College,  Free  Chapel  or 
Chantry ;  and  that  in  great  towns  lands  should  be  assigned  for 
one  or  more  priests. 

The  commissioners  were,  further,  ''  to  make  ordinances  and 
mhs  concerning  the  service,  uses  and  demeanour  of  every  such 
priest  and  Schoolmaster,  as  also  by  what  names  he  shall  be 
called." 

The  same  commissioners  were  also  to  assign  pensions  to  the 
iBeombents  whose  office  was  abolished;  and,  by  a  further 
dMse,  to  continue  any  money  or  other  benefits  which  the  poor 
bd  oat  of  the  dissolved  institutions.  By  another  special 
dsQse,  they  were  to  assign  to  fraternities,  brotherhoods,  or 
GvQds,  lands  for  the  maintenance  of  piers  and  sea-walls.  Their 
taignments  and  ordinances  were  to  have  the  force  of  an  Act  of 
Ptfliament.  Lastly,  every  conmiissioner  was  solemnly  charged 
by  the  Act,  "as  he  will  answer  before  God,  to  execute  the  com- 
nitnon  beneficially  towards  "  the  incumbents  aforesaid--which 
term  included  Schoolmasters — the  poor,  and  the  maintenance  of 
piers  and  sea-walls. 
Now,  if  this  Act  had  been  carried  out  as  was  intended,  and 
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the  Schools  treated  "  beneficially,"  it  would  have  been  difficult 
for  the  most  ardent  upholder  of   the  viciousness  of   the  Re- 
formers to  attack  it.    It  suited  Eroude  to  run  down  the  states^ 
men  of  Edward's  reign  by  way  of  foil  to  Henry  VULL.    But 
jthis  Act  is  a  far  more  statesmanlike  Act  than  that  of  Hemy, 
which  trusted  ever3rthing  to  the  arbitrary  will  of  that  arlntrary 
monarch.    It  bears  traces  of  discussion  and  amendment  while 
passing  through  Parliament,  as  in  the  insertion  of  the  dauee 
in  favour  of  sea-walls,  which  was  inserted  to  meet  the  opposi- 
tion of  the  members  for  Lynn,  and,  we  may  suppose,  of  otherS; 
whose  Guilds  carried  out  a  great  number  of  public  works  by 
eflFort  more  or  less  voluntary,  which  are  now  done  by  muni- 
cipal and  other  local  governments.    That  it  was  a  good  thing, 
per  8€,  to  abolish  the  bulk  of  the  Chantries,  there  can,  to  every 
reasonable    man.   Catholic    or  Protestant,  be   little   question. 
No  form  of  charitable  endowment  could  be  less  defensible  in 
\  theory,  or  less  beneficial  in  practice,  than  that  of  the  Chantry 
pure  and  simple.    To  set  one,  two,  or  even  three  or  more,  priests, 
educated  men,  or  supposed  to  be  educated,  to  spend  his  or  their 
days  in  singing  psalms,  or  saying  masses  at  a  salary  of  £5  a 
year,  (say  £60  to  £100  a  year  of  our  money,)  for  the  soul  of 
some  one  who  had  "  emigrated  from  this  light "  perhaps  two  or 
three  centuries  before,  and  was  in  most  cases  far  better  known 
by  his  Chantry  when  dead  than  he  had  ever  been  by  his 
charity  when  alive,  was  perhaps  as  great  a  waste  of  men  and 
money  as  could  well  be  conceived.    Prayers  for  the  dead  may, 
or  may  not,  commend  themselves  as  useful  or  meritorious;  but 
nired  prayers  for  the  dead  are  surely  superstitious.    Already  in 
Chaucer's  time  the  poor  priest  who — 

"  Ran  onto  London,  unto  St.  PouleSi 
To  seken  him  a  chanterie  for  sooles," 

was  an  object  of  well-merited  contempt.  The  records  of  South- 
well Minster  and  of  Wells  Cathedral,  and  those  hitherto  un- 
published at  York,  show  the  sort  of  life  those  people  led,  a  life 
not  tanding  to  edification.  It  was  probably  an  unmixed  good 
to  abolish  the  great   majority  of  them,  mere  living  prayer- 
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irheels  to  extract  the  well-to-do  departed  from  the  purgatory 
which  they  had  no  doubt  amply  earned. 

Bishop  Qardiner  himself  approved  of  the  Chantries  Act.  Id^ 
a  sermon  before  the  Court,  he  said :  "  If  Chantries  were  abused 
by  applying  the  Mass  for  the  satisfaction  of  sin,  or  to  brin^ 
men  to  heaven,  or  to  take  away  sin,  or  to  make  men  of  wicked, 
just,  I  like  the  Act  well.  I  that  allow  Mass  so  well,  and  I 
that  allow  praying  for  the  dead  (as,  indeed,  the  Dead  are  of 
Christian  charity  to  be  prayed  for),  yet  can  agree  with  the 
realm  in  the  matter  of  putting  down  Chantries."  (Blunt,  The 
Beformation,  U.  141,  quoting  Foxe,  VI.  87-93.) 

But  there  was  a  large  proportion  of  Chantry  priests,  who,  as 
these  records  show,  were  not  mere  chanters  of  masses.  Many 
of  them  were  curates  of  the  parish  church,  incumbents  of 
chapels  of  ease,  and  Ouild  chaplains  who  no  doubt  did  useful 
work.    For  these  due  provision  was  made  by  the  Act. 

The  abolition  of  the  Guilds  was  a  measure  of  far  more  doubt* 
ltd  policy.  The  Craft  Guilds  and  Town  Corporations  were 
exempt.  But  many  Guilds  were  swept  away,  which,  though 
nominally  perhaps  religious  Chiilds,  performed  in  fact  many  of 
the  fonctions  of  a  modem  municipality.  Many  more  were  at 
the  least  Burial  Clubs  and  Social  Clubs,  in  which  the  super- 
stitious use  was  a  mere  adjunct,  which  could  and  would  have 
been  dropped  without  materially  afiPecting  the  constitution  or 
objects  of  the  Ghiild«  It  was  very  hard  on  Stratford-on-Avon 
and  Birmingham  to  have  to  buy  back  their  bridge  funds  and 
dock  funds  and  poor  funds,  and,  in  the  case  of  Stratford,  their 
School  funds.  The  same  exemption  that  was  extended  to  funds 
for  sea  banks  maintained  by  Guilds  ought  to  have  been  extended 
to  funds  for  bridges  and  all  other  objects  of  public  utility. 

As  regards  Schools  too,  though  the  Act  provided  for  Grammar 
Schools,  it  made  no  provision  whatever  for  Song  Schools  or  Ele- 
mentary Schools,  whether  they  were  called  Song  Schools  or 
Writing  Schools,  or  were  merely  old  men  to  teach  the  ABC. 
This  was  a  grievous  omission.  The  SoUg  School,  no  doubt,  was 
ctpable  of  being  represented  as  a  seminary  of  superstition. 
Swn  the  Reading  School  might  be  so  looked  upon.    The  pro- 
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fessed  object  of  Primers  was  ''to  teach  a  child  to  help  a 
priest  to  sing."  But  it  must  have  been  perfectly  well  known 
that  some  were  for  the  most  part  mere  Musical,  and  others  mere 
Elementary,  Schools.  The  Grammar  Schools  throughout  were, 
as  we  have  said,  fairly  provided  for  in  the  Act  The  only  blot, 
and  it  is  a  grave  one,  was  that  the  Act  protected  only  Grammar 
Schools  which  were  so  by  "the  first  foundation  or  ordinance 
'  thereof  " ;  and  it  does  not  seem  to  protect  a  Grammar  School 
which  was  part  of  the  foundation  of  a  college.  Section  11  only 
speaks  of  places  where  "  Guild,  Fraternity,  the  priest  or  in- 
cumbent of  any  Chantry,"  should  or  ought  to  have  kept  a 
Grammar  School,  whereas  in  other  sections  Colleges  are  ex- 
pressly coupled  with  Chantries.  Perhaps,  however,  this  was 
only  a  slip  in  the  drafting  or  copying  of  the  Act,  because  in 
most  Colleges  the  (Grammar  School  is  reported  and  is  preserved, 
-as  in  Acaster  (p.  304),  Rotherham  (p.  306),  Southwell  (p.  171), 
Thornton  (p.  138). 

The  other  omission  was  more  fatal,  and  accounts  for  the  de- 
struction of  many  Schools  which  were  in  fact  maintained  by 
Ohantries  or  Guilds,  whether  these  were  bound  by  foundation 
to  maintain  them  or  not.  Besides,  the  Act  had  it  both  ways. 
If  the  School  did  not  appear  in  the  foundation,  it  was  sup- 
pressed, even  if  one  was  in  fact  kept.  On  the  other  hand, 
though  one  ought  to  have  been  kept  according  to  the  foun- 
dation, yet  if  in  fact  it  was  not  kept,  it  was  suppressed.  Such 
waa  the  case  of  the  wily  Hugh  Sherwood,  master  of  the 
School  founded  by  Bishop  Fitzjames  at  Bruton,  who,  "  endea- 
vouring himself  rather  to  live  licentiously  at  will  than  to 
travail  in  good  education  of  youth  according  to  the  godly 
foundation  of  the  said  School,"  "surrendered  the  lands  to 
the  king's  majesty  G  or  7  years  past,"  and  "  found  means  to 
obtain  by  decree  out  of  the  Court  of  Augmentations  for  term  of 
his  life  one  annuity  or  pension  of  £5,  and  the  Schoolhouse  with 
A  garden,"  and  4  acres  of  land,  "discharged  thereby  of  any 
further  free  teaching  or  keeping  of  School  there."  The 
inhabitants  represented  this  to  be  "  to  the  great  decay  of  vir- 
tuous bringing  up  of  youth  of  the  said  shire  in  all  good  learning, 
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as  also  of  mhabitants  of  the  Eling's  said  town  of  Braton,  of 
great  relief  that  came  thereby."  Whence  we  may  infer  that 
the  School  was  a  boarding  School,  or,  at  least,  that  boys  lodged 
in  the  town  to  attend  it.  Bruton  was  not  continued  by  the 
Conmiissioners,  and  no  doubt  others  were  in  like  case.  Bruton 
was  in  fact  afterwards  restored,  but  no  thanks  to  Mr.  Hugh 
Sherwoode. 

Subject  to  these  exceptions  the  Act  bid  fair  not  to  harm 
Schools. 

12.    Exeontion  x)f  the  Act. 

Oanon  Dixon's  account  (11.  498  seq.)  of  the  proceedings 
under  this  Act  is  highly  confused  and  erroneous.  ''  Instead  of 
commissioners  or  visitors  it  would  seem  that  injunctions  were 
sent  by  the  Council  into  every  parish  to  four  honest  persons 
at  the  least.  These  persons  were  enjoined  to  inquire,"  and 
so  on.  "In  this  artful  and  quiet  manner  there  was  wrought  a 
ruination,  which  was  only  inferior  in  extent  to  that  of  the  mon* 
asteries  themselves."  Then  he  proceeds  to  give  an  instance : 
^Tfae  old  College  and  sanctuary  of  St.  Martin  le  Grand  was 
BOW  given  to  the  Chapter  of  Westminster.  They  in  turn  sold 
the  bells,  etc."  Surely  Canon  Dixon  might  have  taken  the 
trouble  to  ascertain  the  facts  as  to  his  specimen  cases.  The 
College  of  St.  Martin  le  Qrand  was  not  "  given  to  the  Chapter 
of  Westminster,"  but  had  been  handed  over  to  Westminster 
▼hen  Westminster  was  still  an  Abbey,  by  Henry  VII.  The 
general  statement  is  founded  on  even  a  less  sure  foundation 
than  the  particular  example.  The  Canon  refers  in  a  note  to 
a  sbxgle  document  in  Burnet's  CoUectanea  (11.  xxvii.)  as  his 
authority.  It  will  be  hardly  believed  that  this  very  document, 
printed  at  full  length,  is  dated  4th  February,  27  Henry  Vm., 
tad  jet  the  Canon  builds  on  it  an  account  of  what  happened 
it  the  reign  of  Edward  VI. !  It  is  true  that  the  year  is  wrong ; 
it  should  be  87  Henry  Vul.,  as  is  clear  by  the  fact  that  the 
fint  signature  to  it  is  by  Robert  Holgate,  Archbishop  of  York, 
wlio  was  not  aj^inted  till  1546.  The  document,  signed  by 
Archbishop  Holgate,  and  by  9  others,  is,  in  fact,  a  specimen  of 
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the  inquiries  addressed  by  the  Chantry  Ccmunisaoners  tmdor 
Henry  Vili.'s  Act  to  the  parson  and  others  in  each  parish  in 
Yorkshire,  to  famish  the  information  on  which  their  Certificate 
was  to  be  based. 

It  shows,  therefore,  so  far  as  Henry  Vin.'s  Act  is  concerned, 
the  direct  opposite  to  what  Canon  Dixon  asserts.  Instead  of 
working  in  the  dark  and  quietly,  the  county  Commissioners 
sent  a  document  to  every  parish  to  get  on  the  spot  an  exact 
account  of  the  foundation  with  which  they  were  concerned. 
They  sent  to  the  people  who  ought  to  know  best,  being  also,  it 
must  be  remembered,  those  who  wouM  be  most  interested  in 
preserving  the  foundations,  especially  if  they  were  useful  to  tbe 
parish,  or  commended  themselves  to  the  parishioners.  Among 
our  records  there  is  a  single  specimen  of  one  of  these  parochial 
returns — that  for  Wisbech.  It  is  the  only  return  under  either 
of  the  Acts  for  Cambridgeshire,  and  makes  us  wish  we  had 
many  more  of  them.  To  make  confusion  worse,  the  Canon  has 
referred  us  for  specimens  of  conmussions  for  Chantries,  to  com- 
missions for  inquiries  as  to  church  goods,  not  issued  till  Felatiary 
1549.  So  that  difilutient  reigns,  dates,  and  subjects  are  treated  as 
all  one,  if  only  a  fling  at  the  Bef ormation  party  can  be  got  oat 
of  the  confusion. 

Hie  '^  artful  and  quiet  manner  "  in  which  the  Chantries  were 
dissolved  is  quite  imaginary.  Of  the  high-handed  and  hasty 
way  in  which  the  Act  was  carried  out,  complaint  might  he 
possible;  but  artful  and  quiet  are  about  the  last  epithets 
which  are  applicable.  The  commissions  under  the  later  Act 
were  made  in  precisely  the  same  way  as  those  under  the  former 
Act.  Separate  commissions  were  issued  for  the  counties  either 
singly  or  in  couples,  apparently  on  the  precedent  of  Henry's 
commission.  They  were  dated  14th  Februpxy,  1548,  just  two 
years  after  the  former  commission.  Some  of  the  commissioners 
were  the  same  persons.  They  were  selected  from  the  knights 
and  other  country  gentlemen  of  the  counties  conoemed,  with 
one  or  two  officials  thrown  in.  Partly  to  show  the  class 
of  persons,  partly  as  a  concession  to  the  genealogists,  I  have 
given   the  names  of  the  conmiissioners,  whenever  they  are 
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attached  to  the  Certificate  made  by  them.  The  only  marked 
difference  appears  to  be  that  bishops  were  as  conspicuous  by 
thttr  absence  among  Edward  VI. 's  commissioners,  as  they  were 
hy  their  presence  among  Henry's.  Here  are  the  lists  of  the 
two  sets  of  commissioners  for  the  groiq>ed  counties  of  Bucks 
and  Beds  as  a  specimen;  those  marked  with  a  star  being 
officials: —

There  is  nothing  hole  and  comer  about  the  composition  of 
either  commission ;  and  the  latter  is  the  stronger  of  the  two. 
To  show  the  terms  of  the  commission,  that  for  Kent,  which  is 
still  annexed  to  the  return  of  the  commissioners,  is  printed  in 
Part  EL  as  a  specimen. 

If  the  returns  under  these  commissions  had  been  as  full  as 
was  contemplated,  they  would  have  given  us  a  very  accurate 
notion  of  the  nature  and  date  of  these  foundations.  The  returns 
are,  in  fact,  little  more  than  summaries,  and  are  especially 
defective  on  the  heading  of  foundation. 

They  are,  for  the  purpose  of  Schools,  however,  more  illamin- 
ating  than  the  Certificates  under  the  first  Act,  by  reason  of 
section  2  quoted  above. 

13.    Commission  for  Continuance  of  Schools. 

Apparantly  the  Act  intended  that  the  same  commissioners  \ 
AoM  both  inquire  into  and  continue  the  Schools,  and  should 
pve  them  the  lands  of  the  institution  which  had  before  main- 
Uined  them,  or  other  lands  to  form  an  adequate  endowment. 
Unfortunately  it  was  not  so  interpreted.  The  continuance 
VIS  not  left  to  the  oommissioners  for  the  different  counties, 
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who  being  for  the  most  part  natives  of  the  counties,  ^nmU 
have  taken,  and  in  many  cases  show  by  their  recommenda' 
tions  that  they  did  take,  a  liberal  view  of  the  requirements 

/  of  the  localities.  It  was  reserved  for  a  different  commissioDr 
given  to  two  officials  of  the  Crown.  As  this  commission,  of 
great  importance  in  the  history  of  these  transactions,  is  quite 
tmknown  to  or  unnoticed  by  the  historians,  it  has  been 
printed  at  fall  length,  so  far  as  it  is  legible,  though  it  is  of 
portentous  bulk.  The  Certificates  of  the  county  commissionan» 
were  to  be  all  in  by  31st  May.    This  commission  is  dated  20th 

'  June.  It  appoints  Sir  Walter  Mildmay,  the  general  surveyor 
of  the  new  Court  of  Augmentations;  and  Robert  Eelway, 
"surveyor  of  our  liveries  in  our  Court  of  Wards,"  conunis- 
sioners.  Sir  Walter  Mildmay  is  of  course  a  well-known  person. 
He  was  a  Cambridge  man,  became  af  terwM:xls  Chancellor  of  the 
Court  of  Augmentations,  and  in  Elizabeth's  reign  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer.  He  turned  to  good  use  the  acquisitionsr 
which,  in  common  with  other  statesmen,  by  no  means  ex* 
cepting  the  Bomanizers,  he  got  from  the  confiscated  lands  hj 
founding  Emmanuel  College,  Cambridge—a  college  suspect  of 
Elizabeth  as  puritanical,  and  which  turned  out  very  advanced 
indeed.  He  even  himself  wrote,  according  to  Mr.  Mullinger,  Latin 
poems.  His  sympathies  therefore  were  likely  to  be  with  the 
encouragement  of  learning  and  the  maintenance  of  Grammar 
Schools.  Still,  an  official  charged  with  getting  in  money  at 
a  time  when  the  State  was  avoiding  bankruptcy  by  depre- 
ciating the  currency,  was  only  too  likely  to  take  an  "  official 
view."  Still  more  so  was  his  coadjutor,  Robert  Kelwaj. 
Kelway  was  an  Oxford  man,  took  no  degree,  went  to  the  Inner 
Temple,  wrote  Kelway's  Reports  temp.  Henry  VH.  and  Henry 
Yin.,  and  became  in  1552  a  sergeant-at-law.  He  was  one  ci  the 
coimty  commissioners  for  Beds,  Berks,  Devon,  Dorset,  Lanca- 
shire, Somerset  and  South  Wales,  so  that  he  probably  played  a 
more  important  part  in  the  matter  than  Mildmay.  He  seems 
to  have  been  a  mere  lawyer  and  official,  not  likely  to  care  much 
to  save  Ghiiunmar  Schools. 
To  these  two  was  practically  committed  the  settlem^it  of  the 
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whole  qaestdon  of  Secondary  Edacation  at  this  crisis.  The 
aoape  of  their  commission  included  not  only  the  continuance  of 
Schools  and  preachers,  but  also  the  assignment  of  vicars  and 
curates,  where  needed,  in  places  where  there  were  Colleges  or 
CSiantries,  money  for  the  poor  and  for  sea-banks,  and  also  the 
ungnment  of  pensions  to  those  who  were  disestablished.  The 
Schools  are  made  quite  a  subordinate  part  of  the  business  they 
had  to  do.  First  and  foremost  is  put  the  question  of  pensions. ' 
Only  when  that  is  disposed  of  are  the  commissioners  to  ''  cause 
any  ol  the  particular  surveyors  of  our  lands,  or  any  of  the 
ndit(»rs  of  the  Court  of  Augmentations,  to  make  collection  of  the 
number  of  Grammar  Schools  and  preachings  in  every  county 
that  have  been  kept  of  the  said  lands,  and  of  the  yearly  value 
of  the  lands  which  have  been  yearly  bestowed  towards  the 
laamtenance  thereof,  and  deliver  them  to  you ;  and  you  to  make 
declaration  thereof  to  us,  or  to  our  most  dear  uncle,  to  the 
intent  thereupon  to  take  order  for  the  continuance  or  altera- 
tioQ  of  the  same  Schools  and  preachings,  or  for  the  same  or 
other  to  be  newly  erected  in  such  places  in  every  county  as 
shall  be  thought  meet." 

Then  ''  We,  or  our  said  uncle,  may  signify  unto  you  our  plea- 
SVB,  by  word  of  writing,  how  many  Gbrammar  Schools  shall  be 
tfeetad  and  have  continuance  in  every  county,  and  how  much 
hods  and  other  yearly  pensions,  annuities,  or  other  profits, 
■ball  be  appointed  for  the  maintenance  of  eveiy  one  of  the 
Bae."  The  commissioners  are  empowered  to  assign  lands 
nd  tenements,  or  else  rents  and  yearly  pensions  "  toward  the 
beping  of  80  many  Grammar  Schools  "  and  Hospitals,  as  the 
"dear  unole"  shall  appoint.  ''Books,"  i.e.  deeds,  are  to  be 
**da  of  the  same,  under  the  advice  of  the  Attorney  and 
Solieitof^GeDeral,  and  the  Attorney-Generals  of  the  Augmen- 
ttticna,  and  Wards  and  Liveries,  and  Court  of  First  Fruits,  and 
othsB.  The  ''books"  are  then  to  be  presented  "  to  us  and 
to  our  Council,"  to  be  signed.  This  was  all  very  well,  especially 
M  it  was  prefaced  by  a  declaration  that  "  We,  minding  to 
««ct  divers  and  sundry  Grammar  Schools  in  every  county  in 
EBglud  and  Wales,  for  the  educati<m  and  bringing  up  youth 
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in  virtue  and  learning  and  godliness,  by  the  advice  of  oor 
dearest  Uncle  Somerset  the  Protector,  will  and  command  yon" 
to  do  all  this. 

Bat  the  whole  thing  was  vitiated  by  the  fatal  addiiaon  : 
''  And  forasmuch  as  present  order  and  direction  cannot  be 
had  and  taken,  for  and  concerning  the  said  Grammar 
Schools  and  preachers,  and  for  the  continuance  or  alteration 
of  the  same  "  and  all  the  rest  of  it :  "  Our  pleasure  is  that  so 
much  money  as  heretofore  hath  been  yearly  employed  towards 
the  maintenance  of  any  such  Schools,  preachings,  School* 
masters,"  etc.,  "  shall  be  paid  from  Easter  last,  to  the  sns- 
tentation  of  the  same,  in  such  manner  as  the  same  has  been 
used  to  be  paid ;  until  such  time  as  other  order  and  direction 
shall  be  taken  therein,  in  manner  afore  rehearsed."  And  so 
they  were  directed  to  issue  their  warrants  accordingly,  on  the 
strength  of  the  certificate  of  any  of  the  said  auditors  or  par- 
ticular surveyors,  or  any  of  their  deputies.  It  therefore  came 
down  to  this,  that  the  question  of  Schools  was  really  settled 
by  the  clerk  of  a  person  who  occupied  the  same  sort  of  posi- 
tion as  a  local  agent  of  the  Woods  and  Forests  now.  He  took 
out  of  the  Certificates  what  Schools  were  kept  and  were  to  be 
kept,  and  Mildmay  and  Kelway  signed  the  warrants,  which  the 
deputy  of  a  deputy  of  a  deputy  drew  up.  No  wonder  that  the 
whole  business  was  polished  off  in  a  month,  and  the  continuance 
warrants  all  duly  signed  and  done  with  on  the  20th  July. 

In  such  a  fiasco  ended  the  great  promises  of  Henry  to  his 
Parliament,  and  the  expressed  will  of  the  Parliament  of 
Edward  VI.  for  the  reform  of  Chantries  and  the  advancement  of 
learning.    For  most  of  the  Schools  the  "  other  order  "  never  came. 

It  is  to  the  proviso  of  this  commission  that  we  owe  the 
two  sets  of  documents  which  complete  our  records.  First, 
the  Brief  Certificate,  or  abstract  of  the  County  Commissioners' 
Certificate,  drawn  up  by  the  local  surveyor : — a  good  specimen  is 
that  for  Cornwall  (p.  9).  Second,  the  Warrants  for  continuing 
Schools  (which  included  also  vicars,  preachers,  sea-banks,  and 
the  poor)  signed  by  Mildmay  and  Kelway.  These  are  all  in 
the  same  form  as  that  given  in  full  for  Bedfordshire  (p.  5). 
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It  should  be  added  that  the  Dachy  of  Lancaster  was  treated 
separately  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  and  the  Certificate  for 
Schools  in  the  Dachy  was  not  signed  until  the  11th  of  August 
(pp.  123,  etc.). 

An  interesting  point  about  these  commissions  is  that  it  lays 
down  a  fixed  scale  on  which  pensions  are  to  be  awarded  to  the 
dispossessed,  showing  that  it  was  not  left,  as  seems  to  have 
been  generally  supposed,  to  the  arbitrary  discretion  of  the  com^ 
missioners  in  each  case.  The  scale  is  a  liberal  one  on  the 
whole.  A  person  with  an  income  of  £5  and  under  got  a  pen- 
sion to  the  whole  amount : 

Above  £5  and  under  £6  Ids.  4d.,  £&. 
£6  IBs.  4d.  and  under  £10,  £6; 
„      £10  and  under  £20,  £6  IBs.  4d. 
This  last  sum  seems  rather  small,  but  as  £5  was  an  adequate 
livdihood,  perhaps  it  was  thought  that  £6  135.  4d.  was  luxury, 
tod  you  could  want  no  more.    These  pensions  were  to  be  paid 
without  fine  or  fee — a  necessary  provision  in  those  days  of  fee- 
pud  officials,  the  officials  being  paid  out  of  the  "suppressed 
lands."    The  pensions  seem  to  have  been  very  fairly  paid  on  the 
whole. 

The  erroneous  account  given  by  Canon  Dixon  of  the  Commis- 
sions of  Inquiry  under  the  Chantries  Act  has  been  criticised. 
That  account  was  accuracy  itself  compared  to  the  extraordinary 
version  given  by  a  writer  in  Social  Bhigiand  (iii.  265)  of  the 
Schools  Continuance  Commisdon.  '^The  suppression  of  the 
iBonasteriee  was  seriously  felt  in  the  matter  of  the  education 
o(  yoath.  The  monks  had  always  taken  care  of  that ;  and  the 
sodden  failure  in  tMs  respect  was  so  felt  that  in  2  Edward 
VL,  Letters  Patent,  dated  20th  June,  1549,  were  issued, 
sppointiug  certain  commissioners  to  take  diverse  orders  for 
the  maintenanoe  and  continuance  of  'scollers,  priests,  and 
cmutes,'  and  other  matters  relating  to  the  poor — which  neces- 
Mrily  embraced  the  question  of  education.  We  hear  all  over 
the  ooontry  of  Edward  VI.  Gbummar  Schools — and  many  were 
provided  by  his  Letters  Patent,  but  they  mostly  received  very 
httle,  if  any,  endowment  from  the  forfeited  estates,  and  were 
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like  Christ's  Hospital  and  the  other  London  hospitals,  cheap 
advertisements  of  their  royal  patron  and  his  advisers." 

The  writer  thns  imputes  a  commission,  arising  from  the 
confiscation  of  Chantries  and  Colleges,  to  the  confiscation  d 
monasteries  nine  years  before ;  he  treats  the  commission  as  if  it 
were  an  isolated  measure  of  reform,  and  not  a  mere  ministerial 
resultant  of  the  Chantries  Act ;  he  or  his  authority  had  mis* 
read  ''  scolem"  "  into  "  scollers  " ;  while,  instead  of  the  Schods 
re-founded  by  Letters  Patent,  receiving  little,  if  any,  endowment 
from  the  forfeited  estates,  they  received  it  all  from  these  estates, 
and  very  good  endowments  too. 

The  only  pity  was  that  so  few  were  re-founded  by  Letters 
Patent.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  Protector  Somerset 
intended  to  make  the  "  further  order  "  contemplated  by  the  Con- 
tinuance Commissioners'  Warrants.  Wars  abroad,  risings  at 
home,  a  constant  struggle  for  power  and  for  life,  and  the  resulting 
empty  exchequer,  prevented  the  ''  further  order  "  being  made. 

14.    Re-foundation  of  Schools. 

Among  people  interested  in  education  there  was  great  dis- 
satisfaction at  the  way  the  Act  was  carried  out.  Latimer 
frequently  refers  to  the  matter  in  general  terms,  while  the 
sermons  of  Lever,  Master  *of  St.  John's,  Cambridge,  before  £d* 
ward  VI.  in  1560  (p.  81,  Arber's  Reprint)  go  into  particulars. 
^*  Pleaseth  it  your  Majesty  with  your  honourable  council  for 
the  reverence  of  Otod,  the  pity  of  the  poor,  and  the  godly  zeal 
that  ye  have  to  good  learning,  hear  what  hath  been  done  in 
your  time."  He  then  quotes  the  Act  as  to  Schools,  and  con- 
tinues :  ''  But  now  many  Grammar  Schools  be  taken,  sold,  and 
made  away  to  the  great  slander  of  you  and  your  laws,  to  the 
grievous  offence  of  the  people,  to  the  most  miserable  drowning 
of  youth  in  ignorance,  and  sore  decay  of  the  Univeisities. 
There  was  in  the  North  country,  amongst  the  rude  people  in 
knowledge,  a  Qrammar  School  founded,  having  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge  of  the  same  foundation  8  scholarships, 
ever  replenished  with  the  scholars  of  that  School,  which  School 
is  now  sold,  decayed,  and  lost.    Mo[re]  there  be  of  like  sort 
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handled.  Bat  I  recite  this  only,  because  I  know  that  the  sale 
of  it  was  once  stayed  by  charity,  and  yet  afterwards  brought 
to  paaa  by  bribery,  as  I  heard  say.  .  .  .  For  Ghxi's  sake,  you 
that  be  in  authority,  look  upon  it.  For  if  ye  wink  at  such 
matters  God  will  scowl  upon  you."  In  another  sermon,  in 
December  the  same  year,  he  refers  to  the  same  subject.  ''  Look 
whether  there  was  not  a  great  number  of  both  learned  and 
poor  that  might  have  been  kept  ...  in  the  Universities  I 
Tea,  and  in  the  country  many  Grammar  Schools,  founded  of  a 
godly  intent  to  bring  up  poor  men's  sons  in  learning  and 
virtue,  now  be  taken  away  by  reason  of  the  greedy  covetous- 
oesB  of  you  that  were  put  in  trust  by  God  and  the  king  to 
erect  and  make  Grammar  Schools  in  many  places;  and  had 
neither  commandment  nor  permission  to  take  away  the  School- 
masters' living  in  any  place.  I  know  what  ye  do  say  and 
hrag  in  some  places,  that  ye  have  done  as  ye  were  commanded, 
▼ith  as  much  charity  and  liberality  towards  both  poverty  and 
leanuDg,  as  your  commission  would  bear  and  suffer. 

"Take  heed  whom  ye  slander.  For  God's  word  and  the  king's 
laws  be  open  tmto  every  man's  eyes ;  and  by  every  commission 
<iirected  according  unto  them,  ye  both  might  and  should  have 
given  away  much,  whereas  ye  have  taken  much  away. 

"Take  heed  unto  the  king's  statutes.  There  ye  shall  find 
that  the  Nobles  and  Commons  do  give,  and  the  king  doth  take 
iato  his  hands  Abbeys,  Colleges,  and  Chantries,  for  erecting  of 
Orammar  Schools,  the  godly  bringing  up  of  youth,  the  further 
lagmeating  of  the  Universities,  and  better  provision  for  the 
poor.  This  shall  ye  find  in  the  Acts  of  Parliament  and  in  the 
kiag's  statutes.  But  what  shall  be  found  in  your  practice  and 
in  your  deeds? 

"  Sorely  the  putting  down  of  Grammar  Schools,  the  devilish 
<irowning  of  youth  in  ignorance,  the  utter  decay  of  the  Universi- 
tiea." 

It  was  no  doubt  owing  to  such  appeals  as  these,  public  and 
private,  that  the  restoration  of  some  Ghrammar  Schools  began. 
Ssdbergh  was  the  School  referred  to  in  Lever's  sermon,  having 
been  {oonded  by  Dr.  Lupton  of  that  College  (p.  308)  9th  March, 
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152| ;  and  Sedbergh  was  ordered  to  be  re-founded  on  20ih 
February,  1551.  '^  Make  a  grant  of  the  premises  for  a  Free 
Grammar  School  to  be  erected  in  Scadburgh  (mc)  in  consider- 
ation of  a  School  there  before,  the  lands  whereof  are  sold  by 
the  King's  Majesty."  The  re-foundation  was  a  fair  instance  of 
robbing  Peter  to  pay  Paul.    The  new  endowment  was  made  up

It  is  these  warrants  which  form  the  last  class  of  documents 
given  in  this  book.  They  are  not  strictly  within  its  title :  bat 
they  have  been  collected  at  the  Eecord  Office  in  the  same  bundle 
with  the  Continuance  Warrants,  and  shed  so  much  light  on 
the  methods  of  precedure,  adopted  in  the  re-establishment  of  those 
schools  which  were  re-established,  that  they  have  been  included. 
There  are  only  14  in  all,  and  nearly  all  in  the  fifth  year  of 
Edward's  reign,  i.e.  1551-2,  but  the  first  in  1550. 

It  is  the  fashion  to  abuse  Dudley,  Duke  of  Northumberland, 
because  he  tried  to  prevent  Mary  from  coming  to  the  throne, 
and  from  creating  a  reaction,  or,  perhaps,  undoing  altogether  the 
Protestant  Revolution.  Yet  Mary's  reign  should  give  pause  to 
those  who  blame  him,  and  raise  a  doubt  whether  he  did  not 
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posaess  trae  iuBight,  when  he  tried  to  prevent  her  from  reigning. 
At  all  events  he,  if  any  one,  is  entitled  to  what  credit  there  is 
in  Edward  VI. 's  School  foundations.  Except  for  a  few  Colleges 
like  Crediton,  St.  Mary  Ottery,  and  Maidstone,  where  the 
arrangements  for  re-foundation  had  been  made  under  Henry 
VlLL,  there  was  scarcely  a  School  re-founded  till  the  Duke  of 
Northumberland  came  into  power.  The  Protector  Somerset  was 
sent  to  the  Tower  in  January,  1560.  Among  the  first  Schools 
to  he  re-founded  was  Sherborne,  the  charter  for  which  became  a 
model  for  the  rest  "  The  ELing's  Majesty,  by  the  advice  of  his 
Privy  Council,  is  pleased  and  contented  that  a  Free  Grammar 
School  shall  be  erected  and  established  in  Sherborne,"  on  29th 
March,  Edward  VI.,  1560.  The  actual  Charter  was  dated  ISth 
May,  1550.  The  lands,  as  in  the  case  of  Sedbergh,  were  not  the 
lands  which  had  previously  supported  the  School.  They  were 
tbe  lands  of  the  Chantries  of  Martock,  Somerset ;  S.  Katherine's 
Chantry,  GKIlingham ;  Gybbon's  Chantry  in  Lychett  Matravers ; 
the  free  chapel  of  Thornton  in  Mamehull  parish;  and  thirty 
ieres  of  land  belonging  to  S.  Katherine's  Chantry  at  Dminster. 
The  dear  yearly  value  was  £20,  with  ISs.  4d.  reserved  as  rent 
totheCrown.  "  A  Bill "  was  "  to  be  devised  "  to  vest  these  in 
ft  corporation  of  governors  '^  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and 
pirisL"  The  School  itself  had  existed  long  before  the  dissolu- 
tion of  S.  Mary's  Priory. 

When  people  talk  of  such  endowments  as  ''  small,"  they  talk 
igoorantly.  £20  a  year  was  a  very  good  endowment — the  pay  of 
t  well-paid  canon.  The  endowments  of  Sherborne  School,  even 
in  these  days  of  agricultural  depression,  are  worth  £1,270  a  year, 
or  lixty  times  the  original  value ;  though,  according  to  Carlisle, 
they  were  '^  formerly  much  neglected,  if  not  abused."  If  all  the 
Schools  which  had  £20  a  year  in  1547,  or  even  those  which  had 
£10  a  year,  or  £5  a  year,  had  been  left  in  possession  of  their 
liads,  they  would  have  been  amply  endowed.  The  Ghiild  of 
Birmiogham  bought  back  its  £21  a  year  clear.  In  this  case, 
IS  a  specimen,  I  have  set  out  all  the  '^  parcels."  They  were 
tnements  in  Dalend,  Chapel  Street,  English  Market,  New 
Street,  High  Street,  Mulle  (?  Mill)  Street,  Edgbaston  Street, 
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Mercers'  Street,  the  Bullring,  Well  Street,  Park  Street,  and  tlie 
Foreign  (forennseca,  the  part  outside  the  old  borough),  by  the 
Lake  meadow,  Eotten  Field,  the  Butts,  producing  their  !«.,  ds., 
5^.  a  tenement,  or  Ss.  to  36^.  Sd.  for  a  piece  of  meadow  or 
pasture.  These  same  lands,  growing  with  the  growth  of  Bir- 
mingham, now  produce  more  than  £30,000  a  year,  keepuig  the 
High  School  and  half  a  dozen  other  flourishing  Grammar 
Schools  for  both  sexes.  Call  you  that  a  small  endowment? 
Yet  it  is  with  little  exception,  if  any,  nothing  but  the  old 
endowment,  developed  with  the  development  of  the  place. 

Take  again  Macclesfield  Ghi'ammar  School.  Its  original  lands 
were  given  back  to  it,  together  with  part  of  the  endowment  of 
the  great  College  of  St.  John  Baptist,  Chester,  the  original 
Chester  Cathedral,  a  magnificent  building  standing  on  Dee  side, 
the  tower  of  which  the  negligence  of  modem  times  has  allowed 
to  go  to  ruin  in  the  present  century.  The  total  value  of  the 
School  endowment  was  £21  4s.  It  has  not  received  any  notaUe 
or  known  increment,  but  its  income  is  now  £1,600  a  jrear, 
according  to  the  Secondary  Education  Commission,  and  its 
Grammar  School  is  in  a  highly  flourishing  condition. 

Stourbridge  had  only  £17  lOs.  8d.,  clear,  given  it,  but  it  now 
has  close  on  £900  a  year.  In  some  cases,  as  in  Crediton,  Ottery 
S.  Mary's,  Wimbome,  where  in  the  re-endowment  School  and 
Church  were  mixed,  the  School  has  been  sacrificed  to  the 
Church,  but  even  the  endowment  of  Crediton  School  is  £880 
a  year,  and  of  Wimbome  £482.  It  is  really  sickening  to 
think  what  endowments  have  been  lost  to  education  by  the 
fatal  qtumsqtce  order.  If  the  State  had  benefited,  it  would  not 
have  mattered  so  much.  But  the  "  unearned  increment "  has 
not  come  to  the  State,  but  to  the  private  purchasers ;  and  the 
loss  is  incalculable.  All  honour  then  to  John  Dudley,  Duke  of 
Northumberland,  who  at  least  saved  from  the  wreck  all  that 
was  saved.  Whatever  his  other  demerits  may  have  been,  even 
to  the  pardonable  weakness  of  recanting  his  views  on  the  other 
world  for  the  sake  of  remaining  a  little  longer  in  this,  he 
should  be  regarded  as  the  true  patron  saint  of  the  Ghrammar 
Schools  of  Gbrantham,  and  Louth,  and  Morpeth,  of  Birmingham 
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and  Macclesfield,  and  of  the  '^ Public  Schools"  of  Sedbergh, 
Sherborne,  and  Shrewsbury.  By  their  wealth  and  by  their  good 
works  we  can  measure  the  loss  sustained  by  their  contem- 
pofaries  and  compeers,  which  was  restricted  to  a  fixed  sum, 
adequate  enough,  in  some  cases,  at  the  time,  but  long  since 
ahnmk  into  a  miserable  pittance. 

15.    Documents  of  Dissolution. 

Under  the  general  heading  of  Certificates  of  Colleges  and 
Chantries,  there  have  been  collected  and  catalogued  in  the 
Record  Office  three  distinct  sets  of  documents.  The  calendar  or 
catalogue  gives  no  indication  of  the  set  to  which  any  particular 
document  bebngs.    They  are : 

L  The  Certificates  under  the  Chantries  Act  of  Henry  VIII. 

2.  The  Certificates  under  the  Chantries  Act  of  Edward  VI. 

3.  Abstracts  of  the  Certificates  under  the  Act  of  Edward  VI., 
oompiled  for  the  purpose  of  the  assignment  of  pensions ;  or,  in  the 
caae  of  those  persons,  such  as  Schoolmasters,  Vicars,  and  Curates, 
who  were  continued,  an  order  to  that  effect,  and  the  amount  of 
aahrieB  assigned  to  them. 

In  these  documents  the  whole  of  North  Wales  is  treated  as  a 
on^  county,  and  the  whole  of  South  Wales,  with  Monmouth- 
shire, as  another.  There  are  several  cases  of  linked  battalions, 
fierkahire  and  Hampshire  being  joined  in  a  single  commission, 
as  are  also  Bucks  and  Beds ;  Oxford  with  Northampton  and 
Kntland ;  while  Lancashire  is  treated  apart  in  the  records  of 
the  Duchy  of  Lancaster.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  York  and  the 
East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  are  regarded  as  a  separate  county,  and 
te  West  Riding  is  so  vast  as  to  occupy  several  rolls,  separately 
Qunbered  as  Certificates,  while  there  is  a  distinct  document  for 
the  Island  of  Jersey.  Allowing  for  these  divergencies,  there 
"hoold  be,  on  an  avtttige,  a  Certificate  of  each  class  for  each 
ooonty,  treating  North  and  South  Wales  as  one  county,  about 
l^malL 

There  are,  in  fact,  about  110  documents  classed  as  Chantry 
Certificates.  Unfortunately,  they  do  not  include  anything  like 
one  Certificate  of  each  class  for  each  county.

84  DOCUMENTS  OF  DISSOLUTION 

In  the  first  place,  there  are  a  large  number  of  docomfints 
included  which  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  Colleges  and 
Chantries  under  the  Acts,  including  reports  of  commissions  for 
inquiry  as  to  certain  monasteries  in  Hampshire  and  WiltshireY 
in  Norfolk  and  in  Surrey ;  and  as  to  Fricurs'  Houses  in  Hamp- 
shire, "Wiltshire,  and  Gloucestershire.  One  so-called  Chantry 
Certificate  is  a  Eental  of  some  former  Chantry  land  so  late  as 
1610.  Three  are  account  rolls  of  the  College  of  Fotheringhay; 
another  is  a  commission  and  return  as  to  the  surrender  of  the 
College  of  Ottery  S.  Mary,  dissolved  at  least  6  months  before 
the  Chantries  Act.  These  last  have,  however,  yielded  evi- 
dence of  Schools,  and  have  been  used.  Perhaps  the  most  in- 
teresting of  these  extraneous  documents  is  a  statement  of  the 
<'  Possessions  of  late  erected  Colleges  and  Cathedral  Churches  to 
be  surrendered  and  assigned  to  the  king's  two  Colleges  in  Oxford 
and  Cambridge."  Then  there  are  divers  duplicates,  in  whole  ot 
in  part,  of  various  Certificates ;  and  special  Certificates,  such  as 
one  for  Warwickshire  taken  in  Henry  VIII.'s  reign,  of  Chantries 
dissolved  without  licence.  There  are  only  8  counties  which  are 
fully  represented  in  the  three  classes,  viz.,  Cornwall,  Essex, 
Gloucestershire,  Northumberland,  Staffordshire,  Warwickshire, 
Wilts,  and  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  In  the  other 
extreme,  Norfolk  has  no  Certificate,  though  2  documents,  so- 
called,  are  included:  one  an  account  of  religious  houses,  the 
other  a  valuation'  of  stone,  timber,  etc.,  of  a  College  near 
Norwich.  Surrey  is  represented  by  a  fragment  of  a  return  as  to 
religious  houses.  Cambridge  has  no  county  Certificate,  and 
only  a  single  return  from  Wisbech ;  while  Huntingdon  is  repre- 
sented by  nothing  at  all.  Of  the  Certificates  under  Henry 
VIII.  *s  Act)  only  23  remain ;  of  the  Certificates  under  Edward 
VI.*s  Act,  31  exist ;  but  of  the  Pension  Certificates,  only  20. 

It  is  extraordinary  that  these  Chantry  Certificates  have  not 
long  ago  been  printed  and  published  in  full.  They  are  mines  of 
information  about  the  fabric  and  history  of  the  churches,  and 
would  be  invaluable  to  the  topographer,  the  genealogist,  and  the 
historian  generally.  For  one  thing  they  very  frequently  give 
the  number  of  howseling  people  or  communicants  in  varioos 
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places,  from  which  a  very  fair  estimate  can  be  formed  of  popu- 
lation. In  London  especially  the  number  is  given  parish  by 
parish,  and  with  an  absence  of  round  figures  which  inspires 
confidence  for  the  formation  of  a  complete  census  of  the  London 
of  that  day.  One  would  have  thought  that  any  county  archaeo- 
logical society  would  have  chosen  these  Certificates  to  be  amongst 
its  earliest  pubHoations.  Yet  the  only  societies  that  have 
printed  any  are  the  Chetham  Society  for  Lancashire,  the  Somerset 
AiduBological  Society,  and  the  Surtees  Society  for  Yorkshire. 
That  Lincolnshire  and  Warwickshire  should  have  neglected 
theirs,  full  as  they  are  of  the  most  curious  and  interesting 
details,  is  inexplicable.  To  Mr.  W.  H.  Page,  the  Editor  of  the 
Yorkshire  Chantries^  I  am  indebted  for  being  able  to  "  lift " 
Inlily  the  extracts  bearing  on  Schools,  relying  on  their  accu- 
racy; to  the  Somerset  Society  also.  The  Chetham  Society's 
volume,  though  distinguished  by  a  mass  of  genealogical  anno- 
tation, is  edited  in  such  a  confused  fashion,  not  distinguishing 
between  Henry's  and  Edward's  Certificates,  and  not  giving  the 
latter,  except  by  reference,  that  I  had  to  go  to  the  originals. 

In  the  other  counties,  where  the  Certificates  have  not  been 
puUished,  I  have  perforce  gone  to  the  originals  and  extracted  all 
that  I  could  find  relating  to  Schools  and  exhibition  foundations. 
It  is  hoped  that  no  Grammar  Schools  are  omitted,  though  it  is 
lardly  to  be  expected  that  none  have  been  overlooked.  Several  ^ 
Song  Schools,  or  choristers'  exhibitions,  have'  been  passed  over, 
■■  I  had  not  realized  the  desirability  of  including  them  all  till 
nj  search  was  far  advanced. 

For  the  transcripts  of  the  extracts  I  am  indebted  to  Miss 
Edith  Salisbury.  Her  transcripts  have  only  one  fault — that  they 
spoil  the  printer  through  the  excellence  of  her  ealigr-aphyr- 
They  are  most  trustworthy.  Wherever  I  have  challenged  her 
nodering,  because  aliunde  I  knew  a  wrong  statement  was 
Bade,  or  because  from  internal  evidence  it  appeared  to  be  wrong 
or  doubtful,  a  reference  to  the  original  has  invariably  proved 
^t  if  there  was  an  error,  it  was  not  hers. 

The  extracts  have,  as  a  rule,  been  confined  religiously  to  the 
pvtinent  part  of  the  Certificates,  though  a  few  lapses  from  the 
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rule  have  taken  place  for  special  reasons.  The  extracts  also, 
as  a  rule,  abstain  from  giving  the  details  of  the  property  of  te 
Schools.  In  most  cases  the  details  are  not  given  in  the  original 
Certificates,  but  in  schedules  which  were  either  attached  to  or 
sent  with  them.  Where  they  are  given,  they  swell  the  balk 
of  the  entry  too  much  for  its  special  purpose,  however  nsehil 
they  might  be  to  the  local  topographer  or  the  local  geneal(^^ 
An  indication  is  given  where  these  details  are  omitted  by  placing 
the  words  "rents"  or  "farms"  {redditibtM,  or  firmis)  in  brackets. 
In  the  case  of  the  grant  of  Birmingham  Orammar  School,  the 
whole  details  of  the  lands  are  given  as  a  specimen ;  and  in  the 
case  of  the  Trinity  Guild  at  Coventry,  the  names  of  the  streets 
in  which  the  property  lay.  I  have  also  yielded  to  temptatioD 
in  Shrewsbury,  and  given  the  Certificates  as  to  the  pre-Conquest 
collegiate  churches  of  S.  Mary  and  of  S.  Chad,  and  the  Craft 
Guilds  connected  with  them,  as  somewhere  amongst  them  ought 
to  be,  but  is  not,  found  the  Grammar  School,  which  must  have 
preceded  Edward  VI.'s  foundation  of  the  present  School,  with 
the  spoils  of  those  churches.  I  have  yielded  also  to  a  similar 
temptation  in  giving  all  the  Chantries  at  Walsall,  in  Stafford- 
shire. A  curious  thing  happened  in  this  case.  The  original 
Certificate,  which  misled  me,  had  already  misled  Edward  VL'e 
commissioners.  Against  WalsaU  apparently  was  written 
in  the  margin  Continuatur  Schola  quou9que^  "  the  School 
is  continued  till  further  orders."  Accordingly  a  continuance 
warrant  was  made  out  continuing  Walsall  School,  and  assign- 
ing to  the  master  the  salary  of  £3  2b,  2d.  When,  however, 
it  came  to  transcribing,  it  appeared  that  the  words  did  not 
apply  to  Walsall  at  all,  but  to  the  next  entry  below  it,  and 
that  Walsall,  which  really  had  no  School,  was  thus  enriched 
at  the  expense  of  EccleshaU.  To  make  the  matter  still  more 
-complicated,  the  officer  of  the  court  said,  apropos  of  the  Chantry 
School  at  Shenston,  "  This  School  is  thought  meet  to  be  re- 
moved to  Walsall,  a  great  town  about  three  miles  thence." 
Owing  however  (apparently)  to  the  muddle  about  EccleshaU 
this  was  not  done,  and  Shenston  School  was  continued  at  Shen- 
ston.   Walsall  afterwards  procured  a  grant  of  its  own  Chan- 
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tries  early  in  Maxy's  first  year,  which  looks  suspiciously  as  if 
it  had  been  arranged  by  Dudley,  Doke  of  Northumberland,  in 
Edward's  reign ;  but  whether  poor  Eccleshall  ever  recovered 
its  property  and  its  School,  thus  taken  from  it  in  error,  I  am 
not  aware.  Walsall  School  now  divides  its  income  between  two 
flourishing  Schools,  one  for  each  sex. 

The  extracts  show  that  the  merit  of  the  various  Certificates 
from  the  School  point  of  view  is  most  unequal.  It  is  quite  clear 
that  the  commissioners  varied  very  much  in  their  desire  to  pre- 
serve such  of  the  threatened  instituticms  as  were  really  useful 
for  educational  purposes.  In  the  Certificates  under  Henry 
VllL's  Act,  which  paid  no  particular  attention  to  Schools  and 
did  not  profess  to  regard  them.  Schools  are  but  seldom  men- 
^oned,  except  in  such  cases  as  Winchester  and  Eton,  Bother- 
ham  and  Stillingfleet,  where  the  whole  purpose  of  the  foundation 
WIS  educational,  and  the  stipends  of  the  educational  officers  had 
to  be  stated.  Even  in  these  cases— at  least  at  Winchester — it. 
b  noticeable  how  the  School  portion  is  thrust  into  the  back- 
ground as  far  as  possible.  At  Winchester,  for  instance,  the 
Choristers',  or  Song  School  master  is  put  before  the  Head-master, 
or,  as  he  is  called,  the  Ghrammar  School  master ;  and  both  are 
relegated  to  a  quite  inconspicuous  and  subordinate  position. 
Was  the  object  to  treat  the  College  as  being  merely  one  of  the 
Qsoal  type  of  collegiate  churches — a  place  for  the  multiplication 
of  serrices  and  devotions,  in  which  a  School  was  quite  a  subor- 
dioate  institution, — so  that  it  might  perish  *as  a  mere  abode  of 
•npvstitian,  instead  of  being  saved  as  a  home  of  learning?  In 
the  whole  of  Hampshire  not  a  single  other  School  is  mentioned, 
not  even  the  Grammar  School  kept  by  the  ancient  Brotherhood 
of  the  Holy  Ohoet  (holly  goost,  they  call  it)  at  Basingstoke, 
existing  at  least  from  the  Idth  century,  which  had  been  speci- 
ally re-incorporated  and  re-constituted  under  Henry  himself, 
through  the  patronage  of  Bishop  Fox  of  Winchester.  He,  by 
the  way,  has  been  therefore  absurdly  credited  with  having 
founded  it.  If  the  Chantries  and  Colleges  had  actually  dis- 
eppetred  under  the  hands  of  Henry  Vlil.,  we  should  perhaps 
never  have  known  how  large  a  provision  for  secondary  educa- 
tioii  was  made  through  them. 
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There  are  great  differences,  even  among  the  Certificates  taken 
under  Edward  VI.'s  Act,  in  the  way  in  which  Schools  are  treatei 
It  is  obvious  that  the  Edwardian  commissioners  in  Essex  wane 
interested  in  education.  While  the  Henrician  commissioners, 
headed  by  Bonner,  who,  as  a  Bishop,  might  have  been  supposed 
to  be  interested  in  education,  mentioned  only  one  School— that 
at  Walden  (now  Saffron  Walden) — the  later  commissions^  of 
whom  only  one  had  served  on  the  former  commission,  presented 
no  less  than  17  places  as  having  Schools ;  two  of  them,  Chelmsford 
and  Great  Badow,  having  apparently  either  two  Schools — one 
Grammar,  one  Elementary — or  perhaps  only  two  Schoolmasters, 
one  of  whom  was  the  Head-master,  and  the  other  an  usher  or 
assistant.  It  would  appear  doubtful,  as  to  some  of  these  Schools, 
whether  they  were  not  in  the  nature  of  private  adventure  Schools ; 
the  Chantry  priest,  or  stipendiary  priest,  teaching  School  merely 
to  fill  up  his  time,  and  eke  out  his  living.  Unfortunately  there 
is  no  Schools  Continuance  Warrant  for  Essex,  except  for  "  Much  " 
or  Saffron  Walden,  which  happened  to  be  part  of  the  posses- 
sions of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  so  we  do  not  learn  how  many 
of  these  Schools  were  recognised  by  the  officials  of  the  Court  of 
Augmentation  as  established  Grammar  Schools.  Equally  foil 
is  the  return  for  Hereford,  in  which  16  Schools  are  found.  In 
this  case  the  officials  only  recognised  and  continued  ten,  while 
an  eleventh,  Leominster,  was  re-endowed  and  re-founded.  Why 
Weobley,  Much  Cowem,  Kington,  and  Staunton  were  left  out 
in  the  cold  to  perish  does  not  appear.  Compare  with  these 
Certificates  the  meagre  record  in  Kent,  where  only  the  School  of 
Wye  College  and  a  small  School  recently  started  by  S.  John^s 
College,  Cambridge,  in  the  little  chapelry  of  Ospringe  in  Favers- 
ham,  appear,  though  there  was  one  attached  to  Maidst(me 
College,  and  there  were  Grammar  Schools  at  most,  if  not  all  of 
the  Cinque  Ports.  We  know  of  one  in  Sandwich  apparently  as 
early  as  1392 ;  and  at  many  other  places  in  the  county — Favers- 
ham  and  Sevenoaks,  to  mention  no  more. 

In  Derbyshire  not  a  single  School  is  recorded,  though  a 
Certificate  under  the  Act  of  Henry  VlU.  is  extant  Yet 
Chesterfield,  with  its  Guild,  must  certainly  have  had  a  School ;

and  80  in  all  probability  had  Ashbourne,  Bakewell,  and  other 
places.  Derby  School,  endowments  for  which  appear  in  the 
12th  century,  having  been  transferred  to  the  guardianship  of 
Darley  Abbey,  would  probably  not  appear,  though  commis- 
sioners, zealous  for  education,  would  have  ensured  its  mention, 
as  was  done  in  a  similar  case  at  Tewkesbury  in  the  Gloucester- 
shire Certificate,  or  Launceston  in  that  of  Cornwall.  So,  too,  it 
is  hardly  credible  that  in  Bedfordshire  there  should  only  be 
one,  and  in  Hertfordshire  only  two  Schools.  Bedford  must  have 
had  its  Ghrammar  School.  Indeed,  in  the  account  of  the  posses- 
sions of  the  Corpus  Christi  Chantry,  in  the  parish  of  S.  Paul's, 
the  mother  church  of  the  town,  a  collegiate  church  of  canons 
hefore  the  Conquest,  there  is  an  incidental  mention  of  "the 
&rm*'  {i.e.  rent)  "  of  three  cottages  in  Scole  Lane  in  the  tenure 
erf  three  poor  folks,  12^."  Is  this  School  Lane  other  than  the 
lane  by  which  the  School  of  the  Harper  foundation  afterwards 
stood  ?  It  appears  in  a  British  Museum  MS.  that  particulars  of 
sale  of  the  Chantry  property  had  in  1549  already  been  handed 
to  "one  Mr.  Harper."  This  foundation,  it  must  be  remembered, 
owes  its  present  magnitude  and  consequent  celebrity  to  the  bulk 
of  its  property  having  been  in  Holbom,  London,  and  not  in  Bed- 
btd  itself ;  and  to  the  fact  that  New  College,  Oxford,  had  the 
appointmimt  of  the  master,  which  secured  it  a  succession  of 
Winchester  scholars,  including  the  present  Head-master,  under 
whose  reign  it  has  so  abundantly  multiplied.  But  S.  Paul's, 
Bedford,  was  one  of  the  instances  of  the  canons  of  a  pre- 
OoDquest  collegiate  church  (it  appears  in  Domesday)  having 
boen  dispossessed,  and  their  church  (as  at  Derby)  handed 
over  to  regular  canons.  The  School  may  therefore  have  tem- 
porarily disappeared  with  Newenham  Abbey.  Since  this  was 
writtoD,  I  have  found  conclusive  evidence  of  the  existence  of 
the  School  before  the  transfer  to  the  regular  canons — that  is 
between  1160  and  1170. 

Bnckmghamshire  is  almost  as  scurvily  treated.  The  first 
Oertificate  gives  only  two  Schools — Eton  and  Thornton.  The 
isoaod  gives  also  only  two^Thomton  and  Ghreat  Marlow ;  Eton, 
Khe  Winchester,  having  been  expressly    exempted    from  tho 
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second  Chantries  Act.  This  is  absurd.  Buckinghani  had  a 
School,  the  Chantry  of  Thomas  "the  Martyr."  Aylesbmj 
School  was  still,  in  1818,  held  in  a  Chantry  attached  to  the 
parish  church.  High  Wycombe  Orammar  School  was  a  Hos- 
pital School,  and  so  outside  the  Act. 

It  must  not  therefore  be  assumed  that  the  lists  of  Schools 
are  exhaustive,  even  in  the  8  counties  which  are  represented 
in  each  class  of  Certificate.  In  Staffordshire,  for  instance,  there 
is  no  mention  of  the  Grammar  School  at  Bolleston,  founded 
with  a  great  flourish  of  trumpets  by  Robert  Sherborne,  Bishop 
of  Chichester,  in  1520-3.  He  was  a  Wykehamist,  and  founded 
the  School  in  his  native  place  in  thankfulness  for  his  success, 
to  be  as  far  as  possible  on  the  model  of  Winchester.  Even  the 
preces  (prayers)  which  were  to  be  used  at  the  opening  and 
closing  of  the  School  every  day  were  to  be  those  used  at 
Winchester,  and  a  copy  is  carefully  appended  to  the  statutes. 
This  School  was  omitted,  either  because  the  Warden  of  New 
College  appointed  the  master,  or  because  there  was  no  require- 
ment that  he  should  do  any  actual  Chantry  business,  though  he 
had  to  pray  for  the  founder's  soul  in  School.  Unfortunately  for 
the  School,  Sherborne  says  that  he  could  not  get  any  land  to 
buy  for  the  endowment,  and  he  therefore  arranged  with  the  Deta 
and  Chapter  of  Chichester  to  pay  a  fixed  sum  of  £10  a  year. 
His  School,  with  all  its  elaborate  statutes  insisting  on  the 
highest  education,  has  dwindled  therefore  into  a  mere  Elementaiy 
School.  In  Kent  Sevenoaks  School  escaped  altogether,  probably 
because  the  founder,  a  London  citizen,  in  1482,  had  said,  as  we 
have  seen,  that  the  master  was  ''  by  no  means "  {minime)  '*  to 
be  in  holy  orders,"  consequently  he  could  not  be  a  Chantiy 
priest.  For  the  same  reason  the  newly-founded  Malton  School, 
in  Yorkshire,  may  have  been  thought  not  to  be  *'  within  the 
compass  of  the  Act,"  because  Archbishop  Holgate  had  provided 
that  he  might  be  a  layman,  like  the  High-master  of  S.  Paul's. 
For  similar  reasons,  no  doubt,  S.  Paul's,  London,  Wolverhamp- 
ton, Northampton,  and  Sutton  Coldfield  Grammar  Schools  are 
not  recorded,  while  Oswestry  and  Nottingham  are  only  incident- 
ally mentioned.    Numerous  other  Schools  that  are  known  to 
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have  existed  at  this  time  do  not  appear,  either  because  they 
were  kept  at  the  discretion  and  cost  of  the  inhabitants  or  Guilds 
of  the  towns  without  any  fixed  endowment,  as  at  Bichmond, 
T<niahire,  or  becanse  the  commissioners  did  not  think  they  were 
Chantries,  or  becanse  they  were  ''concealed"  from  the  com- 
niBsioners. 

The  Warrants  for  Continuance  of  Schools  have  not  survived 
the  shocks  of  time  any  better  than  the  Chantry  Certificates. 
Of  the  forty-four  that  there  should  be,  treating  Wales  as  two 
eoantiee,  and  each  Biding  of  Yorkshire  as  one,  there  are  only 
23  extant  among  the  bundle  at  the  Becord  Office,  called 
"Edward  VL  Grants  for  Schools." 

In  the  same  bundle,  out  of  an  unreckoned  number  of  actual 
grants  for  Schools,  re-founded  by  or  under  Edward  VL,  the 
oideni  for  the  preparation  of  the  ''  Book,"  as  the  Letters  Patent 
were  called,  are  to  be  found  in  only  14  cases.  It  may  well 
he  that  others  lurk  in  the  voluminous  papers  of  the  Court 
of  the  Augmentation' of  the  Bevenues  of  the  Crown,  but  they 
have  Dot  come  out  of  their  hiding-places. 

16.  StadttiM  firom  the  DooumentB. 

The  hroad  results  of  these  extracts  amply  prove  the  thesis 
Ud  down  at  the  beginning.  In  all  259  Schools  appear  in  these 
records  of  1646  and  1548.  Of  the  Schools  mentioned,  193 
wneOrammar  Schools.  140  of  them  are  so-called.  Of  21  which 
•leonly  called  Free  Schools,  15,  including  Berkhampstead,  are 
ttther  positively  known  or  reasonably  believed  to  have  been 
Qnmmar  Schools ;  of  16  which  are  simply  called  Schools,  11  are 
thoQght  to  be  Ghrammar  Schools ;  of  4,  in  which  only  a  School- 
■liter  18  mmitioned  (which  include  Eton),  all  are  reckoned  as 
Qnminar  Schools;  of  £5,  in  which  the  teaching  of  children 
or  sbnply  teaching  is  recorded,  20  were,  in  all  probability^ 
^Timmar  Schools. 

There  are  23  Song  Schools,  besides  5  which,  being  also  called 
Onmmir  Schools,  have  been  reckoned  among  Grammar  Schools. 

Tbftt  remain  22  Schools  which  may,  perhaps,  be  regarded 
II  Ekmentaiy  Schools.    Of  these,  6  are  called  Free  Schools, 
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5  are  called  simply  Schools.  In  6  only  the  fact  of  teaching 
being  given  is  recorded.  6  others  are  mentioned — teaching 
ABC  (3),  Beading  (2),  Writing  (1).  There  are  really  more 
Schools  in  which  Beading  and  Writing  are  mentioned,  bat  3 
of  them  are  also  Grammar  Schools,  and  have  been  counted  as 
Grammar  Schools.  In  three  of  the  Beading  Schools,  Writing 
is  also  mentioned.  There  is  only  one  Writing  School  under 
that  name  {simpliciter)^  which  is  the  Writing  School  of 
Botherham  College.  The  Song  Schools  were  in  part  also  i3e- 
mentary  Schools  of  a  rather  higher  type  than  the  ordinaiy 
Beading  and  Writing  School— Higher  Elementary  Schools,  in 
fact.  Including  them,  the  Elementary  Schools  noentioned  reach 
the  very  respectable  total  of  45. 

As  has  been  said  before,  by  no  means  all  Endowed  Schools 
are  here  included.  Besides  these,  there  were  no  doubt  many 
Schoolmasters  who  were  not  endowed,  like  that  one  who  came 
to  Botherham  about  1415  ''by  some  divine  chance,"  and 
taught  Thomas  Scot,  who  went  thence  to  Eton  and  King's^ 
and  became  in  his  turn  the  founder  of  .that  striking  founda- 
tion, Botherham  College. 

These  259  Schools  enjoyed  a  total  income  of  £1,677  5«.  0|d., 

excluding  the  incomes  of  Winchester  and  Eton.    These  two 

Colleges  between  them  had  £1,951  lis.  3|^.,  a  year,  or  more 

than  all  the  rest  put  together.     But  this  is  a  somewhat 

misleading  piece  of  statistics;  for  if  we  reckoned  the  whole 

income  of  Winchester  and  Eton  as  School  income,  so  ought  we 

ix>  reckon  the  whole  income  of  Botherham  and  Acaster,  of 

Brecon  and  Thornton.    But  whereas  in  those   Colleges   the 

:Schoolmasters'  incomes  are  separately  given,  at  Winchester  and 

Eton  the  general  staff  are  mixed  up  together  with  the  scholars 

rand  masters.    The  incomes  of  the  School^  attached  to  Colleges 

and  Hospitals  ought  properly  to  be  augmented  by  the  allowance 

for  commons,  liveries,  lodgings,  and  so  on.    It  is  not  possible, 

without  excessive  labour,  if  at  all,  to  arrive   at   what  this 

4kllowance  should  be;    so  the  mere  bare  stipend  paid  to  the 

master  and,  in  the  case  of  Brecon,  to  the  20  scholars,  has  be^ 

reckoned  in  the   total.     It  was  on  this  meagre  basis  that 
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Edward's  oommissioners  went,  in  assigning  stipends  to  the 
nuuBters  who  were  continued,  except  that  in  the  case  of  South- 
veil  they  seem  to  have  allowed  the  value  of  a  vicar-choralship 
in  addition  to  the  statutory  £2  a  year. 

Taking,  then,  the  bare  stipends,  the  average  pay  of  a  School- 
master works  out  at  £6  95.6cL  a  year.  On  the  one  hand,  some,  like 
the  master  at  Thornton  College,  got  £20  a  year,  besides  board, 
lodging  and  gowns;  and  the  master  of  S.  Anthony's  School,  Lon- 
don, got  £16  a  year,  with  the  like  aUowances.  On  the  other 
hand,  several  teachers  of  the  ABC  appear,  who  only  received 
a  mark  (13«.  4d.)  a  year ;  and  the  ordinary  Song  School  master 
did  not  receive  more  than  £5  a  year,  though  one  at  Thornton 
College  got  £10.  A  good  many  small  Ghrammar  School 
masters  did  not  receive  more  than  £5,  while  some  who  received 
that,  or  lees,  looked  to  fees  to  make  up  their  livings  to  the 
or^nary  standard.  The  Schoolmaster  was  decidedly  better  paid 
than  the  ordinary  Chantry  priest,  whose  salary  commonly  ran  to 
£5  or  under.  In  the  Edward  VI.  re-foundations,  £20  a  year  seems 
to  iiave  been  the  standard  aimed  at,  which,  with  outgoings  for 
repairs,  allowance  for  an  usher,  and  the  like,  would  give  about 
£12  a  year  to  the  Head-master.  That  is  about  the  sum  the 
larger  Schools,  though  not  the  largest,  paid  before  the  Bef orma- 
tioiL 

For  educational  payments  other  than  Schools  there  should  be 
added  £25  ISs.  9d.  for  various  Exhibitions  at  Schools,  excluding 
Wmchester,  Eton  and  Brecon ;  and  £179  188.  l^d.  for  exhibi- 
tioDs  at  the  Universities,  making  a  total  sum  of  £1,883  1^.  lle^. 
TUs  represents,  in  round  figures,  £37,660  a  year  of  our  money ; 
aad  if  the  aUowances  mentioned  were  included,  the  sum  would 
oot  be  less  than  £45,000  a  year. 

17.    Exhibition  Foundations. 

The  School  and  University  exhibitions  absolutely  disap- 
peared. Host  of  the  latter  were  perversions,  excellent  perver- 
ttOQs,  of  the  original  foundation.  For  instance,  the  Chantry 
St  ilaherUm  Anger,  founded,  it  is  said,  in  1324,  was  held  by  '^  a 
Teiy  honest  man" ;  it  was  "  given  unto  him  for,  and  to  hia 
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ezhilntion  to  School,  albeit  he  is  no  priest/'  The  reader  majr 
perhaps  say,  Why  is  this  called  a  University  ezhilntion,  not  % 
School  exhibition  ?  For  the  excellent  reason  that  thoogh  th» 
words  '^  to  School "  may  mean  University  or  Qrammar  School, 
this  exhilntioner  being  36  years  old,  it  may  ftdrly  be  assomed 
that  he  was  not  a  schoolboy.  Two  prebends  in  the  qnaa-cd' 
legiate  chnrch  of  Chnmleigh  were  applied  as  School  exhilntions, 
one  being  ''  employed  to  the  maintenance  of  Storye,  being  a 
little  child  who  goeth  to  School,  and  hath  no  oth^  profits  to- 
wards his  finding  and  sostentation."  Three  prebends  at  Crediton 
were  treated  apparently  in  the  same  way.  The  free  chapel  of  S. 
John  in  Dorchester,  by  virtue  of  Letters  Patent  82  Henry  VULl., 
i.e.  15  years  before  the  retnm,  was  held  by  Edward  Weldoa 
towards  his  exhibition  at  the  University  in  Oxford ;  so  he  hdd 
his  exhibition  for  some  time.  The  free  chapel  of  Denton,  in 
Oloncestershire,  is  returned  as  "  now  in  the  hands  of  one  Williant 
Tracy";  and  this  is  said  to  have  been  actually  ^' founded  to  find 
to  School  one  of  the  younger  brothers  of  that  name,  of  their  issue 
successive,  for  the  time  he  shall  be  bachelor."  So,  too,  a  pension 
of  £2  a  year  from  Nenweneck's  or  Menwenyck's  Chantry,  in 
South  Petherwin,  was  founded  "  towards  the  finding  of  a  scholar 
at  Oxford."  The  free  chapel  of  S.  Nicholas,  in  Holbeach,  is  aH 
to  have  been  given  "  from  time  immemorial "  to  a  University 
student,  and  was  then  held  by  a  "scolaris  8tudiosti»"  (which 
should  probably  be  translated  not  studious  but  University  scholar) 
at  Queen's  College,  Cambridge.  The  free  chapels  of  Calne  and 
North  Wraxall,  Wilts,  were  treated  in  the  same  way.  Another 
free  chapel  was  held  by  the  Warden  of  All  Souls'  College, 
Oxford.  At  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Norton  all  the  eight 
prebends  were  treated  as  University  Exhibitions ;  and  this  is 
said  in  an  MS.  [HarL  605]  in  the  British  Museum  to  have  bem 
an  ancient  custom.  It  would  seem,  then,  that  when  Mr.  Massing- 
ham  suggested,  two  or  three  years  ago  in  the  Contemporary 
BevietCf  that  the  canonries  of  cathedrals  should  be  given  as 
rewards  for  research  in  all  branches  (including  persons  like 
Professor  Huxley)  and  not  confined  to  the  clergy,  that,  after 
all,  he  was  not  making  a  new  su^;estion,  but  only  proposing  to 
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revert  to  the  practice  of  our  unref  ormed  ancestors  of  pre-Bef  orma- 
tion  times.  This  sort  of  application  is  presomably  what  was 
meant  when  Henry  promised  Parliament  to  utilise  the  Colleges 
far  the  advancement  of  learning.    What  a  chance  was  missed  1 

18.    Sontf  Schools  and  Elementary  Schools. 

The  Song  Schools  were  not  mere  singing  Schools.  Often,  in* 
^eed,  in  small  places,  the  Song  School,  the  Beading  School,  and 
tlie  Grammar  School,  were  combined  in  one  person.  Such  was 
the  case  at  Northallerton  in  Yorkshire  (pp.  286-7,  289),  where, 
inm  1377  onwards,  appointments  of  the  master  to  teach  boys 
'^  as  well  in  grammar  as  in  song,"  made  by  the  Prior  of  Durham 
as  "  Ordinary  of  the  Spiritoalities  of  St.  Cuthbert  in  York- 
elure,"  are  preserved  in  the  Durham  Registers.  Similar  appoint- 
ments at  Hemingboroagh,  a  College  in  Howdenshire,  Yorkshiroi 
from  the  same  date,  show  the  same  mixture.  We  see  the  com- 
Unation  in  these  records,  at  Barnard  Castle,  in  Durham  (p.  61) ; 
Bhckbom,  in  Li^icashire  (p.  107) ;  Bosbury,  in  Herefordshire 
<p.  %);  Qiggleswick,  in  Yorkshire  (p.  297);  Kingsley,  Staf- 
iordahire  (p.  200).  The  master  was  intended  to  combine  both 
duties  at  Montgomery,  in  Wales  (p.  312),  but  actually  only 
taoght  young  "  beginners  to  write  and  sing,  and  to  read  so 
iar  as  the  accidence  rules,  and  no  grammar."  It  is  possible 
that  song  may  be  included  in  the  "other  sciences,"  that 
tb  Free  Schoolmaster  at  Walden  (Saffron),  in  Essex,  was 
<p.  62)  to  teach  besides  grammar,  though  it  would  more  properly 
mean  "dialectic"  and  "rhetoric." 

As  a  rule,  however,  the  Song  School  master  was  a  different 
aod  inferior  person  to  the  Grammar  School  master.  In  the 
ceUeges,  of  course,  he  was  always  present,  chiefly  to  teach  the 
^horiaters.  He  appears,  and  still  exists,  at  Winchester  Col- 
lege. He  is  mentioned  at  Brecon,  Crediton,  Fotheringhay, 
lincob,  S.  David's,  Pleshey,  Southwell,  Stoke-by-Claie,  Strat- 
ferd-on-Avon,  Thornton.  At  Alnwick  and  at  Durham  and  in 
naay  other  places,  we  may  suspect,  twin  Schools  were  estab- 
I^ebed-^one  of  Grammar,  the  other  of  Song. 

It  was  a  strange  measure  to  make  no  provision  whatever 
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for  saving  or  continuing  these  Schools  and  their  like.  The 
mischief  caused  by  this  was  immeasurable.  Before  the  reign 
of  Edward  VI.,  England  was  par  excellence  the  land  of  song. 
Erasmus  describes  the  English  as  the  musical,  the  Germao? 
as  the  drunken  people.  If  nowadays  in  common  r^ute  tbe 
epithets  are  reversed,  is  it  not  largely  owing  to  the  aboliti(HX 
of  the  Training  Schools  of  song  and  music?  For  the  Song 
School  was  not  confined  to  singing.  Often  ''  teaching  to  play 
on  the  organs"  is  included  in  the  description  of  the  Song 
School  master.  Such  was  the  case  at  Bosbury,  in  Hereford- 
shire, where  the  Ghrammar  School  is  now  only  an  Elementary 
School.  The  Schoolmaster  there  was  "to  bring  up  youth 
in  learning  and  to  play  at  organs,"  and  in  the  Colleges  tl» 
singing  and  playing  was,  of  course,  a  very  important  part 
of  the  whole  business.  It  is  remarkable,  by  the  way,  that 
even  then  two  of  the  Song  School  masters  in  London  whose 
names  are  mentioned  are  Welshmen.  Was  Wales  even  then 
a  nation  of  songsters? 

Of  all  the  wealth  of  Song  Schools  which  then  existed  out- 
side the  Cathedrals,  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Colleges,  and 
Winchester  and  Eton,  all  have  perished,  except  the  Song  School 
at  Newark,  which,  being  a  new  foundation,  or  re-foundation, 
together  with  the  Grammar  School  of  Dr.  Magnus,  escaped 
being  reckoned  as  a  Chantry,  and  has  survived,  though  in  a 
mutilated  form,  to  this  day.  How  many  Purcells  have  we 
lost,  how  many  Wesleys,  not  to  guess  at  Beethovens  and 
Mozarts,  for  lack  of  the  proper  endowment  of  organists  and 
of  Song  Schools! 

An  evil  blow,  too,  was  struck  at  the  education  of  the  masses 
by  the  destruction  of  the  Elementary  Schools, — of  Schools  like 
the  Writing  School  at  Eotherham.  Many  of  them  were  very 
small  affairs.  StUl,  138.  4d.  given  to  an  old  man  to  teach 
children  their  ABC  was  a  great  deal  better  than  nothing.  It 
is  probable  that  a  great  many  more  of  the  Chantries  than  here 
appear  were  used  as  endowments  for  Elementary  School  masters. 
It  was  mere  robbery  of  the  poor  to  abolish  such  foundations; 
Why,  instead  of  annihilating  those  that  were  definitely  kept 
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as  soch,  did  the  reforming  council  not  convert  other  Chantries 
to  the  purpose  of  Elementary  education?  It  was  all  very 
well  for  H^nry  Vm.  to  sack  the  Chantries.  He  did  not 
regard  it  as  the  business  of  the  multitude  to  read  the 
Scriptures  and  discuss  them;  though  it  is  noticeable,  how 
many  of  the  "  baser  sort,"  as  tinkers  and  tailors  and  the  like, 
wwe  able  to  read  the  bibles  set  up  in  the  churches.  But 
the  party  of  Cranmer  and  Cheke,  of  Somerset  and  Latimer, 
coald  have  had  no  such  views.  What  a  chance  they  lost 
in  not  revising  the  policy  of  Henry  and  saving  some  of  the 
Chantries  for  Elementary,  and  the  Colleges  for  Secondary,  Edu- 
cation !  We  might  have  been  a  singing  people  and  an  educated 
people  three  centuries  ago  instead  of  just  beginning  to  be  so 
in  the  nineteenth  century. 

19.    Numbers  attending  Grammar  Schools. 

If  the  lower  classes  lost  a  chance  of  being  levelled  up  educa-  ' 
tionally,  the  middle  classes  were  distinctly  levelled  down. 
People  have  talked  and  written  as  if  the  Grammar  Schools  of 
the  middle  ages  and  of  the  new  learning  were  little  better  than 
Elementary  Schools,  scattered  in  small  numbers  about  the 
land,  and  attended  by  a  very  small  number  of  scholars,  who 
JQSt  learned  to  stumble  through  hie,  hcec,  hoc,  like  Master  Page 
in  the  Merry  Wives  of  Windsor,  or  to  have  a  dim  idea  of  the 
meaning  of  the  mass. 

The  proportion  of  the  population  which  had  opportunity  of 
aocesB  to  Grammar  Schools,  and,  as  we  can  see,  used  their 
opportunities,  was  very  much  larger  then  than  now.  Cer- 
tainly it  was  larger  than  the  proportion  at  the  time  of  the 
«ly  authoritative  statistics  on  the  subject ;  viz.,  in  1865-6, 
•a  given  in  the  Schools  Inquiry  Commission's  Report.  The 
Baport  gives  some  830  Secondary  Schools  of  all  grades.  This 
iochided  a  large  number,  little,  if  at  all,  above  the  merest 
Ekmentary  Schools  (and  Elementary  Schools  were  then  for  the 
most  part  very  elementary),  and  many  of  those  decrepit,  and 
oo  the  verge  of  extinction.  That  number  was  no  more  than 
one  Secondary  School  for  every  23,750  people,  among  the  then 
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population  of  19  millions.  ''In  at  least  two-thirds  of  tlie 
places  in  England  named  as  towns  in  the  census,  there  is  no 
public  School  at  all  above  the  Primary  School ;  and  in  the 
remaining  third,  the  School  is  often  insufficient  in  si»  and 
quality." 

It  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  a  precise  estimate  of  the  proportioD 
of  Schools  to  population  at  the  Beformation,  because,  while  it  is 
difficult  or  impossible  to  ascertain  the  exact  number  of  Schools, 
it  is  equally  difficult,  and  perhaps  impossible,  to  ascertain  tlie 
population  of  England  at  any  given  date  in  the  IGddle  Ages. 
Professor  Thorold  Rogers  sets  the  population  of  England  and 
Wales  at  not  more  than  a  million  and  a  half  before  the  Black 
Death,  of  1349,  and  says  that  "  it  is  certain  that  the  rate  of 
production  precludes  the  possibility  of  its  being  more  than  tvo 
and  a  half  millions."  In  1377,  up  to  which  time,  owing  to 
successive  plagues,  it  is  pretty  certain  that  no  increase  of 
population  had  taken  place,  a  poll-tax  was  levied  on  all  persons 
14  years  old  and  upwards.  The  return  for  it  gives  an  indireei 
census  of  the  population  of  England.  The  laity  and  clergy  are 
assessed  separately ;  all  classes  are  included  except  manifest 
paupers  among  the  laity,  and  theprt^fessed  paupers — the  firiars— 
among  the  ecclesiastics ;  but  Durham  and  Cheshire  are  excluded, 
having,  as  counties  palatine,  separate  collectors.  1,376,442  lay 
people  and  29,161  ecclesiastics  paid  the  tax.  It  is  assumed,  in 
estimating  the  population,  that  one-fifth  of  those  who  ought  to 
have  paid  did  not  (a  very  large  proportion  indeed) ;  and  that 
one-third  of  the  whole  population  was  under  14,  and  therefore 
exempt.  This  would  give  just  over  2^  millions,  which  it  is 
pretty  certain  would  be  an  over-  rather  than  an  under-estimate. 

It  is  commonly  said  that  the  population  did  not  increase 
between  the  Black  Death  and  the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  It  is  a 
doubtful,  and  an  almost  incredible  statement,  when  the  great 
development  of  manufactures  and  of  wealth  is  considered,  and 
the  cessation  of  perpetual  internal  war,  for  the  wars  with  France 
and  the  Wars  of  the  Boses  were  very  poor  Malthusian  substi- 
tutes, as  population-thinners,  for  the  private  W'ars  which  pre- 
ceded them.    Still,  for  the  presen^i  purpose,  we^may  accept  tbe 
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statement,  and  compare  the  Schools  of  1546  with  the  popula- 
tion of  1377.  Take,  say,  800  Ghraxnmar  Schools  among  2^ 
million  people.  This  gives  one  for  every  8,300  people  instead 
of  one  for  every  23,000,  as  in  1865.  In  the  Poll-Tax  returns  of 
1877,  forty-two  towns  are  given,  which  ranking,  in  modem 
parlanoe,  as  county  boroughs,  were  assessed  separately  from 
the  counties  they  were  in.  They  had  a  total  population  of 
166,000.  Of  the  8  most  populous  towns,  6  were  cathedral 
cities,  each  with  its  Cathedral  or  Episcopal  Gbrammar  School. 
Londc^i,  with  44,000  people,  had  at  least  four  Schools:  S. 
Anthony's,  S.  Paul's,  S.  Martin's-le-Grand,  S.  Mary-le-Bow. 
York,  with  a  population  of  13,500,  had  its  Cathedral  Grammar 
School,  with  its  Abbey  Boarding  House  for  50  boys  ,*  and  small 
Schools,  perhaps  only  Song  Schools,  in  St.  Leonard's,  and  the 
Trinity  or  Fossgate  Hospitals.  Bristol,  with  12,000,  had  a  some- 
what misty  School,  said  to  have  been  kept  by  the  Calendars' 
Guild;  its  undoubted  Free  Town  Grammar  School  founded  by 
(Kochase  of  S.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  and  after  1540  the 
Cathedral  Grammar  School;  while  there  was  another  in 
the  famous  chapel  at  Bedcliffe;  to  say  nothing  of  minor 
Schools,  probably  more  or  lees  elementary  in  character,  such 
u  that  in  connection  with  S.  Nicholas  Church.  All  the  other 
towns  of  the  42  had  a  population  under  10,000,  and  26  of  them 
had  a  population  under  4,000.  Yet|  with  the  possible  exception 
of  Dartmouth,  with  its  949  people,  every  one  of  these  towns  had 
itfOrammar  School 

To  take  a  single  county.  The  population  of  Herefordshire,  as 
shown  in  the  FoU-Tax  return,  was  some  25,000 ;  in  addition  to 
Hoeford  city,  3,668,  and  Ludlow,  then  reckoned  in  Hereford- 
ihire,  2,198 ;  or  some  30,000  in  round  figures  in  alL  Hereford 
had  its  primssval  Cathedral  Grammar  School,  besides  a  lesser 
«e,  perhaps  more  or  less  elementary,  in  St.  Owen's  Church ; 
I/idlow  its  Guild  School,  Ledbury  its  Chantry  Grammar  School 
in  connection  with  its  collegiate  churoh,  the  flourishing  state 
of  which  has  already  been  commented  on,  sunk  now  to 
Elenantary  education.  Besides  these  there  were  Leominster, 
QQsndowed,  and  the  thirteen  others  mentioned  in  our  records, 
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of  which  nine  alone  were  continued.  That  is,  there  were  17 
Grammar  Schools  for  a  population  of  30,000.  Assume  even  that 
the  population  was  not  the  same,  in  1546,  but  doubled ;  cat  off 
a  fourth  of  the  Schools  as  really  Elementary ;  yet  where  shoold 
we  find  a  population  of  60,000  in  1860,  or  in  1896  for  thit 
matter,  with  13  Grammar  Schools  at  its  command?  It  i» 
possible  that  in  Herefordshire  the  Schools  were  ezceptionallj 
thick  upon  the  ground.  But  in  Essex  there  were  17  ScboolSy 
Colchester  not  being  mentioned,  its  School  being  maiatained 
with  Chantries  granted  by  Henry  VUI.,  in  1539,  for  that 
purpose.  The  population  of  all  these  places  but  one  is  given 
in  houseling  people,  meaning  communicants, — generally, by 
scores  of  houseling  people.  Taking  14  as  the  age  at  which  people 
were  eligible  for  becoming  communicants,  the  age  under  which 
they  were  exempt  from  Poll  Tax,  you  must,  according  to  the 
calculations,  add  one-third  for  all  those  under  that  age.  The 
number  of  houseling  people  given  in  the  different  places  varies 
from  240  in  Gosfield,  to  800  in  Booking  and  Chelmsford,  and  1,000 
in  Coggeshall.  The  total  number  is  8,300  houseling  people,  to 
which  a  third  added  brings  the  population  to  11,000  in  round 
figures,  a  sufficiently  small  number  for  16  Grammar  Schools. 

It  is  certain,  then,  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  popnla- 
ttion  had  the  opportunity  of  attending  Grammar  Schools.  How 
far  did  they  avail  themselves  of  their  opportunities  ? 

•As  regards  the  numbers  attending  these  Schools,  wherever 
numbers  are  mentioned  they  are  surprising  for  their  magnitude. 
Winchester  and  Eton,  we  know,  had  70  scholars  apiece,  besides 
their  commoners  and  oppidans,  who,  at  Winchester,  within  10 
years  of  Wykeham's  death,  numbered  100.  These  numbers 
were  by  no  means  extraordinarily  large.  At  Worcester  the 
Gkdld  School  in  the  Town  Hall  had  "  above  the  number  of  100 
scholars."  At  Taunton  there  was  a  "fair,  large  and  goodly 
house  now  builded,  erected  and  made  for  a  schoolhouse  about  26 
years  now  past,"  or  1622,  the  date  which  was  still— at  the 
time  of  Lord  Brougham's  commission,  on  the  School,  and  may 
be  there  now.  In  that  year  also  the  Pipe  Roll  of  the  Bishope 
of  Winchester  records  that  a  schoolhouse  at  Taunton  was  built 
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at  the  cost  of  the  veiy  large  sum  of  £226  bs.  lOd,,  or  of 
£4,000  of  our  money.  In  this  School  there  were  "  a  School- 
master and  nsher  fonnd,  the  space  of  12  or  14  years,  for  the 
TOtaons  education  and  teaching  of  youth  as  well  of  the  said 
town  of  Taunton  as  of  the  whole  country,  to  the  number  of  7 
or  8  score  (140  to  160)  scholars,  by  the  devotion  of  one  Roger 
Hill,  of  the  same  town,  merchant,  now  deceased."  Since  his 
death,  however,  there  being  no  regular  endowment  apparently, 
in  spite  of  Taunton  being  the  chief  town  of  that  part,  and  an 
important  seat  of  the  learned  Bishops  of  Winchester,  it  was  in 
abeyEmce  ''to  the  great  prejudice,  hurt  and  discommodity  of 
the  commonwealth  of  the  said  shire."  Crewkeme  meanwhile 
had  thriven,  perhaps  on  the  misfortunes  of  Taunton ;  for  John 
Byrie,  with  an  endowment  of  £8  Is,  Bd.  only,  "  well  learned 
tndof  good  judgment,  has  at  this  present  6  or  7  score  (120  to  140) 
scholars."  We  pass  across  the  country  to  Skipton,  in  Yorkshire, 
and  there  we  find  Stephen  Ellis,  a  pluralist,  holding  the  Chantry 
of  8.  Nicholas  in  the  parish  church  of  Skipton-in-Craven,  worth 
U  Ids.  a  year,  and  also  the  service  of  our  Lady  in  the  parish 
drardi  of  KiHwick-in-Craven.  He  was  "42  years  of  age,  a 
good  grammarian,  having  scholars  to  the  number  of  120,  and 
hath  kept  school  there  these  five  years  past."  Or,  if  we  go 
bwk  to  Worcestershire,  there  at  King's  Norton,  "  be  three 
stipeDdiaries  or  services,  whereof  one  has  always  taught  a  Free 
Ortmmar  School."  First  was  "  Harry  Saunders,  M.A.,  40,  of 
bonest  conversation  and  well  learned.  Schoolmaster,"  and  second, 
"John  Peart,  being  no  priest  but  usher  of  the  said  School,"  also 
"wdl  learned."  He  had  only  "been  found  within  2  years 
ptst  to  aid  the  same  Schoolmaster,  now  being  charged  with 
the  teaching  and  instructing  of  120  scholars."  The  third 
itipendiary  acted  as  curate-in-charge  of  a  chapel  of  ease  at 
Moeeley.  They  were  continued ;  Saunders  with  £10  a  year ; 
Port,  as  he  is  called,  with  £5  a  year — adequate  sums  then.  In 
Oiriisle's  time  the  School  had  sunk  to  an  Elementary  School  of 
15  boya.  It  has  now  further  subsided  to  an  exhibition  fund  in 
ooanection  with  the  Elementary  School.  Carlisle,  by  the  way, 
OfiiXB  Edward  with  the  foundation,  instead  of  spoliation,  of  this

onoe  great  School  He  gives  a  legend  that  the  inhabitantB  of 
King's  Norton  had  the  choice  of  an  endowment  either  in  land  or 
money,  and  preferred  money ;  Birmingham  had  a  similar  offiar, 
jand  preferred  land,  and  we  see  the  difference.  But  we  knov 
liow  much  to  believe  of  that  tale.  The  ELing's  Nortonians  of 
Edward's  day  never  had  the  chance  of  keeping  their  lands.  No 
one  in  his  senses  conld  have  chosen  a  fixed  charge  instead  of 
the  lands,  when  the  lands  were  let  on  fixed  rents  on  beneficial 
leases,  and  every  few  years  great  fines  came  in,  reckoned  not 
on  the  fixed  rent,  but  on  the  improved  value. 

In  Gloucestershire,  at  Chipping  Campden,  founded  1487,  there 
'^  hath  been  time  out  of  mind  kept  within  the  said  parish  a 
Grammar  School  freely  taught,  commonly  furnished  with  the 
number  of  3  or  4  score  scholars."  At  the  neighbouring  Newland 
we  are  told  that  tiie  School  is  ''very  well  haunted,''  bat 
tinhappily  we  are  not  told  by  how  many  scholars.  Equally 
vague  is  the  account  of  Ghxlshill,  a  charming  spot  in  the  Isle 
of  Wight.  The  master,  an  MA.,  teaches  ''  grammar  to  many 
joung  children."  At  Einnersley,  the  stipendiary  at  pur  Lady's 
altar  ''  is  now  employed  to  the  keeping  of  a  School,  there  now 
being  there  60  scholars."    Income,  £6  28. 

Essex  tells  us  more  of  the  numbers  than  any  other  county, 
but  unfortunately  not  in  its  largesT^t^WMk  Chesterford,  with 
500  "  howseling  people,"  has  "  20  schdjJB  and  more."  The 
"Guild  priest  of  the  Trinity  Guild,"  in  Finchingfield,  Sir 
William  Atkinson,  clerk,  of  the  age  of  60  years  and  above, 
literate,  and  teacheth  a  Gh:ummar  School  there,  and  hath 
the  number  of  30  scholars."  In  Gk>sfield,  with  12  score  of 
howseljndg  people,  "  Sir  John  Homesey,  clerk,  of  the  age  of 
36  years,  hath  to  the  number  of  40  scholars,  and  hath  taught 
the  said  School  by  the  space  of  7  years."  So  at  Blisworth, 
in  Northamptonshire,  where  the  endowment  was  consideraUe 
I  — £12  a  year—"  houseling  people  200,"  "  the  Schoolmaster  well 
learned,  hath  80  scholars."  At  Brackley,  Magdalen  CollegOy 
Oxford,  had  erected  a  Free  School,  "  in  which  many  children  aro 
taught,  to  the  great  commodity  of  the  county." 

That  there  were  considerable  numbers  at  School  would  abo 
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appear  f rdm  such  entries  as  this  at  Ledbury.  The  stipendiary 
d  the  service  of  the  Trinity  there,  was  ''  daily  occupied  in 
teaching  of  children  grammar,  which  hath  for  his  salary  the 
dear  yearly  revenue  (£4  I9.  4|d.),  and  none  other  living  but 
the  little  reward  of  the  friends  of  the  scholars."  This  then 
was  a  GFrammar  School,  but  not  a  Free  Chrammar  SchooL 
Is  is  said,  nevertheless,  that  ''  the  inhabitants  have  not  only 
had  profit  and  advantage  by  the  keeping  of  a  Orammar 
School  there,  as  in  boarding  and  lodging  his  scholars,  but 
tbo  the  country  thereabouts  in  uttering  of  their  victuals  by 
means  of  the  said  scholars."  They  therefore, ''  humbly  beseech 
that  it  may  please  the  king's  majesty,  with  the  assent  of  hi» 
hmoorable  Council  to  his  bountiful  goodness  " — they  knew  well 
anough  that  the  king  was  only  a  name—''  to  grant  that  the  said 
School  may  there  still  be  kept,  a  charitable  deed,  if  so  it  may 
please  his  highneffi."  It  did  please  his  highness  to  suffer  the 
School  to  remain,  but  it  also  pleased  him  to  put  the  endowment 
of  the  School  in  his  pocket,  so  that  this  still  important  town  in 
Herrfordshire  has  now  no  Ghrammar  School,  and  an  Elementary 
Sdiool  takes  the  .Crown  stipend.  Similar  petitions  were  pre^ 
tented  all  over  the  kingdom,  mostly  with  a  similar  result. 

20.  Leamixitf  in  Orammar  Sohools. 

As  regards  what  the  boys  learnt  in  these  Schools,  very  little 
diroct  infimnation  is  to  be  found  in  the  records  before  us. 

It  is  a  thousand  pities  that  the  Inventories  of  the  goods 
which  belonged  to  the  Schools  included  in  the  Chantry  Certifi- 
cates are  not  extant.  They  might  show  what  books  belonged  to 
them.  The  inventories  seem  to  have  disappeared.  Only  one 
ipecimen  is  here  given  from  what  is  called  a  "survey  and 
iMtal  roll,''  and  that  for  the  distant  and  wild  county  of 
Westmorland.  At  Applet  there  seems  to  have  been  only 
one  mass-book.  Bu^t  Bm*gh-under-Stainmore,  now  Brough, 
a  mountain  town  among  wild  moors,  there  were  "  6  books 
c(  the  BiUe,  called  glosa  crdinaria^^^  i.e.,  a  commentary  used 
ia  the  stated  University  lectures  on  the  Bible,  "  price  18». 
^    Hie  whole  Bible  in  Latin,  20(f.     9  other  books,"  and 
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there  the  exasperating  inventory-makeri  instead  of  giving  the 
names,  only  adds,  "  an  ortus  vocabolomm  et  catholicon,  2(E," 
the  two  mentioned  being  dictionaries.  It  is  possible  that  \h» 
master  provided  the  books  in  most  places,  in  which  case  they 
wonld  not  appear. 

The  only  other  kind  of  evidence  afforded  as  to  the  standard  of 
Schools  is  in  the  way  of  complaints  as  to  inefficiency  on  the  part 
of  some  masters.  One  of  them  alone  is  qnite  sufficient  to  knock 
on  the  head  the  notion  that  the  Grammar  Schools  were  merely 
elementary.  At  Montgomery  it  appears  "  by  the  depositions  of 
the  Proctors,  Wardens  and  Presenters  there,  that  these  same 
did  find  and  hire  one  priest  or  learned  man  " — not  necessarily  a 
priest,  be  it  remarked — ''  continually  by  the  space  of  30  years 
by  past,  to  keep  a  Free  School  in  the  said  town."  But "  Sir 
William  Bkes,  being  chiefly  hired  for  that  purpose,  taught 
but  young  beginners  only  to  write  [and  sing,  and  to  read  so 
far  as  the  accidence  rules,  and  no  grammar,  since  Michael- 
mas." We  have  quoted  in  another  connection  remarks  on  the 
demerits  of  the  Vicar  of  Evesham  as  compared  with  the  late 
Schoolmaster  there.  Again,  at  Witney,  Oxfordshire,  a  great 
manor  of  the  Bishops  of  Winchester,  and  therefore  no  doubt  an 
ancient  site  of  a  Oranmiar  School,  '<  The  inhabitants  desireth 
to  have  a  Schoolmaster  to  teach  youth  there,  but  the  said  Wil- 
liam Dalton  doth  little  service  there  now."  At  Much  Croweni, 
too,  the  stipendiary  priest  is  described  as ''  indifferently  learned," 
which  is  perhaps  why  Much  Cowem  School  was  not  continued ; 
and  at  St.  Owens,  Hereford,  the  incumbent  was  80  years  old 
and  ''indifferently  learned,"  which  School  also  ceased.  At 
Wotton,  the  schoolmaster  there,  is  said  to  be  ''  of  60  years,  being 
unwieldy,  and  for  that  purpose  neither  meet  in  discipline  nor 
behaviour."  But  this  School  was  fortunately  not  thought  to 
be  within  the  Act ;  so  that  the  delinquencies  of  the  master  did 
not  cause  the  loss  of  the  School  or  its  endowments,  though  it 
was  severely  attacked  and  much  plundered  in  the  reign  of 
James  I.,  as  having  been  a  Chantry  concealed  from  the  Crown. 

Now  surely  the  inhabitants  of  these  places  would  not  have 
taken  the  trouble  to  find  Schools  and  Schoolmasters,  and  make 
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great  efforts  for  their  continxiance,  if  they  were  merely  Schools 
to  teach  half  a  dozen  choristers  to  read  and  sing  and  construe. 
Tot,  according  to  Ur.  Bass  Mtdlinger,  in  Schools  ''  the  average 
acqnirements  were  limited  to  reading  and  writing,  to  which, 
in  the  Cathedral  Schools,  there  were  added  chanting,  and  an 
elementary  knowledge  of  Latin."  This  sentence  shows  that 
the  writer  has  not  yet  acquired  an  elementary  knowledge  of 
Cathedral  Schools.  He  is  still  in  the  hopeless  condition  of  not 
knowing  that  the  Qrammar  School  and  the  Song  School  are 
wholly  distinct,  under  different  masters,  different  management, 
with  difforent  endowments,  and,  for  the  most  part,  different 
scholars.  It  was  precisely  the  Cathedral  Schools  and  the  other 
great  Schools,  the  Schools  of  the  quasi-cathedral  collegiate 
churches,  where  the  strongest  distinction  was  drawn  between 
the  Song  School,  in  which  chanting,  reading,  and  writing  were 
taught,  and  the  Ghrammar  School, — to  which  boys  were  not 
admitted  until  they  had  leamt  their  accidence,— where  Latin, 
dialectici  and  rhetoric  were  taught,  which  enabled  a  youth 
of  16  to  18  to  go  straight  to  the  University,  or  to  a 
learned  profession.  The  learned  professions  required  a  com- 
petent knowledge  of  Latin  far  more  directly  then  than  now 
A  need  for  Latin  was  not  confined  to  the  church  and  the 
pfiest  The  diplomatist,  the  lawyer,  the  civil  servant,  the 
physician,  the  naturalist,  the  philosopher,  wrote,  read,  and  to 
a  large  extent  spoke  and  perhaps  thought  in  Latin.  Nor  was 
Latin  only  the  language  of  the  higher  professions.  A  mer- 
chant, or  the  bailiff  of  a  manor,  wanted  it  for  his  accounts ; 
every  town  clerk  or  guild  clerk  wanted  it  for  his  minute  book. 
Cohunbus  had  to  study  for  his  voyages  in  Latin ;  the  general 
had  to  study  tactics  in  it.  The  architect,  the  musician,  every 
one  who  was  neither  a  mere  soldier  nor  a  mere  handicraftsman, 
wasted,  not  a  smattering  of  grammar,  but  a  living  acquaint- 
ance with  the  tongue,  as  a  spoken  as  well  as  a  written  language. 
For  all  practical  knowledge  of  the  language,  for  readiness 
in  reading,  in  writing,  and  still  more  in  speaking  Latin,  the 
young  Beckets,  or  Mortons,  or  Wolseys  might  be  safely  pitted 
against  their  modem  successors. 
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We  are  always  hearing  about  the  barbarous  jargon  of  the 
Schoolmeni  and  << monkish  Latin"  is  used  as  a  bjrword,  as  if 
it  were  ungrammatical  and  unintelligible  stuff.  So  far  as 
grammatical  errors  are  concerned  there  are  few  or  none.  The 
impression  that  mediseval  Latin  was  either  ungrammatical  or 
corrupt  is  due  mainly  to  the  sad  hash  made  by  ignorant  modem 
transcribers,  who  could  not  read  the  writing  or  understand 
the  abbreviations  used  by  mediseval  scribes.  Take  for  a  speci- 
men the  beginning  of  the  licence  in  mortmain  for  the  founda- 
tion of  PocUington  School,  in  1526 :

Who  would  suppose  that  this  garbled  rubbish,  which 
appeared  in  the  Yorkshire  Archceological  Journal,  1896,  re- 
presented  the  following  intelligible  and  grammatical  legal 
Latin,  as  it  stands  in  the  original? 

Memorandum  quod  xziiij  [the  date  even  was  misread]  die 
Haii,  anno  regni  Eegis  subscripto,  istud  breve  liberatum  fait 
Domino  Gancellario  Anglisa  apud  Westmonasterium,  exequen- 
dum. 

Henricus,  Dei  gratia.  Rex  Anglise  et  Francise  et  Dominus 
HibemisB,  Beverendissimo  in  Christo  patri  Willelmo  Cantua- 
riensi  Archiepiscopo  .  salutem.  .  Et  quod  fratemitas  .  cum 
sic  erecta  .  fuerit,  sit  unum  corpus  integrum  in  re  et  nomine, 
habeatque  successionem  perpetuam  et  nomen  .  ac  per  nomen 
fratemitatis  .  nominis  Jesu  .  in  Poklyngton  fundatse, 
appelletur,  nominetur  [etc.]. 

The  stuff  above,  and  worse  than  that,  has  been  passed  off  onus 
as  mediseval  Latin,  and  our  poor  ancestors  have  been  treated  as 
the  boy  in  the  lower  form  of  a  preparatory  school  treats  his 
GsBsar  and  Ovid.  They  are  not  expected  to  have  written  sense, 
and  so  it  does  not  matter  how  much  nonsense  is  made  of  what 
they  did  write. 
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That  Chapter-Act  Books  and  Charters  should  be  Ciceronian 
in  style  is  neither  to  be  expected  nor  desired.  The  English 
langoage  of  the  Law  Courts,  and  of  marriage  settlements,  is  not 
(and  we  may  be  thankful  that  it  is  not)  that  of  The  Ring  and 
the  Bookj  or  Sartor  Resartua.  But  it  is  astonishing  how  well 
the  legal  Latin  of  Justinian  and  Gains  is  preserved  in  its 
parity  far  down  in  the  centuries.  As  for  the  "jargon  of  the 
achodmen,"  one  can  hardly  expect  a  treatise  on  the  Trinity  to 
be  written  in  the  style  of  Burke's  speech  on  the  Impeachment 
of  Warren  Hastings.  There  are  not  wanting  those  who  would, 
and  do,  describe  the  diction  of  Herbert  Spencer  or  Hegel  as 
jargon.  The  medisBval  schoolmen  sinned  no  more  against  pure 
Latinity  than  the  modem  scientific  writer  sins  against  English 
niuiefiled,  if  such  there  be. 

We  need  only  turn  to  Wolsey's  statutes  for  Ipswich 
to  see  what  they  learnt  in  good  Schools.  This 
existed  as  a  Free  Grammar  School  from  1483,  when  Eichard 
Feldw  endowed  what  had  hitherto  been  a  fee-paying  School, 
and  was  in  1628  made  part  of  "  CardinaPs  College  "  at  Ips- 
wicL  There  were  to  be  eight  classes  in  the  school,  for  which, 
besides  their  Lily's  Grammar — which  was  still  the  recognised 
school  grammar  in  the  schooldays  of  men  yet  alive— divers 
Mtbors  were  prescribed.  In  the  3rd  form  from  the  bottom  they 
were  to  read  -ffisop,  "  quis  facetior  ?  "  Terence,  "  quis  utilior  ?  " 
Is  the  4th  they  got  to  Vergil,  "  prince  of  poets  " ;  in  the  6th 
they  read  Cicero's  Sdect  Letters  " ;  in  the  6th,  Sallust,  or  Ccesar's 
Conanentariee ;  in  the  7th,  Horace's  Epistles  and  Ovidii  Meta- 
^^orpho$e9  or  FaHi^  and  had  to  write  verse-tasks ;  in  the  8th 
fccm  they  abandoned  Lily  for  Donatus,  and  read  Valla,  and 
other  ancient  Latin  authors.  They  also  returned  to  Terence, 
ttd  were  to  discuss  his  life,  style,  and  so  forth,  with  a  view, 
peAi^is,  to  performances  like  the  Westminster  Play.  They 
wero  also  to  leam  pr6cis-writing  and  to  write  essays.  This, 
by  the  way,  is  a  much  more  liberal  intellectual  menu  than 
that  provided  by  Colet,  ten  years  or  so  before,  for  S.  Paul's 
School  Colet,  like  Gregory  the  Great,  seems  to  have  had  a 
^  horror  of  "  the  classics,"  as  represented  by  Vergil,  Ovid, 
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and  Terence;  and  though  he  wanted  ''  the  very  Boman  tongoe  ^ 
of  their  time,  puts  Saint  Jerome  and  Saint  Austin  on  the 
same  level  with  them,  and  prescribes  Sedulins,  Javencns,  and 
such  like,  who  wrote  "  Easter  Hymns/'  and  Gospels  in  Yerse, 
like  Clement  Marot  in  Browning, 

**  Whose  faculties  moye  iu  no  small  mist 
When  he  yersifies  David  the  Psalmist,** 

and  even  (save  the  mark!)  Baptista  Mantuanus,  a  Carmelite 
Friar,  who  died  in  1516,  and  composed  Eclogues. 

It  may  be  said  Ipswich  was  a  School  of  the  new  learning. 
True,  but  no  one  who  has  ever  read  the  clever  rhyming  Latin 
verses  of  earlier  times,  or  the  quotations  from  all  the  authors 
mentioned  above,  which  abound  in  the  mediseval  writers  of  the 
most  solemn  order  in  all  times,  can  doubt  that  the  classical 
authors  were  studied  as  a  matter  of  course  in  the  ordinary 
Schools,  and  studied  to  profit.  Moreover,  who  took  up  the  new 
learning  with  most  zest  ?  Wolsey,  who  had  been  Head-master 
of  Magdalen  College  School ;  Eox,  who  had  been  Head-master 
of  Stratford-on-Avon  Gh*ammar  School;  and  earliest  and  meet 
famous  of  Ghreek  scholars  in  England,  Ghx)cyn,  scholar  of  Win- 
chester, Fellow  of  New  College ;  with  them  Colet  and  Sir  Thomafl 
More,  who  are  alleged  to  have  been  at  S.  Anthony's  Hospital 
School  in  London.  It  was  the  three  Wykehamical  Colleges, 
New  College,  All  Souls*,  Magdalen ;  Ghrocjm,  Linacre,  Latimer, 
Colet,  Wolsey,  Lily,  recruited  and  inspired  from  Winchester 
and  other  old  Grammar  Schools,  that  introduced  the  new 
learning.  How  could  they  have  done  so  if  they  had  merely 
learnt  at  school  to  stumble  through  the  church  service  ? 

21.    The  Class  attending  Orammar  Schools. 

We  may  approach  this  matter  from  another  point  of  view, 
and  ask  whether  it  is  likely  that,  in  days  when  the  labouring 
classes  were  still  serfs,  and  Parliament  actually  petitioned  the 
Crown  against  their  being  allowed  to  go  to  the  Universities  or 
Schools,  that  bishops  and  lords  and  country  gentlemen  would, 
at  great  expense  and  labour,  found  elaborate  educational  insti- 
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tntioiis  far  the  benefit  of  half  a  dozen  poor  choristerB  ?  The 
poor  who  are  spoken  of  in  these  old  foundations  are  not 
the  poor  in  oar  sense,  the  destitute  poor,  the  unsuccessful 
among  the  labouring  classes,  but  the  relatively  poor,  the  poor 
relations  of  the  upper  classes.  That  occasionally  bright 
boys  were  snatched  up  out  of  the  ranks  of  the  real  poor 
iod  turned  into  clerics,  to  become  lawyers,  civil  servants, 
luhope,  is  not  to  be  doubted.  But  it  was  the  middle  classes, 
whether  oountry  or  town,  the  younger  sons  of  the  nobility  and 
{tfrners,  the  lesser  landholders,  the  prosperous  tradesmen,  who 
created  a  demand  for  education,  and  furnished  the  occupants  of 
Omnmar  Schools.  When  Archbishop  Rotherham,  of  Eton  and 
King's,  founded  (1487)  Rotherham  College,  it  was  in  thankful- 
wm  for  the  Schoolmaster,  who  by  some  divine  chance  had  found 
luA  way  to  Rotherham  and  taught  him.  But  he  was  a  son  of 
»  sabstantiiJ  landowner.  When  John  Percivall,  knight,  "  and 
bte  Dudre  of  the  city  of  London,"  founded  his  Grammar  School, 
ia  1602,  in  Macclesfield,  "fast  by  the  which  I  was  bom," 
viMe  ^'God,  of  his  abundant  graoe,  hath  sent  and  daily 
•«d«th  to  the  inhabitants  there  copious  plenty  of  children," 
bot  "few  Teachers  and  Schoolmasters  in  that  country,"  he 
feonded it  as  "a  Free  Grammar  School,  teaching  there  gentle- 
iBtt'i  sons  and  other  good  men's  children  of  the  town  and 
cwatiy  thereabouts."  The  good  men,  the  probi  hominen  of 
«vtier  times,  were  not  the  poor  labouring  folk,  but  the  sub- 
•tiDtiil  yeomen  and  burgesses.  At  Liverpool,  John  Crosse 
^'^^ntded  a  School,  of  which  Humphrey  Crosse,  a  relation  no 
<Jo«ht,  was  master,  the  trust  being  for  Chantry  priests  at  the 
^^  of  S.  Katharine,  "  to  teach  and  keep  one  Grammar  School, 
^  t«ke  their  advantage  of  scholars,  saving  those  that  beareth 
^natneof  Crosse,  and  poor  children."  This  prosperous  mer- 
^^^xX  would  not  lump  his  "  founder's  kin  "  with  the  children  of 
^be  gntter,  any  more  than  William  of  Wykeham  did  at  Win- 
^Wler,  or  the  "  nobles  "  of  Hampshire,  who  sent  their  sons  to 
liT«  with  the  scholars  or  commoners  there.  So  at  Eardisle^ 
>  39)  the  (Grammar  School  was  "  founded  by  Sir  James 
TWiikenryle,  knight,  to  instruct  and  bring  up  his  children  and 
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other  m«n'8  in  learning  of  Grammar."  The  Schoolmaster  Uxk 
fees,  as  he  had  ''for  his  wages  or  stipend  the  clear  yearly 
revenue  of  the  lands ''  (£4  1S$.  2d.\  and  "  the  advantage  of  his 
scholars." 

22.    What  was  a  Free  Orammar  School  P 

This  brings  ns  to  another  point :  What  was  the  meaning  of 
Free  School,  or  Free  Grammar  School  at  this  time?  Dr. 
Johnson  defined  it  to  mean,  and  that  is  the  obvious  meaning 
of  it,  a  School  that  is  free, — where  no  payment  is  made  for 
tuition  fees. 

It  has  been  alleged  that  Free  School  did  not  mean  free  or 
gratuitous,  but  (1)  a  Grammar  School,  (2)  free  from  ecclesi- 
astical jurisdiction,  (3)  giving  a  liberal  education,  (4)  imme- 
diately dependent  on  the  Crown,  (5)  free  from  the  statute  of 
mortmain.  There  may  be  other  fanciful  explanations  devised  to 
escape  the  obvious  meaning.  None  of  them  can  survive  when 
confronted  with  the  facts.  The  first  explanation  is  annihilated 
by  a  single  entry  in  our  records,  p.  279 :  "  The  College  of  Jesos 
in  Rotherham  was  founded  for  a  preacher  to  preach  12  sermons 
every  year,  three  Schoolmasters  of  Free  Schools,  viz.,  Grammar, 
Song,  and  Writing,  6  poor  children,  a  butler  and  a  cook."  Oa 
p.  193  we  learn :  "  The  same  Schoolmasters  be  bound  to  coa- 
tinual  residence,  and  to  teach  all  children,  freely,  resorting  to 
the  said  College."  The  six  poor  children  were  boarded  and 
lodged  as  well.  Here,  then,  a  Song  School  and  a  Writing 
School  are  called  Free,  as  well  as  a  Grammar  School.  So  at 
Durham.  A  Chantry  was  founded  by  Bishop  Langley  (1414) "  to 
keep  two  Free  Schools,  one  of  Grammar,  one  of  Song."  There* 
fore  Free  School  was  not  merely  a  synonym  of  Grammar  School 
Indeed,  as  the  common  phrase  is  Free  Grammar  School,  it  is 
absurd  to  suppose  it  was.  Of  course  Free  School  may  be,  and 
is,  used  for  short  in  referring  to  a  Grammar  School  already 
mentioned,  or  in  a  context  in  which  Grammar  is  assumed  to 
be  implied.  Naturally,  when  the  great  bulk  of  Schools  were 
Grammar  Schools.  But  there  were  Grammar  Schools  which  were 
»ot  free,  and  Free  Schools  which,  so  far  as  is  known,  were  not

Grammar  Schools.  Moreover,  the  common  altemative  phrase 
for  "keeping  a  Free  Grammar  School"  is  ^'teaching  Grammar 
freely." 

It  is  part  of  the  case  of  those  who  say  that  Free  School  does 
not  mean  free  of  fees,  that  it  could  not  mean  it,  because,  before 
the  Beformation,  all  Schools  were  free  of  fees.  The  two  cases 
aheady  quoted  of  Liverpool  and  Eardisley  disprove  this.  But 
to  prove  it  again,  take  the  following  instances.  At  Ledbury, 
the  stipendiary  k^t  a  School,  continued  as  a  Ghrammar  School 
(p.  106),  while  (p.  9S)  it  is  said  that  the  Master  hath  the  stipend 
^  and  none  other  living  but  the  little  reward  of  the  friends  of 
the  Scholars."  It  is  not  called  a  Free  School.  At  Leominster, 
A  Grammar  School  is  kept  by  one  who  "  hath  no  other  living 
but  that  he  hath  of  his  Scholars  weekly."  At  Eongsland  the 
stipendiary,  founded  <'to  teach  children,"  "keepeth  a  School, 
having  for  his  salary  the  clear  revenue,  and  the  profit  of 
scholars." 

On  the  other  hand,  at  Wisbech  the  Schoolmaster  is  "  to  keep 
a  Grammar  School,  freely  to  teach  and  instruct  children  in 
godly  and  virtuous  learning."  At  Week  S.  Mary  the  Chantry 
priest  is  "to  teach  children  freely  in  a  School  founded  by 
Lady  Percivall,"  and  the  Continuance  Warrant  says  that  "  a 
Grammar  School  hath  been  continually  kept  in  S.  Mary  Week." 

At  Wimbome,  where,  according  to  the  foundation,  the  School- 
master was  to  teach  "after  the  manner  of  Winchester  and 
£ton,"  he  was,  "to  be  a  Schoolmaster  to  teach  freely  all 
Banner  of  children  Grammar  within  the  said  College."  A 
Bflmorandum  says  "it  is  very  requisite  that  the  said  School 
may  remain  stUl  for  the  bringing  up  of  young  children  in  leam- 
^  freely,  without  any  thing  paying ^  as  it  toas  in  times  past,^^ 
TUs  foundation  was  1497,  statutes  1510.  The  Continuance 
Warrant  says,  "A  Free  (Jrammar  School  hath  been  kept  in 
Wtmbome,"  and  continues  it. 

At  Darlington  was  "  a  Free  School  of  Grammar  for  all  manner 
of  childr«n  thither  resorting."    "  Wootton  Free  School "  (1384) 

was  for  finding  a  master  "  freely  to  teach  Grammar,"  and  the 
original  foundation  adds,  "  without  any  benefit  or  gain  for  his 
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peons''  beyond  his  stipend.  At  CUpping  Campden  "tiie 
Sohoolmaster's  service ''  was  founded  "  to  raaintain  a  Free 
School,"  and  in  a  memorandom  it  says,  ''  a  Ghranunar  Sdiool 
&eely  tanght." 

Bishop  Langley,  besides  his  Durham  Schools,  founded  an- 
other School  at  Middleton  in  Lancashire,  though  his  name 
has  been  forgotten:  in  that  of  one  of  his  scholais,  Dean  Nowell, 
who  further  endowed  it  in  Elizabeth's  reign.  The  incomhei^ 
there  was  to  teach  '^  a  Grammar  School,  free  for  poor  children." 

At  Stamford  we  get  the  phrase  in  Latin,  and  it  is  part  of  the 
adverse  case  that  the  phrase  originated  in  Latin  in  Edward 
VI.'s  charters,  and  was  translated  into  EagHsh.  The  Stamford 
Certificate  says  that  in  1532,  15  years  before  Edward  VL,  ihd 
School  was  founded  for  a  secular  chaplain,  sufBciently  learned 
''  to  pray  [etc,]  and  freely  to  teach  {libere  docturum)  and  instruct 
the  art  of  Grammar."  At  Towcester,  described  (p.  153)  as  "a 
Free  Ghrammar  School,"  the  master  is  said  on  p.  146  '*  to  keep  a 
Grammar  School,"  and  on  p.  151  "teacheth  daily  freely,  and 
hath  no  other  living."  We  have  already  seen  how  the  Schod- 
master  at  Bruton  School,  founded  in  1520  for  a ''  Free  Gram- 
mar School,"  was  by  surrender  to  the  Crown  '^discharged  of 
any  free  teaching  or  keeping  of  School  there." 

At  Cannock  the  priest  of  our  Lady's  Service  '*  for  30  years 
hath  kept  a  Grammar  School,  and  taught  children  of  the  said 
parish,  for  the  most  part  freely,"  while  at  the  neighbouring 
Bromley,  a  stipendiary  priest  *'  hath  always  kept  a  School,  bat 
not  freely." 

To  conclude  with  two  crucial  instances.  In  Newland,  Olouoes- 
tershire,  by  licence  of  King  Henry  VI.  (1446)  B.obert  Giyndour, 
Esq.,  founded  a  Chantry  ''  to  the  intent  to  maintain  a  discreet 
priest,  being  sufficiently  learned  in  the  art  of  grammar,  to  ke^ 
a  School  half -free ;  that  is  to  say,  taking  of  scholars  learning 
grammar  Sd.  the  quarter,  and  of  others  learning  to  read  4tt  a 
quarter."  This  la  the  Edwardian  finding.  It  was  more  shortly 
put  in  the  Henrician  Certificate:  ''to  find  a  priest,  and  a 
Grammar  School  half  free  for  ever."  In  HarL  MS.,  605,  it 
is  added  that  its  discontinuance  would  be  ''  a  great  loss  to  all 
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the  coontry  thereabouts,  f(»r  there  is  not  any  other  Qrammar 
School  free,  neither  otherwise,  not  by  a  great  distance.'' 

At  Stourbridge  the  stipendiary  '^  stood  charged  to  teach  the 
pocnr  men's  children  of  the  same  parish  freely,"  and  ''hath 
always  uaed^  and  yet  doth  use,  to  keep  a  School."  This  School 
WIS  one  of  the  earlier  of  Edward  VI. 's  reputed  creations.  The 
Ittdfl  had  been  all  sold,  but  were  supplied  from  other  Chantries, 
tnd,  1st  June,  1551,  were  ordered  ''  to  be  granted  to  certain 
persons  and  to  their  heirs  to  have  continuance  for  ever,  for 
the  free  teaching  of  children  within  the  town  of  Stourbridge,"  ' 
and  in  the  Letters  Patent,  19th  June,  1552,  it  is  called  Libera 
Scola  Ghrammaticalis,  a  Free  Grammar  School  for  the  instruc- 
tkm  of  boys  and  youth  in  grammar.  Listead  of  saying  labori- 
oody,  as  the  old  founders  did,  that  the  master  was  to  teach 
''freely  without  taking  anything  for  his  pains,"  it  was  all 
expressed  in  the  neat  formula,  "  There  shall  be  a  Free  Grammar 
School" 

After  these  samples  of  what  Free  School  meant  to  the  very 
people  who  were  supposed  to  be  creators  of  the  phrase,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  dispose  in  detail  of  the  adverse  theories.  It  cannot 
meen  free  from  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  for  not  one  of  the  Free 
Grammar  Schools  was  free  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ordinary, 
lisose  licence  was  a  necessity  until  within  the  last  century.  It 
cttmot  mean  that  the  master  or  the  School,  was  free  from  every 
one  but  the  Crown,  for  even  in  Edward  VI.'s  foundations,  notably 
Surewsbury,  the  statutes  had  to  be  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and 
tltt  master  was  almost  invariably  appointed  by  the  Governors, 
or  a  College,  or  some  other  person  or  body,  not  the  Crown ;  and 
the  phrase  was  used  by  private  founders,  whose  heirs  were  bom 
Visitors.  It  does  not  mean  a  School  which  gives  a  liberal  edu- 
cation, for  in  the  three  Free  Schools  in  Yorkshire,  founded  by 
irdibishop  Holgate,  the  word  for  liberal  knowledge  is  used, 
and  it  is  not  libera,  but  liberaliB,  It  cannot  mean  free  from 
the  statute  of  mortmain,  because  when  a  licence  in  mortmain 
wu  embodied  in  the  Letters  Patent  or  Charters,  it  was  a 
Goence  to  a  limited  amount  only,  and  the  School  was  not 
beed  from   the   statute   generally.      It  is  impossible,  if  the 
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phrase  is  regarded  in  its  historical  development  (which  can- 
not be  gone  into  now),  that  it  could  have  meant  anything  bat 
what  it  was  popularly  supposed  to  mean — free  from  pajnnent  of 
tuition  fees.  Entrance  fees,  and  all  sorts  of  extras  and  luzurieB) 
such  as  fires,  light,  candles,  stationery,  cleaning,  whipping, 
might  have  to  be  paid  for ;  but  a  free  School  meant  undoubtedly 
a  School  in  which,  because  of  the  endowment,  all,  or  some  of  the 
scholars,  the  poor  or  the  inhabitants  of  the  place,  or  a  certain 
number,  were  freed  from  fees  for  teaching. 

23.    Specimens  of  Edwardian  Spoliation. 

The  Ghrammar  Schools  were  not  destroyed  by  the  ChantrieB 
Acts.  It  is  perhaps  the  case  even  that  the  statesmen  of  the 
day  did  not  realize  the  full  effects  of  their  action  in  taking 
away  the  lands  of  the  Schools  and  substituting  fixed  stipends 
from  the  Crown,  especially  if  they  really  intended  to  re-endow 
at  that  future  golden  moment  which  never  came.  Yet  they  did 
in  fact  sign  the  death-warrant  of  scores  of  Schools. 

How  unfortunately  the  "  quousque  "  warrant,  never  followed 
up  by  any  further  order,  worked  for  destruction  a  few  particular 
cases  may  show. 

One  of  the  first  Schools  on  our  list  is  Newbury,  Berkshire. 
The  Schools  Inquiry  Commission  Report  dates  it  only  "before 
1677."  That  particular  year  was  chosen,  because  in  that  year 
a  Crown  payment  of  £12  being  '^  the  stipend  of  the  Master  of 
Newbury  Grammar  School,"  was,  with  other  such  payments, 
ordered  to  be  reserved  on  the  sale  of  Crown  lands.  Lon^ 
Brougham's  commission  had,  however,  mentioned  the  Chantry 
Certificate  continuing  the  School,  though  they  say  that  they 
had  enquired  for  it  at  the  Augmentation  Ofiice  in  vain. 

That  Certificate  is  now  printed.  It  shows  that  a  stipendiary 
priest,  "  called  Henry  Wormestall's  priest,"  was  "  founded  by 
Henry  Wormestall,  which,  by  his  last  will,  dated  2nd  Marcbi 
1466,  willed  that  certain  men  should  stand  seized  of  and  in 
divers  lands  and  tenements  in  Newbury  and  Greenham  upon 
condition  that  they  and  the  heirs  of  them  should  keep  repara- 
tions, etc.,  and  hire  an  honest  priest  to  pray  for  his  and  all 
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Christian  souls  for  ever,  and  keep  a  yearly  obit  of  lOs, ;  with 
this  addition,  that  it  should  be  always  lawful  to  the  said 
oofeoffees''  (pronounced,  we  may  say  for  the  benefit  of  lay- 
readers,  not  fddffees,  but  fe£fees)  "  to  alter  and  change  the  same 
loondation  from  time  to  time  as  to  their  discretion  should  Seem 
good.    Which  lands  and  tenements  be  of  the  yearly  value  of 
£13  9$.  Sd.    Whereof  in  Eedditi  resoluti  {i.e.,  fixed  rents  pay- 
able) "by  year  lbs.  Sd.    The  tenth"  (i.c.,  the  tithe  of  the 
annual  value  payable  to  the  Crown  by  virtue  of  a  statute  of 
Hffliry  Vm.  on  all  ecclesiastical  benefices), "  128.  O^d.]  21b.  S\d. 
Remaineth  unto  one  Thomas  Evans,  Schoolmaster,  teaching  a 
Qiammar  School  there,  whereof  that  town  hath  great  need, 
£12  28.  4|d."     The  Commission  further  reported  that  there 
was  another  paper  showing  a  payment  of  £4  to  a  priest  from 
S.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  an  ancient  foundation,  which  was,  as 
br  back  as  King  John's  reign,  granted  the  right  to  a  Fair. 
The  corporation,  it  seems,  claimed  that  this  £4,  which  was 
nsoally  paid  to  the  master  of  the  Grammar  School,  was  part  of 
the  £12.    A  reference  to  our  records  would  have  shown  at  once 
that  this  was  not  so,  for  the  Crown  having,  in  right  of  the 
Chantries  Act,  taken  the  lands,  the  School  was  continued  (though 
b  this  case  the  original  warrant  is  not  forthcoming),  and  the 
Master  was  paid  the  full  amount  of  his  salary,  deducting  only 
2f .  ^d.  for  fees.    On  the  other  hand,  the  Hospital  being  exempt 
fnym  the  Act  of  Edward,  retained  its  lands.    The  result  was, 
that  while  S.  Barthobmew's  Hospital,  Newbury,  the  lands  of 
which  were  worth  £21  a  year,  as  stated  in  the  Chantry  Cer- 
tificate of  Henry  Vlll.,  had  60  years  ago  seen  its  income  aug- 
mented to  some  £500  a  year,  the  School,  with  only  the  fixed 
torn  of  £12,  had  fallen  into  abeyance.    The  schoolhouse  was 
let)  the  Crown  payment  itself   taken  by    the   Corporation, 
and,  on  the  principle  of  '*  To  him  that  hath,  to  him  shall  be 
^Ten,"  applied  in  aid  of  the  rich  Hospital.    A  scheme  after- 
wards reversed  the  process,  and  set  the  School  on  its  own 
legs  again.    But  for  something  like  a  himdred  years  Newbury 
waa  deprived  of  the  chance  of  higher  education,  for  which  one 
if  not  two  endowments  had  been  given,  because  the  School- 
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master^  was  left  with  a  fixed  stipend  instead  of  his  endow- 
ment. 

Another  instance,  while  illustrating  the  historical  imfori- 
ance  of   these  docnm^its,   shows   how  deeply  rooted  ui  the 
minds  of  country  commonities  is  the  memory  of  ancient  chtri-        I 
ties.    Lord  Brougham's  Commission  reported  of  Week  S.  Mwy,        | 
or  S.  Mary  Weke,  as  it  used  to  be  called,  in  Cornwall,  that 
''  much  excitement  has  existed  respecting  certain  lands  called 
the  Commons,  which  are  reported  to  have  been  given  for  charit- 
able purposes  by  one  Thomasin  Bonaventure,  alms  Percival 
No  will  has  been  found,  though  repeatedly  searched  for ;  and  we 
could  discover  no  evidence  of  any  charitable  trust  in  connectioii 
with  them."    Is  not  this  a  vague  reminiscence  of  the  Grammar 
School  at  Week,  founded  by  Thomasina  Lady  Percival,  wife  of 
Sir  John  Percival,  Knight,  Merchant  Tailor  and  Lord  Mayor  of 
London,  who  himself  founded  what  is  still  the  very  flourisliiBg 
Grammar  School  at  Macclesfield  (pp.  28, 24)  ?    Her  London  will, 
made  by  her  12th  February,  1508,  as  a  freewoman  and  citisen 
of  London,  enrolled  in  the  Hastings  Court  in  1512,  showing, 
probably,  that  she  was  then  dead,  is  abstracted  in  Dr.  Sharpens 
Calendar  of  Hastings  WiUSf  ii.  618.    She  founded  "a  Chantry 
at  the  altar  of  S.  John  Baptist,  in  the  north  aisle  of  the 
church,"  "  called  Dame  Percival's  Chantry,"  "  to  find  a  priest 
for  ever,  not  only  to  pray  for  her  soul  within  the  parish  church, 
but  also  that  he,  the  said  priest,  do  teach  children  freely,  in  a 
School  founded  by  the  said  Dame  Percival,  not  far  distant  from 
the  parish  church  " ;  and  ''  to  find  a  manciple  also,  to  instruct 
and  teach  children  under  the  said  Schoolmaster."    The  School- 
master got  £12  6s.,  and  the  manciple  £1  Gs.  Sd.  a  year.     A 
memorandum  says,  ^'  The  said  Chantry  is  a  great  comfort  to 
all  the  country  there,  for  that  they  that  list  may  set  their  chil- 
dren to  board  there,  and  have  them  taught  freely,  for  the  which 
purpose  there  is  an  house  and  officers  appointed  by  the  founda- 
tion accordingly."    The  manciple,  of  course,  whose  title  is  still 
preserved  in  Oxford  Colleges,  was  one  of  these  boarding-house 
officers,  as  well  as  Elementary  School  teacher. 

The  ^'  comfort  to  the  country  "  was  no  doubt  the  view  of  the 
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pariflhioQers  of  Week  S.  Mary.  Edward's  commissicHiers  give 
a  Yery  different  aeooant.  While  they  jxraise  the  master, 
William  Chalwell,  or  Cholwell,  as  "  a  man  veil  learned,  and  a 
great  setter  forth  of  God's  word/'  they  say  '<  the  said  School  is 
in  decay  by  reason  it  standeth  in  a  desolate  place,  and  far  from 
the  market,  for  prorision  of  scholars,"  The  number  of  "  house- 
ling  people,"  or  communicants,  is  given  at  150  only,  repre- 
seating  a  popolation  of,  say,  200.  The  endowment  income  was 
115  lU.  4£L,  besides  some  lands  which  one  of  the  founder's 
leoffideskept  in  his  own  hands,  paying  to  the  manciple  in  respect 
of  it  £4  yearly,  and  Ida.  4d.  to  the  laundress  of  the  schoolhouse, 
80  that  the  whole  came  to  the  very  respectable  sum  of  £20  a 
year,  or  £400  a  year  of  our  money.  But  in  the  borough  of 
Laonoestcm,  ''the  shire  town"  with  a  population  of  550, 
^lere  was  a  stipendiary  priest  to  teach  children  grammar, 
▼ho  received  £6  for  his  salary,  while  Ids.  id.  was  given  to  '^  an 
aged  man^  chosen  by  the  mayor,  to  teach  young  children  the 
A  B  C."  Of  this  the  Commissioners  say :  ''  The  commons  of 
the  same  town  of  Launceston  be  greatly  charged  for  binding 
of  pri8(mer8  in  the  king's  common  gaol  there.  Adjoining  to 
the  town  be  12  parish  churches,  whereof  the  king's  majesty 
if  patron,  by  reason  of  the  late  dissolved  monastery  of  Laun- 
ceston, and  no  vicar  endowed,  for  they  were  wont  to  be  served 
vith  the  religious  persons  of  the  said  late  monastery.  Item, 
there  is  a  very  meet  place  to  establish  a  learned  man  to  preach 
end  set  forth  the  word  of  God  to  the  people,  and  also  to  teach 
children  their  grammar,  and  other  necessary  knowledge.  And 
Yhere  the  said  School  of  S.  Mary  Week  is  now  in  decay  for 
lack  of  convenient  relief  for  the  scholars,  this  is  a  very  meet 
place  to  have  the  foundation  of  the  School  removed  unto,  for 
hoth  the  said  towns  of  Launceston  and  Week  standeth  within 
7  miles  distant."  In  the  Schools  Continuance  Warrant  we  find 
that  the  Qrammar  School  maintained  out  of  the  Chantry  of  S. 
John  Baptist  of  Week  is  ordered  to  be  continued, ''  and  that 
there  shall  be  paid  yearly  to  the  sustentation  or  maintenance 
of  the  said  School,  £17  Ids.  S^d." 
The  School  was  continued  not  at  Week,  but  at  Launceston, 
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as  appears  from  the  Pension  certificate.  The  mandple 
usher  was  pensioned  off  with  66«.  Sd.  a  year,  and  his  wife, 
the  laundress,  with  1S«.  4(f.,  while  it  is  said  ^  At  Laonceston, 
continticUur  gucusque  (i.e.,  till  further  or  other  order  be 
made)  with  the  accustomed  wages" ;  and  a  note  adds:  '* ap- 
pointed by  my  Lord  Protector's  Ghrace's  letters  to  be  moved 
hence  to  Launceston,  and  there  to  have  continuance,  if  it  shall 
appear  to  be  more  necessary  there  than  at  Week.  And  upon 
letters  directed  to  certain  of  the  worshipful  of  the  shire  it  is 
certified  that  the  same  is  more  meet ;  whereupon  it  is  ordered 
qwmsque.^^  Meanwhile  the  Launceston  stipendiary  was  abo- 
lished, 'Hhe  pension  of  the  priest  to  be  borne  by  the  in- 
habitants of  the  town,  because  the  Schoolmaster  of  S.  Hary 
Week,  by  their  own  suit,  is  removed  hither."  Presumably 
there  were  difficulties  afterwards  as  to  this  transaction,  for 
Lord  Brougham's  Commission  report,  under  heading  of  Lann- 
ceston,  that ''  A  (Grammar  School  in  this  Borough  was  endowed 
by  Queen  Elisabeth,  with  an  annual  payment  of  £16  135. 4d., 
payable  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  Duchy  of  Cornwall  to  the 
master,  who  has  always  been  appointed  by  the  Corporation." 
Thus  was  Queen  Elizabeth  credited  with  the  good  deeds  of 
Edward  VI.,  who  took  the  School  endowment,  but  gave  a  fixed 
stipend  instead. 

This  case  is  a  remarkable  instance  of  the  Protector  Somerset's 
advanced  views,  in  thus  authorizing  the  removal  of  a  School 
from  a  small  village,  where  it  was  doing  no  good  and  was 
not  wanted,  to  a  larger  neighbouring  town,  where  it  was 
wanted,  and  did  so  after  consulting  the  local  authorities.  It 
is  creditable,  too,  to  the  local  authorities,  who  thus  supported 
the  doctrine  that  the  best  way  of  carrying  out  the  founder's 
wishes  was  to  apply  her  endowments  in  the  way  most  cakn- 
lated  to  advance  education. 

It  was  not  a  condemnation  of  the  Protector's  policy  in  re- 
moving the  School  that  in  1887  it  was  in  abeyance,  and  the 
Crown  stipend  not  paid  for  16  years,  for  lack  of  a  master.  Bat 
it  was  his  fault  that  the  endowment,  which,  if  the  actual  lands 
had  been  continued  or  restored,  would  have  been  found  amjdy 
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sa£5cient  for  a  flourisliing  First  Gh:ade  School,  was  found  to  be 
80  insnfBcient  that  it  had  to  bQ  converted  into  an  exhibition 
endowment.  Thus  has  poor  Thomasina's  memory  faded  from 
the  memory  of  man. 

Very  sad  has  been  the  history  of  nearly  all  these  ancient 
Schools  in  Cornwall,  where  new  founders  have  not  come  forward, 
as  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  to  make  up  for  the  Edwardian 
spoliation. 

Our  records  show  us  the  College  of  S.  Thomas  of  Olasney, 
founded,  or  augmented  rather,  by  Walter  the  Good,  otherwise 
Bzxmescombe,  Bishop  of  Exeter,  about  the  year  1271,  in  or  near 
the  town  of  Peniyn  (Peryn,  it  is  called),  with  its  staflF  of 
a  Provost,  12  canons  and  prebendaries,  and  7  vicars  choral, 
a  chapel  clerk,  a  bell-ringer,  4  "  querysters " — a  term  still 
imderstanded  by  Wykehamists — and  3  Chantry  priests,  stand- 
ing "upon  a  fair  haven  named  Falmouth,"  where  sometimes 
"repair  for  harbour  100  great  ships,  which,  being  there, 
have  always  used  to  resort  to  the  said  College  to  see  the 
ministration  there;  and  the  walls  of  the  said  College  on  the 
aouth  side  well  fortified  with  towers,  and  ordnance  in  the  same 
for  the  defence  of  the  said  town,"  in  the  same  way  as  the 
walls  of  New  College,  Oxford,  ^were  also  the  town  walls.  The 
College,  of  course,  kept  its  (Grammar  School,  one  of  the  vicars 
choral  being  master ;  but  he  was  ''  late  deceased  "  in  1548,  "  for 
the  which  the  people  maketh  great  lamentation ;  and  it  is  meet 
to  have  another  learned  man,  for  there  is  much  youth  in  the 
aud  town."  A  somewhat  mystic  note  (p.  30),  '^  Nota  pro  Eaufe 
Coche  Mr.  Hobbis  Stole,"  appears  to  mean  that  Coche,  the  "  chapel 
clerk,  of  the  age  of  60  years,"  who  "  hath  for  his  salary  in  the 
aaid  College  £6  12c2.,  besides  his  meat  and  drink,  and  hath  no 
other  promotions,"  should  succeed  to  the  place  or  stool  (or  per- 
luipB  it  is  scole  for  school)  of  the  late  Schoolmaster,  named 
Hobbs. 

Nor  was  the  elementary  education  of  the  place  unprovided  for. 
^  J<^  Pounde,  bell-ringer  there,  of  the  age  of  30  years,  hath 
for  his  salary  there  40«.,  as  well  for  teaching  of  poor  men's 
children  their  A  B  C  as  for  ringing  the  bells."    The  yearly 
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value  of  the  College  wias  £228  A$.  Id.,  or  Bomewh««  aboat 
£4,500  a  year.  The  whole  was  swept  away,  lucluding  the  poor 
children's  ABC  teacher,  and  the  stip^d  (>i  the  GraHimar 
Schoolmaster,  £6  18^.,  alone  continued. 

It  is  true  that  £9  out  of  £228  devoted  to  education  was  not 
a  very  large  proportion.    A  School  building  was,  however,  pro* 
vided,  and  no  doubt  a  very  much  better  Schoolmaster  than 
would  otherwise  have  been  the  case.     Moreover,  while  the 
endowments  of  the  CcJlege  remained,  they  were  ready  at  Miy 
time  to  be  applied  to  more  useful  purposes  than  the  mainten- 
ance of  canons,  mostly  non-resident,  and  vicars  choral,  whose 
singing  and  praying  allowed  them,  as  we  know  from  other 
like  places,  a  great  deal  too  much  time  and  inclination  for 
dicing,  drinking,  and  damsels.    The  commissioners  say  that  '^  it 
is  a  meet  place  to  establish  a  learned  man  to  teach  a  Ghrammar 
School,  for  ^people  thereabouts  be  very  ignorant."    But  Glasney 
shared  the  common  lot.      It  was  recited  that  ''a  Gb^mmar 
School  has  heretofore  kept  at  Penryn,  in  the  parish  of  Glavias, 
with  part  of  the  revenues  of  the  late  College  there,  whidi 
School  is  meet  and  necessary  to  continue,"  and  "  assigned  that 
the  School  in  Penryn  aforesaid  shall  continue,  and  that  the 
Schoolmaster  there  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  £6  18«.  for  hie 
wages  yearly."    That  was  all  that  was  saved  from  the  wreck, 
and  in  this  way  did  the  commissioners  exercise  their  full  power 
and  authority  to  appoint  '<  lands,  tenements,  fuid  other  heredita- 
ments "  for  the  keeping  of  a  Grammar  School  for  ever.    Short 
is  the  record  of  this  School  in  Lord  Brougham's  Commission 
Report.    ''  Queen  Elizabeth  gave  the  annual  sum  of  £6  ISs.  id. 
to  a  Grammar  School  at  Penryn," — again  the  sister  is  credited 
with  the  good  deed,  such  as  it  was,  of  the  brother, — "  which  is 
stated  to  have  been  secured  under  the  Pension  Act  of  22  Car.  17 
c.  6,  sec.  14,  by  deed  bearing  date  5th  June,  1677,  and  payable 
at  the  Land  Eevenue  Eecord  Office.    As  there  is  no  Grammar 
School  in  Penryn,  and  consequently  no  master  to  whom  payment 
can  be  made,  it  has  been  withheld  several  years."    The  Royal 
Commission  on  Secondary  Education  records  a  melancholy  blank 
under  the  heading  of  Penryn  Grammar  School. 
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Similar  is  the  rtco^  for  the  Graxxonar  Schoc^l  at  Bodmia, 
"called  Nayler'fl  or  S.  John  Baptist's  Chantry,  to  find  a  jNrietft 
for  oyer  to  celebmte  in  the  said  (parish)  chun^h  and  teach 
young  children  grammar."  Lands,  £7 195. 8d.,  of  whi<^  Priest^s 
akiy  £5  6$,  8d.  «*This  town  of  Bodmin,"  say  Edward's  com- 
minioBers,  ^standeth  in  the  midst  of  the  shire  of  Cornwall, 
the  king's  majesty  lord  and  patron  thereof,  .  .  being  the 
greatest  market  town  that  is  in  all  the  shire;  great  resort 
thither,  as  well  for  the  said  market  as  for  sessions  two  times 
in  the  year,  there  kept.  A  very  meet  place  for  a  learned 
man  .  .  for  the  Lord  knoweth  the  said  2,000  people  are 
TBry  'ingnorant ' "  The  School  was  continued  with  the  salary 
of  £5  6«.  Sd.  Bat  the  Crown  payment,  credited  as  usual  to 
Qoeen  Ellizabeth,  who  seems  to  hare  been  the  **  common  vouchee  " 
of  liOTi  Brougham's  commission,  "is  now"  (1837)  "discon- 
tinued." The  commission  of  ISS'i  says,  the  School  was  "  for^ 
Bwriy  held  in  S.  Thomas'  Chapel,"  and  is  in  abeyance.  A 
simple  reference  to  this  r^)ort  is  tlM  record  in  1895. 

At  Saltash,  lands  held  by  the  mayor  and  burgesses,  given 
by  John  Smith  and  others  "  to  pray  for  them>  their  fathers 
ttd  mothers,  and  to  teach  children  there,  bom  within  the 
borough,"  were  swallowed  up.  The  Schoolmaerter's  salary,  £7 
A  7<Mu-,  reduced  by  taking  fees  (which  the  Chantaries  Act 
«prewly  said  were  not  to  be  taken)  to  £6  17«.  in  1887,  and 
to  £6  4i.  M.  later,  continued  to  be  paid  till  shortly  before  1867, 
aod  has  not  been  paid  since  for  lack  of  one  to  receive  it. 

The  case  of  Truro  is  better.  There  the  old  Grammar  School 
master  was  "  a  stipendiary  in  the  parish  church,  of  the  bene- 
^lenoe  of  the  mayor  and  burgesses,  to  find  a  priest  for  ever 
to  miniflter  in  the  parish  church  and  to  keep  a  school  there." 
He  received  £6  ISs.  4d.  Being  "of  the  benevolence,"  it  would 
appear  doubtful  whether  the  School  fell  within  the  Act,  and  in 
tbe  pension  list,  though  a  pension  of  £6  is  entered,  it  is  added, 
"The  said  pension  is  paid  of  the  benevolence  of  the  mayor 
*ai  brethren  yearly."  The  corporation  stuck  to  the  lands, 
Md  in  1837  paid  the  master  £36  a  year,  which,  though  not 
too  magnificent  a  salary,  was  yet  more  than  five  times  as  much 
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as  he  would  have  been  paid,  if  he  had  fallen  under  the  tender 
mercies  of  Edward  VI. 

Such  is  the  doleful  record  of  the  havoc  wrought  in  the 
educational  provision  of  a  single  county. 

The  reader  would  be  wearied  if  many  more  examples  were 
piled  up  of  Edward  VI.'s  method  of  founding  Schools.  He  can 
turn  over  the  documents  and  see  for  himself  how  the  226 
Schools  recorded  f ared,  many  of  them  destroyed  at  once,  many 
more  fading  away  under  the  tender  attentions  of  that  careful 
educational  planter.  To  aid  the  reader,  a  table  is  appended 
of  the  (Grammar  Schools  mentioned,  showing  their  date  of 
foundation  or  earliest  mention,  and  whether  still  subsisting 
as  Grammar  Schools,  sunk  into  Elementary  Schools,  converted 
into  Exhibition  Funds,  or  perished  altogether.  The  record  is  not 
complete,  and  much  local  and  special  knowledge  is  required  to 
complete  it.  Imperfect  as  it  is,  it  is  enough  to  establish  that 
the  received  notions  of  the  provision  for  education  in  England 
are  extremely  erroneous,  and  that  the  history  of  many  of  our 
Schools  is  much  longer  than  is  commonly  supposed. 

As  for  poor  Edward  VI.,  meaning  thereby  the  ruling  coun- 
cillors of  his  day,  he  cannot  any  longer  be  called  the  founder 
of  our  national  system  of  Secondary  education.  But  he,  or  they, 
can  at  least  claim  the  distinction  of  having  had  a  unique 
opportunity  of  reorganizing  the  whole  educational  system  of 
a  nation  from  top  to  bottom,  without  cost  to  the  nation,  and  of 
having  thrown  it  away.

able to  the  payment  of  the  first  frutes  and  tenthes,  and  all 
^  the  Qunnours,  lends,  tenements,  heredytaments,  and  possessyons, 
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onyted,  annexed,  or  belongyng  to  theym,  or  to  any  of  theym, 
as  in  the  seid  acte  more  at  large  may  appere. 

We,  emestlye   sekyng    and   wysshing   that   the  due  and 
true  execution  of  th'  aucthorytie  and  powre  to  us  gyven  asd 
graunted,  as  is  aforeseyd,  shulde  toolye  tende  to  the  glorye  of 
Abnyghtie  Gbd,  whose  honor  we  chieflye  soke  in  this  tbingi 
and  to  the  comon  welthe  of  this  our  Realme,  accordyng  tmto 
the  truste  and  confydence  that  our  wellbeloved  and  obedyent 
subjects  have  concey ved  in  us  and  commytted  unto  us  in  that 
behalfe,  have  thought  good,  before  we  shulde  precede  to  th' 
execucyon  of  anything  therin  conteyned,  to  have  a  trew  and 
oerteyn  declaracyon  and  certificat  made  unto  us,  as  well  of 
the  number  and  names  of  the  seid  chantreis,  colleges,  frater- 
nyties,  brotherhedds,  hospitalls,  and  other  the  seid  promocyonai 
as  also  of  th'  orders,  qualities,  degrees,  uses,  abuses,  condycyooB, 
estates,  and  necessities,  concemyng  theym  or  any  of  theym; 
wherof  being  certeynlye,  fullye,  and  crediblye  enformed  and 
instructyd,  we  shall  be  the  more  able  with  expedycyon  to 
do  and  accomplysshe  those  things  whiche  the  necessitie  and 
ymportance  of  this  matter  requireth. 

Know  ye,  therefore,  that  we,  trusting  in  your  fydelyties  and 
approvyd  wysdome,  have  appoynted  and  assigned  you  to  be 
our  oommyssioners,  gevyng  to  you  nyne,  eight,  seven,  syx, 
fyve,  f owre  or  thre  of  you  full  power  and  auctoritie  to  assemUe 
yourselfes  in  suche  place  or  places  within  the  countye  of  York, 
the  C3rtye  of  Yorke,  and  the  towne  of  Kyngeston  uppon  Hall, 
and  at  such  dales  and  tymes  as  you,  nyne,  eight,  seven,  syz, 
fyve,  fowre,  or  thre  of  you  shall  thinks  mete  and  convenyent, 
and  examyne,  serche,  and  enquyre,  by  all  wayes  and  meanee 
that  ye  can,  what  and  how  manye  chauntries,  hosjntalls, 
colleges,  free  chappells,  fratem3rties,  brotherheadds,  guylds, 
and  stypendarye  prestos  havyng  perpetuytie  for  ever,  by 
whatsoever  names,  surnames,  corporations,  or  tytles,  they  be 
commonly  called  or  knowne,  accordyng  to  ther  severall  naturee, 
kindes,  qualities,  and  degrees,  be  within  the  seid  countye  of 
Yorke,  the  cytye  of  Yorke,  and  the  towne  of  ELingaton  uppon

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and  meanes  that  ye  can,  by  your  discrecyons  or  by  the  dis- 
crecyons  of  113016,  eight,  seven,  syx,  fyve,  fowre,  or  thre  of  you, 
to  what  intentes,  porposes,  and  dedes  of  charytie  the  same 
chauntries,  hospitalls,  colleges,  and  other  the  seid  promocyons, 
OT  any  of  theym,  were  founded,  ordeyned,  or  made ;  and  howe 
and  m  what  manner  the  revenewes  and  profitts  of  the  posses*^ 
skms  of  the  same  be  used,  expended  or  imployed ;  and  whiche 
and  howe  manye  of  them  be  paroche  churches ;  and  howe  f arre 
djstant  every  of  the  seid  chappells  or  chauntries^  bene  from 
the  paroche  churche,  within  whiche  paroche  any  of  theym 
stondyth  and  be  sett,  to  th'  intente  we  may  knowe  whiche 
ihalbe  mete  to  stond  and  remayne,  as  they  nowe  be,  or  to  be 
di8Bolv3rdf  altered  or  reformyd,  making  to  us  a  perfyte  certy- 
ficatt  of  every  particuler  poynte  therof  accordinglie. 

And,  further,  we  gyve  full  powre  and  auctorytie  to  you,  our 
said  oommyssycmers,  and  to  nyne,  eight,  seven,  syx^  fyve,  fowre, 
or  thre  of  you,  to  repayre  to  the  pryncypall  howses  of  all  the 
add  chauntreis,  hospitalls,  colleges,  free  chappells,  fratemyties, 
brotherheddes,  guylds,  and  sypendarye  prestos  in  the  seid 
coontye  of  York,  the  C3rtie  of  Yorke,  and  the  towne  of  Kingston 
Nippon  Hull,  and  to  make  a  survey  of  all  the  landes  and  tene- 
ments, posseesyons  and  revenewes  unyted,  annexed,  or  apper- 
teyning  to  theym  and  to  every  of  theym,  or  whiche  at  any 
tyme  syth  the  4th  day  of  Februarye  in  the  27th  yere  of  our 
nigne,  dyd  aperteyne  or  bebng  to  the  seid  promocyons  or  to 
aay  of  them,  making  mencyon  of  the  resolutes  and  deduccyons 
going  owte  of  the  same.

nrrey  truly  the  same,  and  the  yerely  value  therof,  with  the 
^oodes  and  omamentes  of  the  same,  with  all  the  deductyons 
sad  reeolntee  thereof,  and  to  make  certificate  accordinglie. 
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And  to  th'  intentes  that  the  plate,  Jewells,  onLainentes,  goodoB,

And  we  oommaunde  to  all  mayors,  sheryfPs,  baylyffs,  con- 
stables, and  all  other  our  officers,  mynysters,  and  subjects, 
that  they,  and  every  of  them,  shalbe  aydyng,  obedyent,  and 
aanstaunte  to  you,  and  everye  of  you,  in  all  things  touching 
th'  ezecucyon  of  this  our  comyssyon,  as  it  behoveth,  and  as 
neoeesytie  from  tyme  to  tyme  shall  requyre  in  that  behalf.

miflsioners  £^  Inquiry  concerning  Charities  1818  to  1837.  The 
thizd  column  gives  the  name  of  the  place  where  the  School  is, 
or  was.  When  this  is  printed  in  italics,  the  School  has  ceased 
to  exist,  and  the  endowment  is  lost,  or  misappropriated.  "  EL" 
added  means  that  the  School  has  been  degraded  to  an  Elemen-

It  is  rather  surprising  to  find  that  of  the  204  schools  in  the 
list,  ld2  still  exist,  though  19  of  them  have  been  degraded  to 
Elemientary  education,  and  4  are  only  Exhibition  Funds. 

It  must  not  be  assumed  that  the  date  given  in  column  two 
in  all  cases  refers  to  the  same  foundation  as  that  of  which  the 
date  is  given  in  column  one.  In  some  cases  the  two  dates 
oleaily  refer  to  two  different  foundations,  e.g.  Trowbridge.  In  * 
otherB  the  id^itity,  legal  or  historical,  may  be  a  matter  of 
opinfeiL  When  Archdeacon  Magnus  gave  the  eristing  endow- 
ments of  the  Grammar  School  at  Newark  in  1682,  was  the  School 
tlie  same  School  as  that  which  had  been  going  on  for  hundreds 
ol  years  before,  and  the  jurisdiction  over  which  was  the  subject 
of  l^gal  dispute  and  solenm  settiement  in  1288  ?  When  Dame 
A-gooB  Kellers  endowed  the  Grammar  School  at  Nottingham  in 
1612,  which  appears  apparentiy  unendowed  from  1882  down- 
wards, was  this  the  same  School  ?  When  Sir  W.  Laxton  got 
a  grant  of  Oundle  School  endowment,  together  with  the  Alms- 
house connected  with  it,  and  vested  them  in  the  Gkxxsers'  Com- 
pany in  trust,  the  question  may  be  easier  historically,  but  not 
perhaps  legally. 

It  must  not  be  understood  that  in  any  case  legal  identity 

is  asserted.

The  Town  Clerk  of  Exeter,  if  occasionally  less  pacific 
in  tone  than  his  older  brother  of  Ephesvis,  has  placed  stu- 
dents of  educati^on  under  an  obligation  by  a  very  useful 
little  piece  of  historical  inquiry  in  relation  to  a  foundation 
of  which  the  West  Country  has  good  reason  to  be  proud. 
It  is  probable  that  some  of  its  alumni  will  relinquish  with 
regret  a  direct  association  with  the  munificence  of  Bishops 
Stapledon  and  Orandisson  in  the  fourteenth  century,  or  a 
pre- Reformation  establishment  in  the  old  Franciscan  priory 
of  St.  John  Baptist,  or  the  charity  of  Hugh  Crossing,  some- 
time i^ayor,  who  died  in  1622.  But,  as  l^ir.  Parry  shows 
from  the  extraordinarily  interesting  series  of  municipcJ 
archives,  which  have  been  made  pc^ly  familiar  to  his- 
torians by  the  publication  of  the  "  Shillingford  Papers  ** 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Camden  Society,  its  true  origin 
is  to  be  found  in  a  dispute  between  the  City  Chamber  and 
the  Dean  and  Chapter.  The  stifuggle  lasted  from  1623, 
when  the  first  proposals  were  put  forward  to  establish  a 
.  grammar  school  side  by  side  with  the  ecclesiastically- 
governed  high  school,  down  to  1633,  when,  the  municipality 
having  won  the  day,  William  Nosworthy  was  appointed 
first  headmaster  at  a  salary  of  £30  a  year. 

Into  the  details  of  the  dispute  it  is  not  necessary  to  ent^  - 
at  length ;  we  will  only  note  that  the  delay  was  due  in  ^«hrt' 
to  the  opinion  of  the  Recorder  tliat  '*  it  would  be  a  hazard- 
ous expenditure  of  money  to  move  in  the  matter  in  Parlia- 
ment,a8  that  assembly  was  so  congested  with  business  that '  if 
every  day  were  a  week  *  it  would  prove  too  little  to  determine 
upon  all  the  petitions  and  bills  that  were  then  before  the 
House'* — a  condition  of  afiEairs  which  a  lapse  of  three 
centuries  does  not  seem  greatly  to  have  mended  ;  partly  to 
the  determined  opposition  of  William  Perry  man,  the  master 
of  the  High  School,  who  had  grievances  of  his  own  against 
the  City  authorities  for  assessing  him,  inter  alia,  towards  the 
cost  of  purcliasing  gunpowder.  Under  the  protection  of 
the  Bishop  he  enjoyed  a  monopoly  of  teaching,  but  he  was 
i^^pctfently  a  **  saevus  Orbitius  " — a  **  learned  but  lashing 
master,**  a  local  historian  calls  him — whose  '  Crewell  and 
Tiranioall  whippinge  of  Divers  of  our  children  bcinge 
apt  to  leameand  of  mild  nature  some  Three  fowerffive  and 
Six  tymes  in  one  day  **  is  adduced  as  a  reason  why  tlie  mild> 
natured  children  in  question,  though  apt  to  learn,  "  went  of 
Meeohinge,*'  in  other  words  pkiyed  truant,  half  the  yeo^^. 
In  the  course  of  the  negotiations  before  the  Privy  Counoii 
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their  pre\'iQiis  attitude  t  in  any  caso  **  the  prc^oeiqon  of  ©Ieci>- 
inge  the  maister  of  the  Chymaerian  free  schoole  to  bee  erected. 
on  the  chapter's  land'*  was  rejected  by  the  mayor  and 
magistrates  as  **  a  mere  mousetrap.'*     We  are  inclined  to 
suspect  that  the  question  of  fees  was  really  at  the  bottoxn  % 
of  the  whole  business ;  for,  though  it  was  alleged  that  a  noi^  )• 
school  was  unnecessary,  since  there  was  still  accommodation 
for'  100  more  pupils  imder  Ferryman,  both  the  new  free 
gramnuur  or  Latin  school  and  the  new  free  English  school,  | 
which  soon  followed  in  1636,  seem  to  have  floiurished  adini- 
rably.    Both  found  a  home  in  the  hew  Hospital  of  St. 
John's,  side  by  side  with  Crossing's  foundation  for  the  educes- 
tion  and  apprenticeship  of  poor  children — the  Blue  Boys. 
The  original  idea  was  to  teach  these  boys  pin-making, 
bvit  the  expenditure  of£12to£14on  tools  and  £50  on  wire 
does  not  seem  to  have  proved  a  success,  for  there  was  a 
serious  deficiency  in  the  first  master's  accounts,  and  his 
successor  was  a  silk  weaver.     Impoverished  as  he  because 
in  comparison  with  his  younger  rivals,  the  master  of  the 
High  School  perhaps  retained  at  least  his  pride  of  plcM^, 
for  it  was  as  **  schoolmaster   of  the  City  of  Exeter  "  that 
Mr.  Hayter,    Ferryman's    usher   and   successor,    received 
from    the    trustees    for    the    maintenance    of    l^iinisters 
emd  schoohnasters  under  the  Commonwealth  in  1655-6  the 
munificent  augmentation  of   £4  5s.  4d.  per  annum  out  of 
ecclesiastical  revenues.     But  its  day  was  over,  though  it 
took  a  hundred  years  to  die,  and  1750  seems  to  have  seen 
the  dissolution  of  a  school  which,  as  Mr.  Farry  says,  "  had 
probably  existed  since  the  transference  of  the  seat  of  the  '  exprl 
bishopric  from  Crediton  to  Exeter  exactly  700  years  before." 

Among  the  documents  printed  in  an  appendix  to  the 
book  two  deserve  special  mention.  The  foundation  or-  nsul 
dinances  of  the  Qrammar  School  in  1633  show  that  the  day  hapti 
began  with  prayers  at  6  a.m.  Then  followed  lessons  till 
8  and  again  from  9 — 11,  with  an  hour  for  breakfast.  The 
interval  for  dinner  was  two  hours,  which  must  have  tempted  *^^^" 
some  to  go  **  meeching"  as  they  thought  of  the  four  hours^  s  and  i 
school  from  1 — 5  p.m.

of  any  of  them  that  transgress."  ^^ 

The  other  document  is  the  epistola  vere  aurea  to  the  Mayor  ..  .  i  --^ 
of  Exeter  by  which  Bishop  Temple  secured  the  City's  f"tical  ms^ 
acceptcmce  of  the  n«w  scheme  framed  by  the  Endowed 
Schools  Commission  in  1872  for  the  establishment  of  a 
graduated  series  of  schools  and  the  use  of  the  charitable 
benefactions  for  the  foundation  of  exhibitions.  It  is  a 
mark  of  the  widening  of  educational  ideals  during  the  last 
forty  years  that  we  read  with  surprise  as  well  as  sympathy 
the  Bishop's  contention  that,
